NEWTON — A controversial plan to 
build a synagogue at the corner of Mor- 
ton Street and Commonwealth Avenue 
has received a new lease on life from the 
Board of Aldermen. 

The full board voted overwhelmingly 
Monday night to send the proposal back 
to the Land Use Committee for recon- 
sideration, with the hope that a com- 
promise acceptable to both sides in this 
battle can be reached. 

That committee meeting will take 
place on April 30. 

“TI feel very gratified that the Board of 
Aldermen has taken the responsible 
stance of reconsidering our proposal in 
the serious and dignified manner it 
deserves,"’ said Dr. Alan S. Rockoff, 
president of Congregation Shaarei 
Tefillah, after the recommital took 
place. 

Attorney Mark A. White, representing 
Concerned Parents and Neighbors, the 
group opposed to the synagogue at the 
proposed site, said of Monday night's 
vote, ‘This was expected. The Board of 
Aldermen is a reasonable bunch of peo- 
ple. They want to give everybody a 
chance to state their views and so do we. 
We told the people on the board who sup- 
port us to vote for recommittal."”

Ecuadoran, Japanese and Israeli 
teenagers gathered on the stage 
of the Newton North High School 
auditorium stops dead, then 
erupts into laughter, as one of the 
actresses drops her accent and 
fumbles with a script in search of 
a lost line. Uh... ,”” 

Next week, I’m going to take 
all of those scripts away and 
you're going to have to ad lib,” 
North Drama teacher Inez Dover 
warns loudly from offstage 

Dover's challenge is probably 
not as threatening as she might 
have liked. For, in fact, the 
theme upon which these multi- 
cultural and ethnical students 
are required to elaborate is one 
inherent to their teenage 
experience: ‘Fitting In,” 

Fitting In” is the name of a 
two-hour play written by a group 
of students from Newton North 
and South High schools 


Arts and Humanities, the play 
addresses the social and 
emotional obstacles confronted 
by foreign students attempting to 
integrate themselves into an 
American high school, and also 
deals with the prejudices often 
attending racial integration and 
the total adolescent experience 

The idea originated with 
Newton Arts Center director Jo 
Simon, who suggested writing a 
grant for the project to Metco 
counselor Florence Turner 
North principal Marya Levenson 
recruited Dover to represent the 
school, and before they knew it, a 
group of students from the city’s 
two high schools were busy 
hashing out a theme

schoolteacher Ruth Marcus leapt into 
action. 

She dispatched two letters — one to 
Reagan and one to the National 
Aeronautics and Space 
Administration (NASA) — asking for 
an application, 

“I’ve always been a fan (of space 
travel) and I'm very excited about it, 
so I said, ‘Why not?’ Marcus 
explained, “I said to my husband, ‘Do 
you think I’m crazy?’ and he said, ‘I 
thought you would have sent away 
already.’”’ 

Marcus, who teaches fifth and sixth 
grade history, English, language arts, 
reading and writing at the Angier 
Elementary School, spent her 
December vacation slaving over the 
application form, which she says 
NASA made ‘‘as difficult as 
possible," presumably to discourage 
all but the most serious candidates. 

“If I hadn't been committed in 
August, I never would have done it,’

Marcus confessed, ‘It was worse than 
going to college.” 

The Winchester resident is one of 
11,000 teachers nationwide who 
completed the applications and 
submitted them before the February 1 
deadline. 

Only 120 of those 11,000 will receive 
further evaluation as “nominees,” 
Ten will be chosen as semi-finalists, 
and only two will undergo training as 
the primary and back-up candidates. 
NASA hopes to launch a teacher on 
the Space Shuttle in early 1986. 

And for each of the 11,000 educators 
who did apply to the project, there are 
no doubt countless others who would 
also love to go rocketing into space, 
but for one reason or another, never 
made it through the application 
process

Given those projections, clos- 
ing another school would ‘‘be get- 
ting too close to capacity,” 
Silluzio said. “The only way 
(another school would close) is if 
there were some dramatic 
change in predictions,” Supt. of 
Schools John M. Strand added. 

But parents and teachers, 
battle-weary from a long barrage 
of school closings and their futile 
fights against them, say they 
would not be surprised by a 
dramatic change in the School 
Committee's decision. Prevalent 
social patterns which they say 
defy enrollment projections, and 
an alleged lack of any reliable 
school closing criteria make it 
impossible to know what will hap- 
pen in the future, they say. 

Under the constraints of Prop. 
2% and faced with school deficits 
projected at almost $9 million by 
the late 20th century, the School 
Committee might find 
themselves hardpressed to close 
another school, even if it meant 
enlarging class size, Ash says. 

“It is a big myth that schools 
can't hold more students. If fiscal 
pressure is enough, watch the 
(pupil-teacher) ratios change,” 
he says. School Committee 
members have consistently cited 
a commitment to maintaining 
pupil-teacher ratios, which 
average about 21 to 1 to 24 to 1. 

Alderman Richard Bullwinkle 
is not so sure the projected enroll- 
ment increases, based on city 
population patterns, will even 
come to pass. “Where are the 
kids going to be coming from?" 
asks Bullwinkle, who s that 
the constant ri y's pro- 
perty values is forcing some of 
the lower and middle-income pro- 
fessionals with small, school- 
aged children to move out or stay 
out of the city altogether. ‘There 
is no place for my kids to go and 
live here,” he says. ‘Are we real- 
ly organized to handle all of this? 
I wouldn’t argue if the numbers 
were right, But I never thought 
they were.” 

School Committee members 
this year based their vote to close 
Bigelow on declining enrollment 
projections, the annual cost sav- 
ings of $415,000 and the belief that 
underenrolled classrooms in the 
school would not offer a proper 
range of educational programs. 
Ash says extensive research for 
his doctoral thesis indicates that 
these have been the main reasons 
behind almost every school clos- 
ing before it. 

But despite the pattern, 
residents cite a lack of consisten- 
cy on the part of School Commit- 
tee members. 

“School closings have no par- 
ticular organization,” said Ken 
Hamilton, former co-chairperson 
of the Campaign for Village 
Schools, which fought for the 
Hyde and Oak Hill schools last 
year. ‘You can't go by what the 
School Committee says. They've 
said they wouldn’t close any 
more schools and they have. I 
wouldn’t be at all surprised if 
they were to close another.” 

“It's been irrational for about 
five years now,’’ adds Anne 
Rawls, also with the Campaign 
for Village Schools, “It is very 
difficult to figure out what they 
are thinking and doing.” 

“It’s hard to sort out what 
makes a difference to them,’ Ash 
says. 

One of the charges leveled 
against all School Committees 
who have closed schools is that 
they lack foresight and long- 
range planning. 

“Everytime you get reports on 
enrollment patterns, you are do- 
ing long-range planning,’’ 
answers veteran School Commit- 
tee member Katherine E. Jones, 








whose eight years on the board 
have been marked by a number 
of school closings. ‘‘But there are 
some limitations to that decision. 
You can’t decide to close a school 
too far in advance, because it is 
detrimental to the school. As soon 
as you say you will close a school, 
it dies. It is dangerous to do 
that.” 

Jones, who has also completed 
a doctoral thesis on school clos- 
ings, adds that, ‘What became 
clear was that long-range plann- 
ing is difficult. All we do is make 
decisions for one period of time. 
That is all we can commit 
ourselves to. You want to have 
the latest available data.” 

Whether or not Bigelow writes 
the last school closing chapter of 
this uncomfortable, nearly 
decade-long epic, the emotional 
and social wounds caused by the 
lengthy conflict seem far from 
over, 

“There is more to a community 
than the schools,’’ Strand has 
argued. “Many neighborhoods 
have no children in them. There 
are other factors besides a 
school.” 

“T feel we all get upset when a 
school has to close, But people 
learn to live with it,"’ adds parent 
and Newton North PTSA 
member Barbara White, who 
fought to keep Hyde and Oak Hill 
open last year. 

But members of the Hyde and 
other communities say school 
closings have a destructive and 
lasting effect on the framework 
of small village communities. 

The Highlands community, 
home of the former Hyde school, 
was ‘‘devastated”’ by the closing, 
says Rawls, who is a sociologist. 
“How can it heal? Most of the 
things which linked us were 
organized through the school. 
Now, I don’t see people. The 
center of town doesn’t get walked 
into the same way. Rents went up 
and businesses moved, because 
they knew the use of the center 
would change. It is extremely 
naive to say that you can remove 
a mainstay of the community 
without changing things.” 

That residents — even the well 
organized Hyde district which 
Ash says had the ‘‘most political 
muscle’’ — have consistently lost 
the battle to keep their schools 
open, has also produced rifts 
among community relationships, 
Ash and Rawls say. 

The group which once fought 
for all schools has fragmented in- 
to smaller factions, each one of 
which now guards its own ter- 
ritory. ‘‘People whose schools 
closed in 1978 will never forget,” 
Rawls says. ‘So they make 
angry votes against other 
schools. There is crying and 
screaming, Best friends are not 
speaking to each other.” 

Before the committee even 
decided to close Bigelow, parents 
from various elementary schools 
were advocating the redistricting 
options which would best serve 
their own constituents, rather 
than the community as a whole. 

The consistently ineffective 
campaigns against closings have 
also caused an attrition of in- 
terest, co-president of the 
Bigelow PTA Marcia Karp says. 
“Parents have had it, They don't 
care at this point. All of the 
cohesiveness felt at Bigelow has 
been destroyed. The morale of 
parents is very low.” 

When the doors of Bigelow Jr. 
High School slam shut in 1986, the 
city is unlikely to hear any sighs 
of relief indicating that the pro- 
cess has really found its end. Peo- 
ple just cannot believe it is true. 

“They have already gone too 
far," Rawls said. ‘I don’t believe 
they will stop until they are 
physically stopped from closing 
any more schools.”

Waltham Senior High School 
chemistry teacher Timothy Reed 
was taken with the idea from the 
start, but preliminary 
information distributed through 
the School Department arrived 
too late for him to apply. 

“T can’t think of anything I’d 
rather do than blasting off with 
all those horses under me and 
cruising around looking at 
space,”’ Reed exclaimed. 

The 37-year-old Stow resident 
showed the NASA brochure to his 
colleagues and, he said, ‘They 
looked at it and said, ‘that sounds 
like a great idea,’ but sort of 
wistfully and not really thinking 
of it as a part of their reality. 

“If there were a lot more 
younger teachers — footloose and 
fancy free — I think you’d see a 
lot more people actively talking 
about it and applying,’’ he added. 

A spokesperson in Newton 
School Superintendent John 
Strand’s office said the 
superintendent signed 
application forms for several 
teachers, but could only 
remember Marcus by name. The 
Weston, Waltham and Watertown 
School Departments said they did 
not knoW of any teachers in those 
towns applying for the project. 

The Teacher in Space Project 
application was a hefty 
document, 

It included nine essays 
exploring communication skills, 
professional development 
activities, community 
involvement, teaching 
philosophy, techniques for 
developing in students a national 
and international awareness, 


motivation for wanting to be the 
first U.S. private citizen in space, 
and special projects to be 
undertaken on the Space Shuttle. 

The project, first announced by 
Reagan during a Department of 
Education ceremony, is aimed at 
underscoring ‘‘the Nation’s 
commitment to its schools and to 
the future of our country inanera 
of increasing technological 
complexity,’’ NASA literature 
states. 

Marcus fears her age — 50 — 
may be the biggest obstacle to 
her selection for the program and 
is not hanging her hopes on 
anything more than having her 
application read. 

A teacher in the Newton 
system for the past 13 years, 
Marcus has also been involved 
for nine years in competitive 
sailing — a challenge she finds 
particularly thrilling. 

She works hard to bring her 
enthusiasm for the nation’s space 
program into her classroom and 
says she turned to her students 
for suggestions on shuttle 
projects. Marcus says she would 
keep a journal detailing the 
experience, take slides of her 
activities — especially those 
involving simple daily functions, 
such as hygiene — and would let 
kids throughout the country 
select experiments and special 
projects for her to perform. 

While Marcus dreams of being 
chosen as the “‘teacher in space,” 
or even as just a nominee or a 
semi-finalist, Reed is resigned to 
the fact that he’ll have to 
postpone his fantasies of space 
travel. But still, he says, ‘‘every 
time I walk outside and look up at 
the full moon I want to be up 
there looking down here.”

Still ‘Mr. Clean’

NEWTON — Ward 4 Alderman-at-Large Richard J. McGrath kept 
his spotless attendance record untarnished Monday night — but only 
with some help from his friends. 

The outspoken alderman did not miss a single vote during the 
Board of Aldermen’s 1984 session, a squeaky clean achievement no 
other local legislator has been able to duplicate. 

But as debate over a proposal to build a synagogue in Newton 
Centre ended, McGrath ventured into the hall outside the main 
aldermanic chamber to talk with residents involved in the 
controversial dispute. P 

During his absence, the full board reconvened and, in the span of 
five minutes, completed a collective roll call vote on 20 separate 
recommendations made by the aldermanic Land Use Committee, 
ending McGrath’s ‘‘perfection.”” 

When the white-haired alderman returned to his seat, some well- 
meaning jibes from colleagues Ron Marini and Paul Daley made him 
realize what had happened. McGrath then asked for a suspension of 
the board’s rules to allow him to be recorded as present during the 
Land Use roll call. 

He claimed he was in the hall pushing for a retraction of two 
editorials that lambasted the board’s stand on the synagogue issue 
when the Land Use vote was taken. 

McGrath’s motion for a suspension of the rules failed by a 15-6 tally 
for lack of the necessary three-quarters majority, thanks to 
dissenting votes by Aldermen Carol Ann Shea, Carol Robinson, 
Robert Tennant, Elaine Gentile, Sondra Shick and Michael Malec. 

Tempers flared when Alderman Bruce B. Carmichael, who asked 
his colleagues to have ‘‘common courtesy,’ came to McGrath's 
rescue by making a motion that the board reconsider its previous 
vote on the Land Use Committee’s report. 

Tennant wondered aloud whether others would be allowed the same 
privilege and accused McGrath of leaving the chambers because he 
was “‘looking for votes” in ‘‘an election year.” 

An angry Robinson followed by saying, ‘I’m sorry you can’t be 100 
percent pure white. You’ll have to be like Ivory (soap) — 99.4 percent 
clean.”’ 

Alderman Wendall Bauckman, who ranks a close second to 
McGrath in terms of attendance, called his colleague’s record 
“enviable,” but added that a successful reconsideration vote would 
“set a precedent that really should not be set.”’ 

Alderman Richard Bullwinkle defended McGrath by saying, “Our 
function is to vote, that’s what we’re up here for ... What difference 
does it make.” ; 

Carmichael’s motion to reconsider prevailed by a 14-8 tally, with 
Matthew Jefferson and Vance adding their names to the previous 
dissenters. 

The full board then quickly reaffirmed its acceptance of the Land 
Use Committee’s recommendations, leaving a widely smiling 
McGrath present and accounted for with his attendance record 
intact. 

“Now you see how easy it is to fall behind in the attendance 
ratings,’’ Alderman Paul Coletti commented afterwards. ‘You miss 
one vote and you end up recorded absent for two dozen items.””

Mixed use finally endorsed for Hyde 


NEWTON — After over three months of deliberation, seven 
meetings and several changes of heart, aldermen have rendered a 
long-awaited decision on the fate of the former Hyde Elementary 
School buildings. 

With no debate or dissent, the Board of Aldermen quickly en- 
dorsed a unique reuse plan for the Lincoln Street site, sending the 
issue into the hands of Mayor Theodore D. Mann and the Planning 
Department. 

By a 22-0 vote, the full board set $300,000 as the minimum sale 
price for the Newton Highlands property and adopted the general 
reuse parameters established for the Hyde last fall by a citizens’ 
joint planning advisory group (JPAG). 

The board’s action means that Mann must select a single 
developer willing to build 24 market rate condominiums in and 
around a historically restored Old Hyde building and at least 16 
units of subsidized handicapped housing in the New Hyde. 

The former school’s gymnasium, connecting corridor and 5,000 
square feet of space in the New Hyde must be retained for 
community-oriented uses and be leased to a non-profit group with 
direct ties to the neighborhood. 

The reuse recommendation almost guarantees the gym’s even- 
tual reinstatement as the polling place for Ward 6, Precinct 3 and 
Ward 5, Precinct 2 voters. 


Committee approves community plan 


NEWTON — A joint aldermanic committee gave a favorable 
recommendation for a three-year community development plan 
worth $6.8 million to improve housing and human services for low- 
and moderate-income residents of the city. 

The full board must now approve the plan for submission to the 
U.S. Department of Housing and Urban Development. 

The plan relies on an expected $6.45 million in community 
development block grants from the federal government. The rest 
of the money would would come from repayment of low-interest 
housing rehabilitation loans offered through the program. 

Objectives of the plan include increasing housing through aquisi- 
tion and improvement, but not actual construction; removing ar- 
chitectural barriers for handicapped persons; increasing the 
number of jobs through economic development; and improving 
the physical environment of ‘‘target neighborhoods,”’ those with 
the highest concentration of low- and moderate-income families. 

Housing rehabilitation would receive the largest chunk of fun- 
ding. The plan calls for low-interest and deferred payment loans, 
with interest rates as low as three percent for those qualified. The 
house painting program offers rebates for materials and equip- 
ment bought or a 50 percent rebate if certain professional painters 
are contracted to do the work. 

The Hamilton Community Center in Lower Falls would receive 
$15,000 annually. The Emerson Community Center in Upper Falls 
would receive $20,000 annually and Nonantum Multi-Service 
Center would get $7,000 each year. 

Scheduled for improvements are the Boyd Park Playfield in 
Newton Corner, the Hawthorn Gym in Nonantum, the Emerson 
Playfield in Upper Falls, and the Burr School Playground in North 
Auburndale. 

A total of $968,000 over the three years would be set aside for 
various human service programs such as day care, youth counsel- 


ing and job training, elderly drop-in centers and alcohol and drug 
abuse counseling, 


Plans filed for office building on cove 


AUBURNDALE — Engineers representing an Auburndale con- 
tractor are expected to file plans with the Conservation Commis- 
sion outlining a proposal to build a three-story professional office 
building on the edge of Purgatory Cove,

Dems tout state's 
‘rosy’ fiscal future

WEST NEWTON — The “ 


Democratic condition, 


”’ with all the built- 


in contradictions that got so much attention during last year’s 
presidential campaign, showed itself again at the First Unitarian 


Church last week. 

Members of the Democratic 
City Committee who gathered in 
the church hall heard Evelyn 
Murphy, the state’s Secretary of 
Economic Affairs, tout the 
salubrious state of the 
commonwealth’s fiscal 
condition. At the same meeting, 
they also heard church member 
Carol Lee Corbett describe the 
hidden poverty of some of the 
Garden City’s citizens. 

Head of the Democratic City 
Committee Peg Hannigan, who 
was honored after the committee 
meeting for her 25 years of 
service to the party, put 
Murphy’s and Corbett’s 
seemingly divergent messages in 
line when she commented that 
they were both working to fill 





gaps being created by the 
Reagan administration. 
Corbett was invited by 


Hannigan to describe the 
workings of her ‘‘food pantry,”’ a 
facility she created to provide for 
hungry Newtonites who have 
difficulty remembering they live 
in one of the richest cities in the 
country. ‘Many of us have 
discovered people on their own 
street who need this service,"’ she 
told the crowd of nearly 100 
Democrats. 

Murphy was invited by 
Hannigan to give some indication 
of the commonwealth's economic 
future, which she said looked 
rosier than ever. The local 
situation that Corbett described 
was a statewide condition 10 
years ago, according to Murphy. 
At that time, she said, 
unemployment here was the 
second highest in the country and 
“People were angry, with no 
hope," 


Now, the commonwealth has 
gone “from the bottom to the 
top,"’ according to Murphy, and 
unemployment has been whittled 
down to a mere 3.7 percent. She 
found rave reviews of the 
commonwealth’s performance in 
the fact that, at many 
conferences, governors and their 
staffs are flocking to our 
representatives to discover our 
“secret,” 


Now, the task at hand is to 
analyze what has happened over 
the past 10 years ‘‘so we can keep 
it going,” Murphy 


said, She 
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added that she had a Ph.D. in 
economics and she is ‘‘just now, 
getting a chance to use it.” 

Pointing out that 
Massachusetts has to import 80 
percent of its food and fuel, 
Murphy said it was very 
important that the state keep up 
a healthy export business. ‘‘The 
trick is, education gives us the 
edge,’’ in the competition against 
other states, she said. ‘‘We now 
have to figure out what the next 
step is. We have to build a base in 
this decade for the next 
generation of high tech,’’ She 
pointed out that possible areas of 
concentration, areas in which the 
state already enjoys a 
competitive edge, include the 
growing biotech field, pioneer 
development of polymers and a 
growing photovoltaic industry. 

“There's a real potential to 
dream and say, ‘We're going to 
go after that,’’’ she said. “If we 
can do it here, we will take over 
the leadership of the whole 
country. It’s an exceptional time. 
Ihope I can be part of it.”” 

A number of local political 
celebrities showed up to help 
mark Hannigan’s quarter 
century of dedication to the 
Democratic City Committee. 
They included State Sen. Jack 
Backman, Aldermen Rodney 
Barker, Michael Malec, George 
Mansfield and Verne Vance and 
School Committee member 
Robert Ricles. 

The event was organized by 
Martina Jackson of the Ward 2 
Democratic Committee, ‘There 
was a lot of love there,” 
Hannigan said of the occasion. 

Citations poured in from Sen. 
John Kerry and Ted Kennedy, 
Cong.

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Principals, dept. heads 
ratify 1984-86 contract 


NEWTON — After a long lapse 
in negotiations due to teacher 
contract difficulties and the 
work-to-rule measures, prin- 
cipals and housemasters finally 
ratified their own contract for 
1984-86 recently 

The professionals are 
members of Unit B, which also 
includes assistant principals, 
department heads and subject 
area coordinators. 

Basic tenets of the contract 
they ratified on March 19 include 
salary increases of 4 and 1.25 per- 
cent for the first and second half 
of the 1984-85 school year, respec- 
tively, and 5 and 1.8 percent for 
and second half of the 
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torate. Junior high school prin- 
cipal salaries will range from 
$38,298 at the master’s step 1 
level and $47,322 at the maximum 
master’s level. 

Secondary school principal 
salaries will range from $42,333 
to $51,594 at the maximum doc 
torate level. Both North and 
South principals Marya Leven- 
son and Earnest Van Seasholes 
will be at the maximum level 
when the pay increase is im- 
plemented, O’Conor said 

Housemaster salaries as of 
Sept. 1 will range from $29,032 to 
$41,561, at the minimum and 
maximum step levels, respec- 
tively. 

All pay increases granted in 
the contract are retroactive until 
1984, O'Conor said 
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Where’s the bias? 


A curious anomaly has cropped up in the 
Garden City over the past couple of weeks. 


While the results of an opinion survey of 
residents seemed to indicate that there 
was little or no trace of bias in the city, 
members of the Boston press have been 
screaming to their readers that 
discrimination is alive and well here. 


The opinion survey was “‘piggybacked”’ 
onto the annual census that went to every 
household. In an ‘open-ended fashion,” 
the questionnaire asked residents, ‘‘Have 
you or anyone you know ever been 
discriminated against?” 


Of the 16,855 questionnaires returned, 
only 1,375 answered in the affirmative. 
Almost half, 7,903, said, specifically, that 
they knew of “‘no discrimmination.”’ 


In the same section of the questionnaire, 
discrimination in several specific areas 
was probed. Asked if they were aware of 
discrimination in the areas of ‘‘religious 
creed,” “race/color,” “‘age,”’ ‘‘handicap’’ 
or ‘sex,’ fewer than 1.5 percent of 
residents polled responded to any single 
category listed. 


When they revealed the startling results 
of the poll, Mayor Mann and Richard 
Kelleher, his chief administrative aide, 
were a bit stymied for explanations. They 
have forwarded the figures to the city’s 
Human Rights Commission, hopefully, for 
interpretation. 


Apparently, our colleagues in the 
metropolitan press never heard about the 
results of the citywide opinion survey. 
When the Board of Aldermen recently 
slapped a battery of conditions on a peti- 
tion for a synagogue on the corner of Mor- 
ton Street and Commonwealth Avenue, the 
outcry went up in the big city. Accusations, 
both bald and veiled, ranged from 
religious discrimination to monumental 
boneheadedness. One of the nicest things 
said about our elected representatives was 
that they were ‘‘small-minded 
bureaucrats.” 


The Graphic sincerely wonders what the 
real status of discrimination is in the city. 
No doubt the reality of the situation lies 
somewhere between the scenarios 


depicted by the city survey and the Boston 
press. 


Let’s find out for sure so we can do 
something about it. 
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Teachers vs. Dukakis

If ever there was a bill that 
sounded the battle cry for 
legislative conflict at the same 
time it called for compromise it 
is Gov. Michael Dukakis’ educa- 
tional reform proposal. 

The bill proposes spending $520 
million over three years in an ef- 
fort to raise academic standards 
in public schools. The package 
would hike teachers’ pay but 
would require that their per- 
formances be evaluated. 

The bill, endorsed Thursday by 
the Joint Legislative Committee 
on Education, would permit local 
communities to set $18,000 
minimum annual salaries for 
teachers and provide state funds 
to bring them up to that 
minimum. 

It was a reform sought by 
teachers’ unions, but changes 
made in the governor’s original 
proposal left them dissatisfied 
with what the Massachusetts 
Teachers Association called ‘‘ex- 
perimental” programs. 

“There's some real creative in- 
teresting kid-oriented programs 
as opposed to the usual special in- 
terest grab bag items,"’ said Rep. 
Nicholas Paleologos, D-Woburn, 
House chairman of the Education 
Committee. 

The MTA, a powerful special 
interest, was quick to attack the 
bill. 


“Another major feature of the 
Dukakis bill — an attempt to at- 
tract and retain good teachers by 
upgrading teacher salaries — has 
been gutted in the redrafted bill,” 
said Nancy Finkelstein, presi- 
dent of the 57,000 member 
teachers’ union. 


She said the bill would give 
teachers an average raise of $170 
in each of the next two years and 
$400 in the third year. The 
estimated cost of this state- 
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funded proposal is 10 million a 
year. 

The Dukakis plan calls for 
average pay increases of $400 the 
first year, $600 the second and 
$800 the third, with an estimated 
annual cost of $81 million. 

But it was more than pay levels 
that concerned the MTA. The 
union said it feared the bill would 
lead to the placement of uncer- 


tified individuals in the 
classroom. 
The proposal, for instance, 


would create a ‘‘Teacher Learn- 
ing Corps” of uncertified, un- 
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trained college students who 
would help low-income students 
learn basic skills. This plan car- 
ries an estimated $2 million price 
tag. 


“Our students — particularly 
those with the greatest needs — 
should be taught by professional- 
ly certified instructors, not 
eager, but unqualified college 
students,’’ said Finkelstein. 

On that same theme, she also 
struck another note of disagree- 
ment with a proposal to allow 
communities to hire ‘‘uncer- 


tified, qualified” to teach on a per 
diem basis. 


Sen. Gerard D’Amico, D- 
Worcester, co-chairman of the 
Education Committee, said, ‘‘We 
believe strongly that we are 
beginning some enormously im- 
portant programs.’’ And 
Paleologos added that the pro- 
posals are ‘‘dramatic, affordable 
and creative.”

‘Happy daze’ under Keverian

House members on Beacon Hill, 
by and large, are enjoying their 
jobs more and more these days— 
now that George Keverian is in 
charge. 

Some of the new team on the 
block are almost giddy with en- 
thusiasm as they activate the shin- 
ing array of power tools at last in 
their hands. 

This is not to suggest Keverian’s 
supporters had been lusting for 
control, pawing the ground for 
their chance to rule the roost. 
Rather it means that after years of 
treading water, a majority of 
members are now contributing 
creatively, grappling with substan- 
tive issues, taking responsibility 
and enjoying their jobs. 


By next week, Keverian will 
have served 100 days at the helm. A 
look at the fledgling record and 
talks with members and aides in- 
dicate that a sea change of style 
and substance has, indeed, quietly 
occured, 

The worst that Keverian’ 
say about him is that des; 
deliberate low-keyed exercise of 
power, despite a striking absence 
of vindictiveness, Keverian is still 
at heart ‘‘tough*’. Don’t be carried 
away by appearances, they cau- 
tion; things haven't really changed 
that much. 








‘Sure, Lom tough,” 
acknowledges Keverian in an inter- 
view, “but I'm fair."” 

Fairness according to the 
Keverian gospel is respecting 
every member regardless of his or 
her personal stance towards him in 
the bitter leadership struggle 
which knocked Speaker Tom 
McGee from his throne. Respec- 
ting every member's basic re- 
quirements to function means no 
longer using a parking spot, a se- 
cond secretary, an additional office 
credenza or release of a pet bill as 
punishment or leverage 


Members are getting used to ap- 
proaching issues on their merits 
rather than to please the Speaker 
(though eyebrows were raised 
recently when erstwhile rules 
reformers opposed cuts in bonus 
pay for committee chairmen) 


Members are being advised in 
timely fashion what to expect 
ahead, Keverian is clearly confi- 
dent in his managerial ability and 
his touch with people. He enjoys his 
work. He meets regularly with 
committee chairmen to discuss 
work, progress, common concerns. 


A new committee is drawing up 
dramatic proposals to  profes- 
sionalize the legislature’s support 
infrastructure. New secretarial 
hires are tested on their skills, no 
longer assigned willy-nilly because 
they need a job. Keverian’s door is 
so open, his appointment schedule 
suffers. His mischievous wit 
lightens the atmosphere. 

Even some of McGee's staun- 
chest protagonists have buried 
their hatchets and displayed grace 
towards Keverian. Thirty col- 
leagues of Keverian’s Class of ’67, 
including some keen McGee par- 
tisans, tendered a dinner and, in a 
tribute that reportedly brought 
tears, presented Keverian and 
Charlie Flaherty with a stereo set. 

“I’m proud of the legislature,” 
reflects Keverian, “I had an- 
ticipated, given some of the bitter 
feelings, it would be harder to do 
the rght things.” 

Last week, however, Keverian 
took off the gloves. He drew a 
moral line in the sand. He got 
tough, 

Rep. James J. Craven, Jr. of 
Jamaica Plain, found by the state 
ethics commission in 1980 guilty of 
conflict of interest and subsequent- 
ly reprimanded by the full House, 
has recently sued Keverian for 
shortcircuiting what appears to be 
an outrageous deal Craven had 
with Keverian’s predecessor, 


It seems that Craven, defeated in 
the '84 primary, resigned his 
lameduck seat Dec. 28 to accept a 
six-month appointment by McGee 
as his (McGee's) chief ad- 
ministrative assistant — at $55,000 - 
- effective December 31, 1985, 
though McGee was ousted two days 
later, When Keverian learned of it, 
he ordered stop payments. 


The preposterous ploy appears 
on its face clearly designed to 
qualify Craven for an obscure and 
abused law allowing certain of- 
ficials to retire at 72% of their 
‘highest pay’’, even if for a mere 
two days. 


Nothing more neatly epitomizes

The varied interests of 
the Board of Aldermen

The process of election to public office often 
(fortunately) subjects candidates to intense 
public scrutiny. Skeletons get dragged out of 
private closets; best-forgotten memoranda, 
bank accounts, love letters, maybe a few 
photographs and the like come glaringly to light. 
The press bothers to dig out old clippings and 
renews its interest. 

Some call such exposure to the public eye 
unfair. Most of us, however, think it goes with the 
territory. If you’re going to go public, if you’re 
going to stand for public office, than you have 
become a public figure, and you have given up 
your quondam right to privacy. That’s not a bad 
idea. For the job you seek is one supported both 
with our private tax dollars and with our implicit 
public trust. 

Once elected, you are required to be (or at 
least are imagined to be) impartial and 
disinterested=at least in the sense that you will 
be no longer mix your private interests and 
affairs with the public weal. In some occupations 
of the ‘‘publicly’’ elected sort--e.g 
representatives in the national Congress, 
president of the Republic, ete.-and even among 
appointed public servants--e.g., cabinet 
members, ambassadors, chairpeople of 
government agencies—considerable care is 
taken to avoid possibilities of interest conflict. 

History affords us several examples, and in 
every case the lawmakers have been quick to 
disfranchise those whose private lives and/or 
businessses even remotely suggested the 
possibility of selective interest. 

But in the case of local bodies of government, 
where elected officials serve on a part-time 
basis, such conflicts of interest are not always so 
carefully proscribed. Most every local 
government official has a full-time job as well as 
a part-time politicking position. And sometimes 
a councilperson or an alderperson is 
inadvertantly assigned to serve on (even chair) 
a committee whose legislative business relates 
very directly to his/her own private interests. 

For example, a financial entrepreneur might 
wind up on a finance committee; a private 
investigator might find himself assigned to 
public safety committee. In either case, political 
discretion and high-minded individual concern 
for proper disinterest in the cause of good 
government might well motivate self- 
withdrawal from such duty. If the individual 
lawmaker could not not see the logical possible 
conflict of interest, then the body’s president 
would probably reassign him/her to another slot. 

In Newton, the Board of Alderman maintains, 
among a number of others, a Land Use 
Committee. This committee is highly affective, 
ruling as it does on development proposals, 
zoning variences, and the like. Its membership 
includes three lawyers, some of whose private 
practices include property negotiations (and all 
of whose law firms are in a business which 
occasionally involves real estate dealings), two 
real-estate brokers whose private interests are 
logically connected with land use ( one of these 
members is also president of the board), a real 
estate developer, and a properties manager.

(Thus it might be argued that between one-half 
and seven-eights of this committee represents 
actual or incipient vested interests in the use of 
developable land in Newton. 

At present this committee is entertaining 
rulings on very substanial rewrites of city zoning 
oridinances, and its decisions, when passed on to 
and voted by the full board, will significantly 
affect the future of development in the city. 

There, are, here and there on the Board of 
Aldermen, members who have no professional 
interests in real estate development, (There are 
even a few alderpeople who are not lawyers.) 
Further, there are board members whose past 
affiliations connote an expertise in 
developmental issues well suited to constructive 
deployment on this committee. 

In this time of concern for development 
planning, a concern that will lead, hopefully, to 
new legislation affecting vitally the future 
character of the city, it would seem wise to make 
every effort to ensure that the Land Use 
Committee comprises members whose interests 
cannot, in any way, be even remotely connected 
with real estate litigation, developmental 
planning, or related property transactions. 
Otherwise whatever findings and reports issued 
from that committee will always be suspect, as 
will actions of the full Board of Alderman when 
and if acts on the committee's 
recommend:tions.

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It’s a ‘close-knit’ family shop

NEWTON HIGHLANDS — When her hus- 
band died after a long illness, Sissy Cutler 
found herself short of money and faced with 
supporting four children. Like many widows 
she was confronted with a dilemma 

What could a woman with no business ex- 
perience do? 

“T always did handiwork,”’ Cutler said, so 
she borrowed money from her father, a 
retailer, and opened an embroidery crafts 
business in her Newton Centre home 





Twelve years later, y Cutler's name 
hangs outside her own specialty yarns shop 
on Lincoln Street in Newton Highlands, and 
it is a business in which her two daughters 
Patty, 24, and Suzy, 28, share as partners. 





“It’s a lot more rewarding working for 
yourself,”’ said Patty who keeps track of in- 
ventory. ‘‘If things go sour you feel it. This is 
what keeps food in your mouth and a roof 
over your head,”’ she said 

But a visit to the Cutlers’ shop any week- 
day afternoon or Saturday morning suggests 
sweet success. y Cutler won’t say how 
much annual sales are, but estimates the 
retail value of her yarn inventory lining the 
walls is worth $160,000. She has mail order 
customers from as far away as Illinois, 
Texas and Florida 

Inside the dimly lit shop one can find 
women from Newton and Brookline knitting, 
seeking free advice on projects made from 
Cutler yarn. Some have Suzy Cutler design 
and knit an original for them, or write out in- 
structions fitting their measurements for a 
famous designer sweater featured in a 
fashion magazine. 

“I heard about this place by word of 
mouth. You see people with these gorgeous 
sweaters. And when you ask where they got 
it, they say I made it, at § y Cutler’s,”’ said 
Dotty Malloy of Newton. Her daughter Mary 
Ann was having Suzy figure out instructions 














for a black tunic sweater featured in a 
Bloomingdale’s brochure. 

“You attempt something you wouldn't do 
on your own because you have them backing 
you up, constantly,"’ said Malloy. ‘‘And look 
at the colors,’’ she said nodding towards the 
walls of yarn, “It’s like a candy shop.”’ 

Nestled between two gourmet bakeries, 
the Cutlers’ shop really is a haven for yarn 
gourmets: rich chocolate-colored yarn of 
soft alpaca wool imported from Peru, pale 
lemon yellow strands that look like crumpled 
tissue paper on a string, watery blue yarn 
woven with bird feathers. Prices per skein 
range from $4 for the simple to $32.50 for the 
exotic. 

“We carry yarn for baby sweaters as a 
service only. We really want the unusual,” 
said Patty who dotes on a yarn barely woven 
of tufts of shocking pink, orange, black and 
grey. She has already made four sweaters 
from it. 

Knitting materials became the Cutlers’ 
business after four years of selling em- 
broidery supplies. ‘Needlepoint had died 
down, All handcrafts do,”’ said Sissy. “‘But 
on a trip to Europe, about eight years ago, I 
saw beautiful high fashion yarns. I looked 
around here and there wasn’t any. I spoke to 
a salesman who carried the better em- 
broidery wool lines, to be on the look out."’ 

Today, Cutler wishes she had gotten into 
the yarn importing business herself, for the 
specialty yarn business that assured her a 
niche in the market has begun to erode as the 
yarns have become more available. A few 
customers who came to her shop for 
materials and knitting advice have gone on 
to open their own boutiques, she said. 

Knitting has been chic for the past couple 
of years since famous designers have 
featured hand-knits in their fashions, But 
Cutler believes the interest is beginning to 
wane, and she says she is exploring new ven- 
tures, though she won’t say what they are. 
The future she s: depends on “‘trying new

things, new yarns, new designs.” 

And to that end, daughter Suzy is an asset. 
A former art major, Suzy says she creates a 
new sweater every 10 days, adding not only 
to her wardrobe of 200 hand-knit sweaters at 
home, but to a scrapbook of original designs. 
She has helped customers make not only 
sweaters but capes, skirts, coats, even a 
strapless evening gown with full-length coat 
of black and purple glittery wool. She also 
designed a wedding dress for another sister 
in California. 


“She tried it on three days before the wed- 
dding,’’ said Patty of the gown that had 
taken the two sisters two weeks to complete. 
“We were wondering about it, but it fit 
beautifully,” she said. The floor-length gown 
was knitted of white silk ribbon yarn with 
bell-like sleeves made of white organdy rib- 
bon. The two sisters made similar 
bridesmaid gowns for themselves. 


“The average person can knit a sweater in 
two weeks,” said Patty, adding that one 
regular customer, who accompanies her 
husband on trips makes a sweater every 10 
days. “It’s a replacement for shopping,” she 
said. 

“I’m not the typical person who comes in 
here,’ said another customer, Betty of 
Brookline, picking up her things from the 
shop work table. “It’s taken me one year to 
knit this sweater.” 

Beginners at Sissy Cutler’s don’t start 
making the usual. ‘Most people get 
discouraged making scarves. It’s boring. 
I’ve never made one,”’ said Patty Cutler, 
who has people start with a vest. ‘‘The best 
part about knitting is putting it on your body 
and have people say that’s great, did you 
make that?” 

“You get a good feeling about yourself, 
that you’ve accomplished,’’ said assistant 
Rosalie Julian about why people strive to 
learn how to knit. ‘‘Anybody loves a compli- 
ment.”’

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After Bigelow closes

NEWTON — The controversy surrounding a 
move to close the Bigelow Jr. High School now 
continues with a debate on which redistricting 
options will accompany the measure. 

When School Committee members voted to 
close the junior high school last week, they also 
adopted a motion to implement number six of the 
redistricting options presented them by Supt. of 
Schools John M. Strand. 

Redistricting is necessary to prevent 
overcrowding at the two junior high receiver 
schools, Brown and Day, and is also meant to 
keep high school enrollments stable. 

Option number six would transfer all Mason- 
Rice, Newton Lower Falls and Zervas optional 
area students to the Brown Jr. High School in 
1986, when the Bigelow school is closed. Now, 70 
percent of the Mason-Rice population attends 
Bigelow, and 30 percent, Brown. 

Detailed by Asst. Supt. of Operations and 
Planning Vincent J. Silluzio, the plan would feed 
all 15 elementary schools into either Day or 
Brown and ‘‘no elementary school would be split 
between two junior high schools,’’ Silluzio said. 
Additional transportation for students living two 
miles beyond Brown could be provided without 
adding extra buses, Silluzio noted in a recent 
report. 

But some parents have opposed the measure, 
which also maintains the redistricted students in 
the North High School district. 

Co-president of the Bigelow PTSA Marcia 
Karp noted that once the students started going 
to Brown, ‘‘their parents will say, ‘We're going to 
stay in the South side.’ As a result, the 
“fabulous mix"’’ of college-bound, vocational, 
middle and upper-class students at North will be 
destroyed, Karp said. Less students would be 
college-bound at North, more at South and 
consequently college programs offerings would 
be less at North, she said. 

Mason-Rice parents perhaps unintentionally 
underscored Karp’s point when they asked that 
redistricting to the Brown district be optional for

families in this elementary school district. 

Karp added that the tension between the 
economically and ethnically different North and 
South sides — once “bridged”? by Bigelow - 
would be enhanced by this redistricting. ‘There 
are preconceived notions of both sides,” Karp 
said. “This would result in more polarization.” 

Strand said he would forbid this from 
occurring, by requiring the students to feed back 
into the North High school district. 

Option six was chosen from six other plans, 
which together covered the feasibility of sending 
a variety of combined school districts to the 
Brown and Day districts. 

Six was chosen as the most favorable by 
Strand because he said it will provide ‘‘the same 
differences in socio-economic composition 
between Brown and Day’s student bodies as 
currently exists.”’ 

The final three options from which Strand 
chose number six included redistricting 
Williams, Burr, Newon Lower Falls and Zervas 
Option (plan #4.), and the Ward, Newton Lower 
Falls and Zervas Option (#5). A change in socio- 
economic mixes (#5) and long distance busing 
(#4) were the reasons these two were finally 
eliminated. 

In any of the three options, however, including 
number six, Day’s enrollment would average 83 
percent, with a low of 76 percent and a high of 92 
percent. Brown's enrollment would average 
approximately 74 percent, with a low of 69 
percent and a high of 80 percent. Population at 
both high schools would average two-thirds of 
capacity, Silluzio said. 

Karp indicated that population would go down 
if anything, when parents started sending their 
children to private schools. ‘‘The people who are 
leaving for private schools are those who have 
put in countless hours fighting (for optional 
redistricting and to keep schools open),'’’ she 
said. 

Parent and Newton North PTSA member 
Barbara White disagreed. ‘‘Students have 
always gone to private schools, but that is not 


why.‘

multitude of different and often 
isolated backgrounds, 
persuasions and beliefs, it soon 
became apparent that they need 
look no farther than their own 
faces to find the appropriate 
topic for their play.

Through originally 
choreographed dances, songs, 
words and movement, the 
students have seemingly 
constructed a theatrical 
blueprint for dissolving myths 
and mending relationships with 
stereotypical foes.

“You call us ‘Southies?’”’ a 
South student asks incredulously, 
laughing. 

Edgar Howe, a black student 
from Brookline High School who 
was recruited for the play, says 
he has gotten a chance to see 
behind the scenes of a different 
high school.

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Mason-Rice stuck for space

NEWTON A proposal for 
$83,000 worth of capital 
expenditures designed to prevent 
future overcrowding at an 
elementary school has 
reawakened debate on the 
wisdom of past school closing 
decisions. 

The plan to convert a large 
room in the basement of the 
Mason-Rice elementary school 
into a multi-purpose classroom 
area would prevent future 
overcrowding at Mason-Rice, 
which became one of two 
receiver schools for the closed 
Hyde and Oak Hill schools last 
year. The plan is also designed to 
prevent future redistricting at 
the school, which is, along with 
the Countryside receiver 
projected to exceed capa 
the near future. The Mason-Rice 
school received over 100 new 
students last year. 

After a brief discussion, School 
Committee members decided to 
table a vote on the measure 
recently, due to a number of 
other issues on their agenda. 

While a large contingent of 
Mason-Rice parents 











ease the consolid 
s for all students now at 
the school, others cited the 


“hypocrisy” of spending funds on 
buildings which were originally 
closed to save money. ‘Other 
cities who have been asked to 
close schools to save taxes are 
now faced with multiple costs. 
Mason-Rice is in that position,” 
said one resident. 

School Committee member 
Susan Silbey replied that, ‘The 
problem with Mason-Rice was 
not unknown, The proposed 
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addition of classrooms and the 
capital improvement (planned) 
is significantly less expensive 
than maintaining buildings.” 

The proposal to convert the 
2,550 sq. ft. basement area of the 
schools’ octagon wing into 1,950 
sq. feet of classroom space and 
an additional 600 sq. feet of 
storage space has been estimated 
by the Building Department at 
about $82,660. It would increase 
the capacity of the school from 
432 to 480 students by providing 
an extra 1,950 sq. feet of 
classroom space (‘equivalent to 
two classroom-sized rooms," 
says the capital report) and if 
approved, could be completed by 
February, 1986 

The project entails renovating 
the basement room and then 
constructing an enclosed 
staircase connect it with the 
main room above.

Aldermen chastize 
metropolitan press

NEWTON — A number of the 
aldermen at Monday night’s 
meeting prefaced their remarks 
by decrying an article in last 
week's edition of the Jewish 
Advocate and an editorial in 
Boston Herald. 

Both dealt with a meeting last 
week of the Land Use Committee, 
at which members imposed a 
requirement for on-site parking 


for 30 cars in Congregation 
Shaarei Tefillah’s synagogue 
plan. 


The last sentence of the Herald 
editorial read, ‘‘The free practice 
of religion should not be 
obstructed by small-minded 
bureaucrats insisting on absolute 
adherance on irrelevant 
regulations.” 

Several members of the board 
felt the newspaper articles 
implied that anti-semitism was 
involved in the committee's 
decision. 

Alderman Bruce B. 
Carmichael said, ‘‘The 
undercurrent of anti-semitism is 
the most unfair tag that can be 
put on this committee.”’ He said 
the decision would ultimately be 


one of land use and not of 
religious freedom. 

Alderman Paul K. Daley said 
he was “‘appalled by the Jewish 
Advocate article’ because it was 
“nipping at the ankles of every 
person on the board.” 

Then Daley went so far as to 
say, ‘‘I defy the person who wrote 
the article to identify himself to 
me. I'd love to dance on his toes.”’ 

Alderman Richard J. McGrath 
said he “‘felt very strongly that 
the statements made in the 
Herald and Jewish Advocate 
should be corrected,” adding that 
they were ‘‘a very serious injury 
to the city.” 

Alderman Richard J. 
Bullwinkle said the Herald 
editorial put a ‘‘black eye’’ on the 
board and did not take into 
account the aldermen’s duty to 
represent their constituents. He 
said mail from residents has 
been ‘‘running ten-to-one’”’ 
against building the synagogue at 
the proposed site. 

Alderman Dominic J. Taglienti 
said his mail also was 
overwhelmingly against the 
proposal, with most of those in 
favor being members of 
Congregation Shaarei Tefillah.

Finding jobs for your fired employees

CHESTNUT HILL — Don't be surprised the next time your boss 
calls you into his office, sits you down, tells you how wonderful your 
wife and kids are and announces your termination with the company,

“When you're unemployed 
everything becomes a cris 
said Patricia Fitzgerald, presi- 
dent of Fitzgerald Stevens and 
Ford. ‘The important thing is to 
keep on an even keel."” 

Fitzerald and Steve Foster, 
vice president of the Chestnut 
Hill-Concord-based company, of- 
fer pyschological as well as 
outplacement services to com- 
panies which wish to help ter- 
minated employees find another 
job. 

“They do it for two reasons: ex- 
ternal public image and internal 
morale,” Fitzgerald said. If a 
company fears poor public image 
or disgruntled employees con- 
cerned with who might be next 
out the door, it might retain the 
service, Fitzgerald said. The 
outplacement service, which 
works with the company’s per- 
sonnel department, charges the 
company, and not the former 
employee, for its services. 

“For the amount of money we 
charge,” Fitzgerald said, ‘‘they 
(fired employees) would want us 
to find them a job.”’ 

The service’s main goal is to 
teach out-of-work individuals 
how to get a job with the 
resources available. Despite 
their ardent commitment to mak- 
ing sure clients find their own 
jobs, Fitzgerald and Ford will 
work with a client until he or she 
finds a job. 

“We tell them (clients) that it’s 
not going to be fun,” Fitzgerald 
said. ‘It's not a vacation.”’ 

Fitzgerald, who holds a 
master's degree in physcology, 
said there are five identifiable, 
psychological reactions to ter- 
mination. They are anticipated 
reaction, total disbelief, euphoric 
reaction, escapist and violent 
reaction, 

“Ideally,’’ Fitzgerald said, 
‘‘we liked to be called 
beforehand." 

Many employees are unaware 
they are participating in their 
last official act with the com- 
pany, she said, They tell 
employers to be direct during ter- 
mination interviews. Some 
clients, she said, sit through a fir- 
ing interview for an hour and 
think they are being promoted. 

The best time to inform an 












How to 


employee about termination is at 
the beginning of the week, usual- 
ly Monday, and during mid- 
afternoon. There have been a lot 
of ‘‘real disasters” for companies 
who have been left to do it own 
their own, she added. 

Fitzgerald likes to begin the job 
search for a client as soon as 
possible, sometimes that day or 
the next working day. 

“We try and make it (the ser- 
vice) an office away from the of- 
fice," Fitzgerald said. The ser- 
vice also acts as a support for 
former employees, she added. 

“It’s amazing how people work 
through the ads on Monday morn- 
ing,’’ Fitzgerald said. If someone 
finds an ad which might interest 
another member of the group, 
they pass it along with words of 
encouragement, she said. 

Client services include voca- 
tional and physcological testing 
which Fitzgerald conducts to 
determine a fired employee's 
state of mind. 

“If someone comes in bangs his 
or her briefcase against the 
floor,’”’ I'll know we'll have to 
meet,’’ Fitzgerald said. 

Once she compiles a 
psychological profile, Steven 
Ford then gears interviewing and 
resume writing techniques based 
on those recommedations. 

According to Fitzgerald, the 
service's cliental are members of 
the “protected classes’’ in their 
30s and 40s. Thirty percent of the 
people Ford and Fitzgerald see 
are female while the other 70 per- 
cent are males who had an 
average salary of $40,000-$80,000. 

“For every $10,000 a client 
makes,’ Fitzgerald said, ‘‘it 
takes a month to find a job.”’

The Jews of Ethiopia face starvation and persecution by their Marxist government 
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Modern- day Passover tale

Ina soft, trembling voice, a black Ethiopian Jewish woman 
recalls the barbaric beatings she endured when military officers 
caught her trying to flee from Ethiopia. 

“We thought we would die,"’ she whispers, explaining how her 
captors kicked her and the rest of her group, tied their wrists 
and ankles so tightly their limbs swelled, hung them upside 
down and then beat them mercilessly with sharp objects. ‘‘They 
told us they'd kill us the next time we tried to escape.”’ 

But the prospect of torture was more appealing than her life 
as a religous outcast in Marxist Ethiopia. Her second escape 
was successful. 

The woman is a member of a 2,000-year-old black Jewish 
culture facing extinction. Ethiopians call these legendary 
descendents of King Solomon and the Queen of Sheba 
“Falashas,” which translates into ‘‘alien.” The term is a 
derogatory one, signifying a person with no legal rights. 

The Falasha woman agreed to relate her hellish experience to 
filmmaker Simcha Jacobovici on the condition that he keep her 
identity secret and photograph only her shadow as she spoke. 

Her plight and the story of her people is captured on an 80- 
minute, award-winning documentary entitled, ‘‘Falasha: Exile 
of the Black Jews of Ethiopia,” now playing at the Coolidge Cor- 
ner Movie House through April 6. 

The docudrama goes beyond the haggard, hopeful faces on the 
screen, eking out a living in the barren, isolated hills of 
Ethiopia. Jacobovici and co-producers Jamie Boyd and Susan 
Price trekked across forbidden territory in Ethiopia — risking 
confiscation of their footage and breaking government orders — 
to expose a side of the story not told in recent media dispatches 
from Ethiopia. 

Jacobovici, who has researched and lectured about the 
Falashas since 1980, claims the Israeli government and Jews in 
other countries are ‘‘dragging their feet’’ in failing to react 
quickly enough to rescue Falashas who are suffering persecution 
and dying each day. He parallels the situation to the early 1940s, 
when the world knew of the Holocaust, yet failed to act with 
swift certainty. Jacobovici rejects arguments by Jewish groups 
that Falashas will only be saved through quiet diplomacy. 

The plight of the Falashas is a modern-day Passover tale. On- 
ly about 28,000 black Ethiopian Jews remain from a tribe that 
once numbered one half-million strong; their only hope for sur- 
vival lies in exodus to Israel. 

In Ethiopia, if the famine doesn’t wipe them out, the govern- 
ment will, Jacobovici claims, comparing Ethiopian Prime 
Minister Mengistu to the Egyptian Pharaoh, who enslaved the 
Jews centuries ago, An Ethiopian guerilla, whose shadow ap- 
pears in the film, says, ‘The Falasha lead a wretched life, 
worse than dogs, The Jewish people should be ashamed of 
themselves for allowing this to happen.” 

Jacobovici himself could be likened to a modern-day Moses. 
Born in Israel 32 years ago to Holocaust survivors and raised in 
Canada, the journalist and political lecturer was the first to 
break the story of the arms-for-Falasha deal in 1977 between 
Israel and Ethiopia. In 1981, his written reports that Israel was 
trading military supplies for Falashas were carried in ‘*The New 
York Times” and ‘‘The Globe and Mail.” Those articles promp- 
ted an Israeli cabinet meeting with officials issuing a response 
in a Reuters-Special News Dispatch, 

Soon afterward, a substantial number of Falashas were 
rescued from refugee camps in Sudan.

“T can’t prove that publicity saved them, but I can point to a 
statistical correlation,’’ Jacobovici says, during a visit to Boston 
to promote his documentary. ‘‘Every time anything controver- 
sial on this was published, there was a rescue. When the publici- 
ty died down, so did the rescue efforts. 

“T don’t want to take all the credit for it,’’ he quickly adds. ‘I 
can't say I wrote the articles and the Israelis jumped up and got 
in airplanes — it’s never one single factor. But publicity usually 
tips the balance.” 

In late March, about 900 Falasha were airlifted from Sudan in 
American military transport planes during a top secret C.I.A 
operation. Close to 8,000 Fz has were flown from Sudan to 
Israel between Nov. 21, 1984, and Jan. 6 in a secret Israeli airlift 
called ‘Operation Moses.”’ Following a news leak, that operation 
was halted 

Jacobovici credits Congressional pressure with the recent 
C.I.A. rescue, one he knew about beforehand. But Jacobovici 
cautions people not to be too exuberant about its success. ‘‘There 
are still 500 to 2,000 in refugee camps and eight to 10,000 trapped 
in Ethiopia,’’ he notes. ‘‘These people are facing extinction as a 
community in our lifetime and they have another place they can 
go. People should continue to lobby Congress and to be active in 
organizations such as the American or Canadian Associations 
for Ethiopian Jews.” 

While filming in Ethiopia and neighboring Sudan, Jacobovici 
distributed money from those organizations to Falashas, who us- 
ed the funds to bribe their way into refugee camps. 

But images of pleading faces and gaunt, outstretched arms 
still haunt the filmmaker. ‘‘One day, we were on horseback in a 
Falasha village and a little boy looked up at us and said, 
‘Eretz?’ (Israel) and we nodded and he said, ‘Take me with 
you,’’’ Jacobovici recalls softly. “It breaks your heart but you 
have to say ‘No.’ You can’t seem too partisan. If you seem to 
take an interest in one person, it could get him in trouble. You 
have to keep a distance, but it’s hard.” 

Filming Falashas is forbidden by the Ethiopian government 
The guide appointed to show the crew around the country often 
found himself in a quandry. ‘‘The guide was in an uncomfortable 
position,’’ Jacobovici acknowledges. ‘‘He was told we had per- 
mission to be there on one hand, but on the other hand, we 
weren't doing what we were supposed to be doing.” 

During the film, their exasperated guide warns the westerners 
they will ‘‘have to suffer the consequences" of breaking govern- 
ment rules. 

At one point, the guide was shocked when a seemingly 
harmless journey through the countryside on horseback ended in 
a Falasha village. ‘‘We knew the area better than he did,” 
Jacobovici says, barely concealing a smile as he explains that 
Falashas in Israel had told him how to find their kinspeople. ‘‘As 


far as he knew, we were in the middle of nowhere. It was only 
once we were in the village and we started asking questions, 
that he realized where we were 

“He didn’t know whether to host us or arrest us 

But Jacobovici insists he never worried about his personal 
safety. He did, however, fear Ethiopian officials would con- 
fiscate his film. “They came the day after we left to take it,”’ he 
says, adding he always took precautions, deliberately mismark- 
ing rolls of film. ‘‘I always felt something could happen, but I 
felt more afraid for my footage. In third world countries, you 
can weave your way through the officials.” 

During the film, Israeli political leaders engage in emotional 
debates about whether publicity helps or hinders the Falashas’ 
plight. Representatives of both sides plead their cases in an at- 
tempt to present an accurate, objective picture. Out of the 
camera light, Jacobovici makes no secret about his personal 
vie 

“Thirty-five years of quiet diplomacy produced the rescue of 
less than 2,000 Ethiopian Jews,” he s in his ght I eli ac- 
cent. ‘‘Since the publicity campaign got into gear, 12,000 have 
been rescued in two and one-half years. 

“I didn’t hide the fact that we had an opinion,’’ continues 
Jacobovici, who holds a duel citizenship in Israel and Canada 
and served in the Israeli army in 1974. ‘‘We tried to give people 
the sense of real analysis — the conflict between hard-nose 
political interest and Jewish interests. Israel and Ethiopia both 
with access to the Red Sea, Israel fearing the whole Red Sea will 
be ringed by Arabs — you have a sense that it’s more than one 
factor. That’s what gives the film a sense of objectivity.” 

The question of why Jewish people would ‘‘allow”’ Falashas to 
suffer is also tackled. One member of a pro-Falasha group in 
America offers this explanation: ‘‘The Falasha is Jewish, black 
and Zionist, all in one. Such a person doesn’t win many friends." 

During the last three months in 1982, while the crew was film- 
ing in Ethiopia, they faced financial shortages as well as govern- 
ment opposition to their project. 

They paid for ‘‘Falasha, Exile of the Black Jews,’’ by making 
three other films, charging low prices in exchange for money up 
front. ‘‘We had to barter films for money,’’ Jacobovici explains. 
“It’s like supermarke elling milk at very low prices to draw 
in customers so they'll buy other things.”’ 

The entire $400,006 film project (four films) was funded 
through grants, ‘I’m still paying for it, but I can finally see the 
light at the end of the tunnel,’’ Jacobovici says, adding that 
“Falasha: Exile of the Black Jews” is airing throughout the 
United States, in Europe and in Israel. 

He hopes the film will ignite political pre 
Falasha: ill remaining in Ethiopia. Those Falash, Jacobovici 
claims, too feeble to make it to the Sudanese refugee camps. 
“They can’t withstand the torture and they can’t flee,’’ he says. 
“Now, the emphasis must be to influence the government of 
Ethiopia to let them go."’ 

One scene in his documentary shows a young Falasha man 
playing a Krar, an Ethiopian guitar, and singing a song to 
relatives in Israel, imploring them to save him. The film then 
cuts to the relatives sitting around the kitchen table, listening to 
the emotional tape, crying 

That same young Falasha was able to bribe his way to a 
refugee camp in Sudan, using $35 Jacobovici gave him, and was 
later flown to Israel. At a recent fundraiser in Chicago, the 
Falasha told the gathering, ‘You see, I’m living proof we don't 
have to die.”’

If you should choose to take this 
route in your ornamental beds, 
read the label very carefully 
before purchasing to determine 
on which plants the product may 
be used safely. If used improper- 
ly, they may harm some 
desirable plants. 










Shown here Is the most popular type of carpet, cut pile. However, on gravel or cinder 
driveways and along fence lines 
where no green growth at all is 
desired, a soil sterilant 
sometimes is used to render the 
soil incapable of growing 
anything. Salt, borax and borate 
compounds are examples. They 
are applied as a drench-in solu- 
tion, or broadcast in granular 
form over the gravel or soil sur- 
face and watered in. 


The thing to remember in using 
soil sterilizing chemicals is that 
they suppress growth for long 
periods because of their action on 
the soil. They must not be applied 
where the chemical might reach 
the root zone of any desirable or- 
namental plant or shrub. 





and a more thorough job once 
weekly will keep a carpet in 
tip-top shape. A light vacuum 
is three passes of the machine. 
A thorough job requires seven 
passes. 

The vacuum used should 
have a strong motor to remove 
not only surface dirt but also 
the penetrating particles that 
slowly wear out a carpet. A 
vacuum with a beater bar par- 
ticularly is effective for dirt 
that settles against the pile. 

A spill or stain left unattend- 
ed can ruin a carpet. However, 
it is important to remember 
that most spills can be taken 
care of easily with prompt at- 
tention. 

The first step to take when a 
spill occurs is to blot it up gent- 
ly. Do not rub or brush the 
spot, but use a blotting or dab- 


pooing is best handled by pro- 
fessionals, but there are a 
number of methods for do-it- 
yourselfers. 

For lightly soiled carpets, 
consumers can use a foam 
spray or a dry powder. 
Homemakers looking for a 
more professional-type job 
can rent a wet shampoo or a 
steam carpet machine. Care 
must be taken with this equip- 
ment to prevent possible 
mildew. 

If you’re looking for the ser- 
vices of a professional carpet 
cleaner, first check with 
friends and neighbors who 
have had a good job done. Get 
a few estimates to be sure the 
price is fair.

In rockeries and other or- 
namental beds, a careful spot 
treatment of a liquid weed killer 
applied with a small brush is 
possible. This is a method useful 
for weeds like buttercups, which 
often are difficult to pull. Know 
the weed you're going after 
before you choose a herbicide, as 
different herbicides are geared to 
the control of different kinds of 
weeds. Ask the garden center 
salesperson to direct you to an 
appropriate product, and read

Implausible? Don’t count on it 

According to industry experts, 
many people may be gambling on 
their possessions by holding 
home insurance policies that are 
years out of date 

Add to that legions of renters 
whose possessions aren't pro- 
tected by their landlords’ policies 
atall 

Even if you have insurance, 
there's more to understand about 
home owner's and renter's in- 
surance than there used to be. 
Renter's insurance itself is a con- 
cept popularized only in the last 
few years, Both owners and 
renters can choose between dif- 
ferent types of policies and 
coverage 

The chief difference is between 
two kinds of policies: traditional 
and guaranteed replacement 











Ina traditional home insurance 
policy, the premium you pay is 
based on the total value of the 
house itself, plus an estimated 
amount of possessions within it 

If you lose an item — say, a TV 
set the insurance company 

depreciates" its value when it 
figures how much it will pay you 
If you've had the TV for several 
years, the payoff you receive 














might be only a fraction of what it 
would cost to buy a similar TV, 

That's where guaranteed 
replaceme nt policies come in, 
ind of coverage costs about 
“ent more, In exchange, 
you're guaranteed that the payoff 
you receive will buy you a com- 
parable TV set 











Home owners with older 
policies face another kind of 
danger. Home values have 


skyrocketed over the last decade 
and, unless a policy has been 
revised, it may be insuring only a 
fraction of the home's worth. 

Nearly all insurance com- 
panies require policies to cover 
at least 80 percent of the value of 
a home. If the coverage is insuffi- 
cient, the policy essentially is 
worthless. 

‘Bottom line is to keep in touch 
with your insurance agent,” said 
Gene Stevens, president of an in- 


surance replacement service, “If 
you're afraid he or she will just 
try to sell you more insurance, 
you've probably got the wrong in- 
surance agent.”

‘Radical’

NEWTON — How adequate are 
the intellectual tools young minds 
forge from their high school 
educations? 

If Theodore Sizer’s vision is 
accurate, many of our future 
societal leaders are now lost in 
the throes of ‘‘intellectual 
docility,’’ products of an 
educational system governed by 
time and politics rather than 
intellectual development. 

Former headmaster of Phillips 
Academy and professor of 
Education at Brown University, 
Sizer recently completed a book 
entitled ‘‘Horace’s Compromise: 
The Dilemma of the American 
High School.” 

Based on visits to 80 secondary 
schools in the U.S. and Australia, 
the book critiques a school 
system Sizer sees governed more 
by political constraints than 
educational objectives and one he 
Says needs to enact dramatic 
compromises in order to achieve 
better intellectual ends. 

Sizer elaborated the 
educational views some in the 
field have labeled “radical” to a 
large audience in the Newton 





North High School auditorium 
last week. 
His views did not go 


unchallenged. A panel of Newton 
teachers, students and principals 
were on hand to participate in a 
program they entitled, ‘‘Sizing up 
Sizer: The Panel Talks Back, A 
Forum for Disagreement.” 

Moderated by Dr. Sheldon 
White, chairman of the 
Department of Psychology and 
Social Relations at Harvard 
University, the panel challenged 
Sizer’s critiques, including: 

*age-grading, which Sizer says 
promotes students on the basis of 
credits earned and date of birth, 
rather than individual progress 
and natural development. 

*the ‘‘shopping mall” aspect of 
schools where too many subjects 
offer too little depth, and high 
student-teacher ratios 
discourage the engagement of 
minds. 

eshort classes which promote 
the fallacy that ‘‘a mind can be 
developed in 43-minute 
snippets.”

Sizer’s recommended 
solutions, some of which are now 
in experimental stages in New 
York, New Hampshire and 
Connecticut schools, is to 
transform teachers into 
“coaches,’’ and the classroom 
into a learning experience 
propelled by the ambition and 
initiation of students. In order to 
truly ‘engage minds,’ pupil- 
teacher ratios and programs 
must also be reduced. 

Exacting such change will only 
come through drastic 
compromise, Sizer added. ‘“‘We 
will have to teach in different 
ways. There will be a radical 
decrease in what is coverable.”’ 

Panelist and Newton North 
Senior Jeff Liebman (who won a 
gold medal in a recent academic 
decathlon competition for his 
speech on the future of 
education) challenged Sizer’s 
interpretation of the ‘‘shopping 
mall” school and supported the 
opportunity to learn ‘‘little bits of 
everything. He also noted that 
“teachers,” not structures, make 
the real difference in education. 

Newton South Social Studies 
teacher Marshall Cohen added 
that many teachers ignore the 
system’s structure to challenge 
students in ways similar to those 
cited by Sizer. ‘Just changing 
the structure of the system 
itself’ is not necessarily the 
solution, Cohen said.

Newton North principal Marya 
Levenson, who is on Governor 
Michael S. Dukakis’ advisory 
committee on education, 
defended teaching a broad range 
of subjects as a way of exposing 
students ‘‘for in depth 
exploration later on’’ and wanted 
some sense of how the 
experimental schools were 
working before making the 
choices to sacrifice programs.

NEWTON A comprehensive fuel tank 
testing program, 14 new police cruisers and 
a study of the Building Department’:

year by Mayor Theodore D, Mann, 

Mann Monday night submitted his version 
of the city’s fiscal 1986 budget, outlining total 
expenditures of about $108.28 million, to the 
Board of Aldermen. The board now has until 
May 15 to act on the document. 

The main funding source proposed for the 
budget continues Mann’s tradition of “‘levy- 
ing to the limit’ — increasing the property 
tax levy the full 2% percent allowed by Pro- 
position 242 












Over $82 million of the financing needed to 
implement the mayor’s package, or 76 per- 
cent of the entire budget, will come from 


taxes paid by commercial and residential 
property owners, As usual, funding for the 
city’s public education system makes up 


nearly half of the entire budget proposal. 


The School Committee's entire $44 million 
appropriation request for the coming fiscal 
year, an increase of $2.8 million over last 
year's budget figure, has also been ac- 
commodated by the mayor 








However, the most surprising component 
of Mann's budget proposal is a one-third 
(over $660,000) increase in the water/sewer

The Building Department is also targeted

decade and takes maximum 
advantage of our relatively 
favorable financial position. ...

The area stars: 

Meg O’Brien — This forward 
was a leader on and off the court 
for the Hawks. She finished as the 
league’s number two scorer, 
averaging 22 points per game. 
She could hit from inside and out- 
side. 


In addition to her scoring 
abilities, O’Brien was Waltham’s 
top rebounder, pulling down 11 
per contest. She was also an ex- 
cellent ballhandler for a forward. 


O’Brien, picked for the All-Star 
team for the second consecutive 
season, is an outstanding student 
who should graduate among the 
top 10 in her class.

Of course, Kinsella could shoot 
as well as pass. She averaged 
over 10 points a game and had “‘a 
very good outside shot, especially 
from the top of the key and in,” 
according to her coach, 


Areal competitor and a leader, 
Kinsella is another player who 
gets better in the tough games. A 
star in soccer and softball, she is 
most likely headed for either the

Carol Ventura — The lone 
junior among the four area All-

is her willingness to work. 


“You love having her on the 
team,” Foye said.

always tries to better herself."’ 

A 5-8 forward, Ventura was 
often matched up against girls 
four or five inches taller than she 
was, yet she still managed to 
average more than 16 points a 
game. 

Ventura is also a good re- 
bounder, using her ag- 
gressiveness to negate the height 
differential she often faced. 

Also a soccer All-Star as a 
junior, Ventura has played soft- 
ball in the past to round out her 
wide scope of athletic 
achievments.

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Best season in years for South sextet

NEWTON — Just about four 
years ago, Charles Rezzuti step- 
ped behind the bench for the 
Newton South skaters. In that 
four years, Rezzuti has seen im- 
provement each year, climaxed 
by the just-finished hockey 
season in which his Lions moved 
into third place in the Dual Coun- 
ty League with a 6-6-2 record.

“MISALLIANCE,” by George

NEWTONVILLE — The New 
Repertory Project is back in fine 
form with the new passionate 
comedy, ‘‘Misalliance,"’ by the 
legendary English playwright 
George Bernard Shaw 

The project is the theater-in- 
residence group at the Newton 
Arts Center. ‘‘Misalliance”’ 
marks its third theatrical outing, 
since hooking up with the center 
about a year ago. 

Director Larry Lane and com- 
pany have done a great job 
creating a small stage facility in 
a room that doubles as a dance 
studio. The high ceiling and 
bright lighting contribute to the 
open, airy feeling delivered by 
the players during their per- 
formance. 

“Misalliance”’ refers to the un- 
suitable pairing of a man and 
woman who plan to be married. 
Of course, the play is filled with 
many mismatched relationships: 
those between brother and sister, 
parent and child, suitors and 
lovers, family and friends. 

Shaw has written some snappy 
dialogue that helps to bring into 
focus questions about relation- 
ships that are just as timely to- 
day as they were in 1909, the year 
in which ‘‘Misalliance”’ is set. 








The story centers on the

Alden Jackson does a good job 
with his role as Lord Sum- 
merhays, delivering a_ per- 
formance with the proper air of 
aristocracy. 

But certainly, the most difficult 
role to play in this story is that of 
his son, Bentley Summerhays. 
Actor Steve Carlebach must 
evoke many moods and feelings. 
His character is supposed to be 
smart, yet clumsy, haughty, 
childish, rich in money and spirit, 
but poor in fortitude and decision- 
making ability. 

The best part about 
Misalliance is that it can be seen 
right here in Newton.

Modern-day Florence Nightingales

woman. 
Multiply that by 33 and you begin to see how for- 
tunate the Garden City was in 1885 when a group of 
women from the villages of Newton gathered in the 
parlors of the Eliot Church to form an association to 
support fund-raising efforts and volunteer service 
at the Cottage Hospital, later named the Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital, 


On April 10, the Newton-Wellesley Hospital Aid 
Association, one of the country’s oldest hospital aid 
associations, will celebrate its 100th meeting and 
100th year of existence with a champagne reception 
in the hospital's Allen Riddle Hall. 

“We're the backbone of the hospital,” former Aid 
Association President Natalie Galligan said. “I 
don’t think you can run a hospital without us or any 
volunteers.”’ 

Galligan estimated that the Aid Association, 
along with the hospital's other volunteer programs, 
donates almost 40,000 hours of service to the 
hospital every year. 

During the organization’s early days, sewing, 
bandagemaking and an occasional fund-raising 
venture generated enough monies to give the infant 
hospital a strong financial backbone. In one year, 
before the hospital was a physical reality, the newly 
formed Hospital Aid Association had raised enough 
money to completely furnish the Cottage Hospital, 
and by 1886 had appropriated enough money ($300) 
for one free bed. 

Despite the dramatic changings fundraising has 
taken over the past century, members of the 
Hospital Aid Association are still as energetic and 
dedicated as their predecessors. 

“You can be as busy or as involved as you want to 
be,’’ Jeannette Waterman, the association’s first 
vice president from South Natick, said. The group's 
mailing list currently numbers 1,200. 

The association began as a fundraising and 
volunteer group, but these present-day Florence: 
Nightingales have focused their attention on one of 
the biggest problem facing medical care in this 
country — money. 

“All of our money goes to the hospital one way or 
another,” Waterman said without hesitation. Last 
year alone, the ladies’ association pledged $100,000 
to the hospital’s Capital Campaign to support 
building and renovation projects which are schedul- 
ed to being at the end of this year. In addition to the 
Capital Campaign donation, it raised $9,580 during 
its annual Party Day, the only fundraising event 
sponsored by the association. The money was 
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donated to the Ambulatory Oncology Center for 
renovations. 

“We think we've given a lot to this hospital since 
the very beginning,’’ Patsy Pratt, the group's pro- 
gram director from Wellesley said. “At least $1 
million.” 

Contributions made to the hospital by the associa- 
tion fall under two categories, restricted and 
unrestricted. Restricted monies are dollars which 
the women give the hospital with stipulations, while 
unrestricted monies can be spent however they see 
fit. A few of the generous gifts the association has 
given the hospital in the past include a blood donor 
unit with quick freeze ($432), a fluroscopic X-ray 
table ($3,000), a medical library ($1,522) and an all 
steel infant formula room ($8,674). 

The group also operates several support systems 
within the hospital which includes the coffee shop, 
thrift shop, the delivery of newspapers to hospital 
rooms, a photo service for newborns and a cart 
which visits patients with personal items, 

“They're very grateful,’ Waterman said, referr- 
ing to patients’ reaction to the association’s support 
services, ‘‘The longer they're here the better they 
(patients) get to know us and appreciate our ser- 
vices." 

The majority of people, Waterman said, who en- 
joy an extra-hand are those individuals who have 
also been involved in some type of volunteer service 
during their life. 

Besides the financial considerations and expecta- 
tions, gathering funds is not the only changes the 
association has experienced over the past 100 
years. The demand on today’s aides are different 
from the group’s founding mothers, yet the concern 
and the type of women attracted to the association 
has remained the same. 

“It always amazes me the number of bright, in- 
telligent women who are not just out for the dollar,” 
Galligan said. ‘‘I really believe that your communi- 
ty gives you a lot and you've got to give something 
back in return.” 

A volunteer profile is as diverse as the cities and 
towns — Newton, Wellesley, Weston, Natick and 
Dover — which are represented in the Aid Associa- 
tion, Many of the women have full or part-time jobs 
in addition to the volunteer work. The award for 
outstanding volunteer went last year to a woman 
who is a vice president with Lechmere’s, Water- 
man said, 

Although the aid association was originally 
designed for women, the ladies have been un- 
sucessfully in getting men to join the organization. 

“We tried to get men involved,”’ Waterman said, 
“but they don’t like to do the ‘scrungy’ work.”

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Woman drives chauffeurs to perfection

TORRANCE, Calif. (UPI) — Sher- 
rie Van Vliet wants her students to 
wear dark, three-piece suits and 
the less persolality they display the 
better she likes it. 

She runs the Executive Chauf- 
feuring School, and she demands 
perfection 

Nothing irritates Van Vliet more 
than a chauffeur who shows up late 
in a tan or plaid jacket. Only a 
black three-piece suit and white 
shirt will do. 

Worse than wearing an inap- 
propriate jacket is loosening the 
tie. Worse yet is chewing gum or 
opening the door for a client while 
smoking a cigarette. A chauffeur 
can be fired for getting chummy 
witha client 

It is a matter of civility, eti- 
quette, proper grooming, and pro- 
fessionalism. The chauffeur must 
be able to do much more than 
navigate a black stretch limousine 
through city traffic. 

“A good chauffeur has to be like 
a mom and dad on from night,” 
Van Vliet said 

That's why 


Van Vliet decided 


nearly two years ago to start her 
school, a 16 % hour program to 
train chauffeurs in everything 
from stocking a bar, legal obliga- 
tions, basic maintenance on the 
limousines and how to keep one’s 
distance from a flirtatious client 

“Don’t befriend the girl in the 
back,"’ she said. “You've got to 
protect yourself. If you're invited 
in, you have to be able to say, 
‘Thank you ma’am, but I'd prefer 
to stay by the car." 

Van Vliet, 30, said she got fed up 
with her job and became a chauf- 
feur. First, it was a moonlighting 
hustle, then as a private chauffeur 
before she met a man in the 
limousine business who encourag- 
ed her to open a school 

Students pay $250 for the chauf- 
feur training. For that, they get 
free placement services, The 
school, the first of its kind in the 
state, is approved by the California 
Department of Education and 









taught in Torrance and W Los 
Angeles College in Culver City 
About 400 chauffeurs have 


graduated, and Van Vliet claims 
they are all working 


“A good chauffeur will always 
have a job,” she said 

The final exam is akin to a stu- 
dent pilot flying solo for the first 
time. Van Vliet rides along as the 
client. The student has to dress in 
the uniform, pick up Van Vliet, 
hold the right rear door open, ex- 
plain the intercom, the bar, TV and 
moonroof, lock her in, walk around 
the rear of the car and 
startdriving 

One must pass a parallel parking 
and U-turn test. During the entire 
exam, a cup of coffee sits in a 
glassholder in the back. A good 
chauffeur won't spill a drop 

And the rewards to all of this? 

“Chauffeurs meet a lot of people 
They get to know the nice places. 
Drive nice cars. But it’s a fallacy 
that only the rich use chauffeurs. 
About 70 percent (of the 
customers) are moms and dads go- 
ing out to dinner or something 

Weddings and airport runs 
the toughest assignments, 
Vliet said 

“But you may also get to escort a 
Grammy winner, or go to big par- 
ties. I had one chauffeur who took a

mom and dad home from the 
hospital after their baby was 
born.” 


Of course, it's a hurry-up-and- 
wait job, she continued 

“T tell them to bring a good book, 
disposable tooth brushes, and bring 
a sandwich and put it in your brief- 
case, You never know when you'll 
get to eat." 


Van Vliet said a chauffeur 
typically makes about $5 an hour 
and gets 15 percent of the gratuity 
from the standard $35 to $40-an- 
hour cost of renting a chauffer 
drawn limo 





Anyone can do it, she said, so 
long as one has a good personal ap- 
pearance, a good driving record 
and a knack with people 
something not easily taught during 
the three classroom lectures or the 
two behind-the-wheel lessons Van 
Vliet teaches 





‘People who have too much to 
drink is the chauffeur's respon- 
sibility. You've got to assist him to 
the door and make sure he’s safe 
You don't enjoy it, but you have to 
doit.” 





Can Club Med and China really mix?

NEW YORK (UPI) — Can the 
free and easy style of the Club Med 
work well within the regimented, 
work-oriented society of the Peo- 
ple’s Republic of China? 

Apparently officials of both Club 
Med and the Chinese government 
believe it will. They've reached 
agreement on the construction of a 
hotel-resort near Canton. 

Convincing Chinese authorities 
to give their okay to the project 
was a lengthy process. According 
to Serge Trigano, Club Med’s chief 
executive officer, negotiations took 
more than seven years. 

The Chinese were concerned 
about the Club’s swinging singles 
image, but, says Trigano, ‘‘They 
made no rash judgements, and 
kept an open mind.’ What they 


also did was consult with tourism 
officials from several of the coun- 
tries in which the Paris-based 
organization operates its ation 
villages”’. 

In addition, there were visits to 
Club Med resorts, and to a facility 
in France where staff members 
are trained. Trigano believes this 
was a turning point in the 
negotiations 

“They were greatly impressed 
with the quality of the training pro- 
gram,” he said 

Under terms of the agreement, 
Club Med will not only train the 200 
Chinese it plans to employ at the 
new resort, but will develop 
another program for those Chinese 
who will be involved in the coun- 
try’s emerging tourist industry. 

Construction is already under 
way at the 280-bed hotel-village in 








Shenzhen, and it is expected to 
open for business by Christmas of 
this year 

The self-contained resort will 
have its own golf course and beach, 
and will offer, among other ac- 
tivit tennis, squash, sailing, 
windsurfing and nguage and 
computer workshops. The Club will 
provide frequent ferry service to 
and from Hong Kong, less than ten 
miles away. 

Despite the long list of sporting 
activities at the China village, it is 
expected guests will want to see as 
much of the country as possible. 
With this in mind, the Club is plann- 
ing a number of tours to major 
sites, with guests accompanied by 
bilingual guides. Trigano is still 
negotiating to build several small 
inns where travelers could stay 
while touring the country 

















The new resort is expected to 
draw vacationers from North 
America, Japan and Southeast 
Asia. It is part of an overall expan- 
sion program that calls for the 
building of villages in, among other 
Japan, Thailand and Bali 

Although there is just one Club 
Med in the United States — in Cop- 
per Mountain, Colo. Trigano 
tes are being considered in 
aii, California, Arizona and 
Florida 











The organization began in 1950 
with a collection of rented army 
tents on the Spanish island of Ma- 
jorea. Today, with about 100 
resorts in 26 countries, Club Med is 
the 11th largest hotel chain in the 
world. During the peak summer 
season it employs 22,000 people 
worldwide.

Newton man files suit 
against Babson College

CAMBRIDGE — A 26-year-old 
Newton man has filed suit 
against Babson College, charging 
the institution with negligence in 
allegedly permitting a campus 


+ pub to sponsor a four-dollar ‘‘all 


you can drink” function at which 
he allegedly was assaulted, 
beaten and injured by a drunk 
patron. 

Filed in Middlesex Superior 
Court March 6 on behalf of Paul 
E. Daniels by Attorney Judith R. 
Quint, based in Boston, the com- 
plaint seeks $60,000 jointly or 
severally against the college, and 
two other defendants, Robert 
Drapeau, Babson College Direc- 
tor of Campus Security, and Paul 
Saake, Vice-president of Student 
Affairs. 

Dick Bishop, director of Public 
Relations at Babson College, 
located in Wellesley, said that, 
while he and college officials are 
aware of the incident, he could 
make no comment on the suit's 
allegations. Bishop said the inci- 
dent occurred during ‘Senior 
Week’? May 17, 1984 and that 
neither of the assailants were 
identified, 

Attorney Quint said her client's 
injuries include a scar under the 
left eye and permanent discolora- 
tion, which she likened to a ‘‘per- 
manent black eye,” as a result of 
being punched in the face. She 
said Daniels was a ‘‘guest’’ of a 
Babson College student but was

not a student at the college 
himself. He was taken to Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital for treatment, 
she said. 


According to the suit, Babson 
College assented and permitted 
the ‘‘all you can drink” function 
at the Beaver Brow Pub, owned 
by the college. It claims that 
Daniels, about 11:20 p.m., step- 
ped outside the pub to get some 
fresh air when two young men, 
allegedly patrons of the pub, ap- 
proached him and one threw a 
cup of beer in his face. Quint said 
the individual threw the beer ‘‘for 
no reason” and that Daniels 
responded by saying ‘‘why did 
you do that?” 


The lawyer said one man then 
held Daniels while the other beat 
him about the face and body, in- 
flicting the permanent injuries. 
The suit charges the defendants 
negligently failed to provide ade- 
quate security at a location 
where ‘‘unlimited amounts” of li- 
quor were being served, and that 
Babson College officials knew or 
should have known that the event 
required full-time security per- 
sonnel to protect the patrons, 


The suit also charges 
negligence on the part of the col- 
lege because the pub allegedly 
served liquor to an intoxicated 
patron who then assaulted and 
battered her client, causing him 
physical injuries, anguish of 
mind, and dimunition of earning 
capacity,

hands presented a picture of 
academic support and 
innovation 

Jones, who is an educational 
consultant as well as an eight- 
year veteran of the School 
Committee, embarked on her 
first-semester excursion last 
September, 1984. Accompanying 
her were Husband Hubert, Dean 
of the School of Social Work at 
Boston University, and the three 
youngest of her eight children. 
Today, relaxing in the livingroom 
of her Newton home, Jones 
explains the complexities of the 
intriguing trek she took with her 
family. 

“When you go through parts of 
the world like we did, you are 
able to trace the artistic 
development of man,’’ Jones 
said. ‘‘We went back through the 
history from the Renaissance to 
Ancient Greece, and could 
observe how one relates to and 
affects the other. There is no way 
those experiences can be 
translated.”’ 

Although the purpose of the trip 
was to explore the educational 
and social systems of foreign 
cultures, the Jones’ tour through 
Denmark, Sweden, Holland, 
England, France, Italy, Belgium, 
Greece and Africa also provided 
a live classroom experience to 
beat any of the children’s formal 
school programs. 

Instead of reading the Bible, 
young Tanya, Hamilton and 
Cheryl wandered by the Nile and 
imagined what it was like during 
the time of Moses. Geology 
classes were conducted on 
Mediterranean beaches and at 
the base of European mountains, 
history relived through strolls 
among the great Egyptian 
pyramids, and art learned in the 
museums of Florence and Rome. 
Private interviews with 
Ministers of Education and 
firsthand views of parliaments 
and constitutions overflowed 
from the pages of the traveling 
students’ journals and provided 
Jones with a unique opportunity 
of her own.

While Newton teachers drew 
up special assignments geared to 
the trip of the Jones children, it 
was their mother’s ultimate 
responsibility to make sure the 
plan succeeded. For the first 
time in 25 years, the veteran 
School Committee member with 
a Ph.D. from Harvard once again 
became a teacher 

“T’ve been out of the classroom 
since before the children were 
born,’ Jones said. ‘‘Three kids, 
from the same family, who have 
different ways of learning, 
concentration and interests ....’" 
She leans back and sighs. “It was 
fun, but not easy.” 

Jones has a report of her own 
on the trip to prepare for the state 
department of education. 
Although she is not sure what 
route the journal’s theme will 
take, a number of ideas she is 
tossing around include 
educational observations, 
learning as a family unit or 
simply the many different faces 
and philosophies of humanity she 
observed. 

“Race is a very different kind 
of thing. It’s not that racism 
doesn’t exist in these places, but 
there is not as much racial 
tension,’ Jones said. “I was 
amazed by the closeness of man 
and nature in the non-Western 
world. Animals roam around in 
their habitat. The people are so 
closely related to the soil, to 
earth, to life. It really makes you 
slow down.” 

After leaving the lands where 
she says so many people taught 
her how to ‘‘just be,”’ Jones was 
struck by the fast-paced, cold- 
climated atmosphere of New 
England. 

And despite the fact the Garden 
City is still her home, it is one 
Jones would not mind leaving a 
few more times. 

“It’s nice to swim in the ocean 
at Thanksgiving, you know? It 
makes you wonder what you're 
doing in New England,” Jones 
says laughing. 

She throws her head back anda 
gleam shines from somewhere 
behind her dark eyes. 

“One of my favorite things is 
travel. This trip has changed all 
of our lives.”’

Antaramian and his landscape 
architect, Joseph Hudak, want to 
leave the meadow in front of the 
mansion undeveloped so that the 
view of the site from Nahanton 
Street is essentially unchanged 
except for the appearance of 
rooftops and chimneys 
protruding from the wooded 
areas on each side of the 
meadow. 


Levine said there is a dry 
sewer pipe, unconnected at each 


end, already buried along 
Nahanton Street. He said a 
sewerage system from the 
development could be tied into 
that pipe. He also said holding 
tanks could be installed on the 
site to release sewerage during 
off-peak times. 


AnnaMaria Abernathy, 
president of the Newton 
Conservators Inc., told the 
committee, ‘‘We laud the 
developer's expressed concern to 


maintain the visual character of 
the Nahanton Valley Corridor... 
and to respect the natural 
features of the land.” 

But she said her group favors a 
reduction in the number of units 
to 50. She also said it was 
important to preserve the 
adjacent Angino Farm at the 
corner of Nahanton and 
Winchester Streets, which she 
said ‘“‘preserves the rural 
character of the Nahanton Valley 
Corridor.” 





City seeks help in 
prostitution fight

NEWTON — A bill to empower the city’s police chief to combat 
the proliferation of prostitution in the suburbs has been included in 
the legislative package submitted by the city to the state 


legislature. 


According to Ouida Young of 
the City Solicitor’s office, the 
proposed change in state law 
came about when the city 
realized the only control it had 
over massage parlors was in 
the hands of the Health 
Department. As the law now 
stands, if there was no 
problem with the zoning of a 
massage parlor and nothing to 
warrant the withholding of a 
license for health reasons, any 
complaints had to be referred 
to the District Attorney. 


The Newton Health Club, in 
Newton Highlands, hit the 
headlines a year ago when 
undercover detectives said 
their adventure behind closed 
doors revealed the laws 
against prostitution were 
being all but ignored. It was 
that incident that prompted 
the city to look into other ways 


to control the spread of 
commercial sex to the 
suburbs, 


Police Chief William f. 
Quinn commented that his 
department was having ‘‘such 
a terrible time”’ in its search 
for some sort of control over 
the nuisance. When Health 
Commissioner Bernice Joyal 
outlined for the aldermen the 
meager means the city had to 
control massage parlors, the 
Law Department sought other 
options. 

According to the legislation 
submitted to the state 
legislature, control over 
prostitution changed 
considerably in 1914. A port 
town in the throes for the 
buildup for World War I, 
Boston was ‘‘filled with 
soldiers, sailors and 
prostitutes.’ At that time, 
‘“‘the world’s oldest 
profession’’ was termed a 
“nuisance” and prosecuted as 
such, 

An existing ‘‘common 
nuisance” ordinance was split, 
creating a separate 
prostitution nuisance and 
adding the state Attorney 
General to the list of possible 
plaintiffs. At the same time, 
local police chiefs were 
dropped for the list of possible 
complainants. 

The change submitted by the 
city would again empower the 
police chief to investigate and 
prosecute prostitution as “a 
nuisance.” According to the 











does not impair the authority 
of the Attorney General to 
institute such actions. It 
simply recognizes that 
prostitution is now a more 
widespread nuisance than it 
was in 1914, and that the state 
has not always the information 
or resources to pursue it.”’ 

Young commented that the 
new bill would put the police 
chief, ‘‘the most interested 
and best positioned” party in 
the city, in the position to 
respond to complaints. 

Other proposed changes in 
this year’s package from the 
city include a refile of the 
‘“‘Mann/Rider Bill. 
Cosponsored by Mayor Mann 
and the president of 
Northeastern University, the 
bill would order the state to 
“reimburse cities and towns 
for revenues lost due to 
property tax exemptions for 
educational facilities and 
hospitals.” Similar legislation 
is now in effect in Connecticut. 

Another submission 
attempts to change state law 
to force police officers and 
firefighters to perform ‘“‘light 
duty” if they are injured but 
able to perform ‘‘certain 
duties on a part-time basis.” 
The proposal has created quite 
a stir for more than a year 
now, and the settlement of a 
new police contract depends 
upon its resolution. 

The proposal contends that 
“there are a variety of 
administrative and other 
functions which certain 
injured officers are capable of 
performing while they are 
recuperating from injuries 
which do not allow them to be 
fully functional in their normal 
duties. Enactment of this 
legislation will allow public 
safety managers to 
significantly enhance the 
productivity of their services 
while at the same time 
protecting the interests of 
their officers.” 

A real “‘old chestnut” in the 
proposed package is Mayor 
Mann’s proposal that the state 
allow the city to impose a 
“local room occupancy tax,” 
a.k.a. a “‘hotel/motel tax.” 

Other proposals include an 
act transferring various 
county duties to the state and 
another that would “clarify” 
laws relating to the 
indemnification of public

Leon A. Brathwaite, who chaired the MCAD from 1981 until 1984 
and was state Director of Affirmative Action during the prior four 
years, said last week that he expects to sign a contract with the 
city within the next few days. 

A Newton resident since 1971, Brathwaite said his background in 
civil rights spanned 15 years. Before working for the state, he 
helped develop affirmative action programs for Stone and Webster 
Engineering Corp., H.P. Hood Inc. and Norris Industries in 
Everett. 

Personnel Director Richard Moynihan, who has been the city’s 
acting Affirmative Action Officer for the past year, said, ‘‘We're 
extremely fortunate to have him. He’s got a very impressive 
background. He’s such a high-powered individual. The city is 
extremely fortunate to be able to tap his resources at this time."” 
Moynihan said Brathwaite's professional services contract 
would extend to the end of June, when the current fiscal year ends. 
He said Brathwaite would be examining the city’s minority 
business enterprise plan and its supplemental contract 
compliance plan, 

Moynihan said he expects the search for new full-time 
affirmative action officer will begin again at the end of next 
summer.

Neighbors back Corner building plan 


NEWTON CORNER — Developer Jack Antaramian received a 
vote of confidence from Newton Corner residents when he 
presented his plans for an office building and condominium 
development behind the main library at a public hearing of the 
aldermanic Land Use Committee Monday night. 

By previously meeting with residents and incorporating many of 
their requests, Antaramian was able to garner support of the 
Newton Corner Neighborhood Association (NCNA), which has 
been pushing for a commercial building ban in the city. 

Walter Rosenfeld, a NCNA member, said, ‘‘We feel the 
developer has made an effort to meet our concerns... the project is 
acceptable to the neighborhood and a credit to the neighborhood.” 

The proposal requires a zoning change for the two lots involved. 
The committee heard public testimony Monday night, but decided 
to wait until its next working session before making any formal 
recommendations on site plan approval to the full Board of 
Aldermen. 


Spring lead paint removal ‘too risky’ 


NEWTON HIGHLANDS — Potentially toxic lead paint peeling 
from the windows in kindergarten and pre-school classrooms at 
the Bowen Elementary School will not be removed until this 
summer, school and city building officials say. 


According to Roy Cornelius, director of support services for the 
city’s school system, ‘‘the amount of work that might have to be 
done”' at the Cypress Street school makes removing the leaded 
paint during the upcoming spring vacation ‘‘too risky.” 


The deleading effort at Bowen was originally scheduled to begin 
on April 12, when the school system shuts down for a week-long 
respite. 


Budget includes unsettled wage hikes 


NEWTON — The money to support 5 percent wage hikes for 
police, firefighters, meter maids and foremen has been included in 
the city’s proposed fiscal 1986 budget even though collective 
bargaining settlements with those employees’ unions have not yet 
been reached. 

Bargaining teams representing all four of the unions are still in 
the midst of contract negotiations with the city. In most cases, the 
main stumbling block to final settlements is dissatisfaction with 
the city’s second-year 5 percent offer or other monetary issues. 

Chief Administrative Officer Richard Kelleher told the 
aldermanic Public Facilities Committee recently that the disputed 
5 percent wage adjustment has been built into the upcoming 
budget because it is “indicative of where we expect to end up 
across the board.” 

Asked if the city was presuming too much by providing the 
money for raises not yet agreed to by the remaining unions, 
Kelleher replied, ‘We know what we can afford. The history here 
has been of a pattern across the board.”

The committee eventually held 
for further study two proposals 
by Alderman Louis Irwin, but not 
until members and guest 
aldermen had their say about the 
way the full board, the 
Commonwealth's largest 
municipal legislature, conducts 
its business. 

Irwin has proposed two 
amendments to the board’s rules 
of order — one that would allow 
the ‘presiding officer’ to call a 
temporary recess when ‘‘one or 
more members persist in 
violating’’ the rules of debate and 
another that would allow an 
alderman to express ‘‘a point of 
personal priviledge or 
grievance” at any time during a 
board meeting. 

An item docketed at the 
beginning of the year by 
Alderman Sondra Shick served 
as the jumping off point for the 
discussion. 

Shick had asked the committee 
to find a way to “terminate” 
offensive or irrelevant debate 
after she ended up in the middle 
of heated exchange between Shea 
and Alderman Richard J 
McGrath last December. 

Upset over a decision by Shea 
and several committee chairman 
to begin recording the names of 
the aldermen absent from 
committee meetings, McGrath 
tried to bring the issue up for 
debate on the floor of the board 
only to have Shea rule him out of 

order over a half dozen times in 
the span of 15 minutes 
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of order fairly. 

“Put all the rules in you want 
as long as they are applied to 
everyone equally, because if 
they’re not, I’m not going to 
abide by them,’’ McGrath said 

He also noted that aldermanic 
committee chairmen have now 
“gone back to the old way’’ of 
recording attendance, another 
policy change made without any 
communication from Shea. 

Alderman Paul Coletti noted 
that some committee chairmen 
were not even present at the 
meeting that resulted in the 
original change the board's 
attendance policy. 

Alderperson Carol J. Robinson, 
speaking as a ‘‘freshman’’ 
legislator, offered some 
especially blunt criticisms of the 
board's operating procedures. 

“I hate to say this, but I think 
it’s a three-ring circus totally,’’ 
she said, noting that each 
chairman and each committee 
seems to make up their own 
rules. 

“If the chairpeople are not 
going to play the game square

Irwin agreed that some of the

‘“‘inequitably enforced,’’ 
resulting in ‘for the most part, 
fairly trivial’’ transgressions

Editorial 








Time for some 
creative financing 


Any discussion of municipal finances 
with Newton Mayor Theodore Mann must 
necessarily end up with a discussion of 
forces outside the city and the effect they 
have on our own bookeeping. 


State aid, according to the mayor, is dol- 
ed out according to a formula that ignores 
many of the unique problems of the 
Garden City and makes its residents pay 
more than most to subsidize the sloppy 
management of other cities and towns in 
the commonwealth. 


The mayor has a lot of the facts on his 
side in this discussion. For one thing, the 
city plays host to an inordinate number of 
institutions — hospitals and colleges — 
that enjoy a tax free status under the law. 
Certainly, we are all proud to call the likes 
of the B.C. Eagles ‘‘our own,” but it might 
prove a luxury we can ill afford if 
economic trends the mayor pointed out 
years ago continue to develop the way they 
have. Visiting students put a drain on city 
services like every other resident. 


Once again, the Mann/Ryder Bill, 
cosponsored by the mayor and the presi- 
dent of Northeastern University, has been 
introduced in the state legislature. Under 
the proposed legislation, the state, which 
declared these institutions above taxation 
in the first place, would make a sort of pro 
rated payment to each city or town based 
on the tax rate and the amount of property 
owned by an institutuion. Even the mayor 
admits it still has little chance of passing, 
but he is committed to hammering away at 
it. 

We wish him luck at the same time we 
point out another little item that could, 
theoretically, be cleared up more quickly. 
The state has finally started paying it rent 
bills for the county courthouses it took over 
years ago, but there is still a small matter 
of nearly $100 million it owes the counties 
from past years. 


According to County Commissioner Bill 
Schmidt, Middlesex County’s share of the 
delinquent rentals amounts to roughly $25 
million. 


Figuring that the city shoulders 10 per- 
cent of the burden of county government, it 
appears that, if the state paid its debt, as 
much as $2.5 million could be added to our 
coffers in the form of direct payments or 
savings on county assessments. 


While the problem has persisted for 
years, it is very possible that this year 
might be our best possible chance to clear 
it up. Although the figures have not been 
pinned down yet, it is quite well known that 
the commonwealth is enjoying a sizeable 
surplus this year. Apparently its own 
forecast of revenues fell short of reality 
this year. What better time than now to br- 
ing up something as distasteful as an old, 
old debt? 


Both the city and the state have been 
known to play some hardball when it 
comes to chasing down deliquent debts. 
We taxpayers who are usually the ones be- 
ing chased down would like very much to 
see the same aggressive collection policies

Teddy tests his retreads

Ted Kennedy recently reiterated his long- 
standing desire to be President, calling it ‘the 
worst-kept secret in politics.” 

For many on the Eastern seaboard, 
Kennedy’s backing out of the closet like that 
(having skipped last year’s grim and hopeless 
race) is tantamount to the man declaring his 
candidacy for his party’s nomination, 
beleaguered as Democrats are—and let the 
force of Kennedy magic be with us. 

To nostalgic and knowing loyalists, their 
adrenalin is already flowing fiercely. To the 
media elite, visions of campaign adventure— 
feasting at Camelot’s table—at once whet their 
appetites and gnaw at their judgment. 

Out there in Middle America’s heartland, 
however—where Ronald Reagan reigns—the 
idea of the Kennedy heir retreading his image 
and voyaging forth under different flags is 
probably discounted as inevitable-and vain. 

The curious thing about Kennedy’s March 
29th speech at Hofstra University (before a 
JFK Presidential Conference) is, who 
actually wrote it? 

It doesn’t read at all like the Ted Kennedy 
we know and love and have idolized over the 
years. It sounded eerily like-er-Paul 
Tsongas. 

Granted, it is difficult for any Democrat to 
emerge without some scars from the beating 
they all got last year. Ted sat it out, of course, 
so he was less battered than the faithful who 
hung in. 

But Kennedy is back now scrambling for 
middle ground—consistent with his record of 
government interventionism, yet responsive 
to the emerging reality of Reagan laissez- 
faireism. 

With all due respect to his effort, Kennedy is 
expediently echoing heretical concepts first 
articulated by then-Sen. Paul Tsongas to the 
ADA. Tsongas said at that time that, let’s face 
it, the time-worn liberal nostrums of the 
Democratic party aren’t necessarily right for 
today’s tealities and shouldn’t they be 
rethought. 


“Sometimes’ we need less government; 
sometimes we need more,” says Kennedy 


now. ‘We must have the courage to discard

“The Democrats of 1984 somehow permitted 
our opponents to seize the high ground of our 
own heritage and history,’”’ declares Kennedy, 
even as he seizes Tsongas’ high ground. 

‘Most of all we must avoid the temptation to 
think that by changing labels or manipulating 
images, we can trick people into believing 
that we, too, have seen the conservative 
light.” 

Will this terminology wash? Can Ted 
Kennedy escape his baggage? Other things 
being equal, should he be elected President 
because that’s what he wants—or because he’s 
what the country wants? 
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A source prominent in banking circles

with money laundering may have stemmed 
from the bank’s discovery of a niche in the 
profession, converting small bills into large 
bills, particularly for foreign banks catering 
to tourists. 

When the “‘float’ for performing this 
service over several days could be as much as 
three percent of the transactions involved, it 
would appear that some officers found this to 
be a lucrative sideline, one more function of a 
“full service bank.” 

But evidently, at about the same time the 
bank was stumbling onto this cash-exchange 
“niche” which it was able to exploit, 


organized crime figures were discovering the 
same niche—and exploiting it for entirely 
different reasons. 

Troubles would have begun when the 
service turned from legal money exchanging 
to illegal money laundering.

Theodore D. Mann suffered the 
embarassment of uttering a 
grammatically correct sentence 
for the first time since taking 
office.” 

“Pemmer”’ continued on to say 
that “‘a press blackout’ of the 
historic event was declared and 
that members of the mayor’s 
personal staff were ‘‘pouring 
over the sentence in search of 
some possible error.

‘We'd even settle for 
an error in diction, No one 
thought that the mayor could do 
it. It’s really rather shocking.”

NEWTON — Only six months have come 
and gone since I first introduced myself to 
that astonishing entity called ‘the Newton 
Public Schools” last fall, and already it is 
time to say ‘‘adieu.” 

But before I do, there are a few seeds of 
observation I'd like to scatter behind me, 

Six months may not seem quite long enough 
to sow threads of wisdom in anyone's 
backyard, After all, it is only half of a year, 
three-quarters of a pregnancy and not nearly 
long enough to establish in-depth relationships 
with a town and its people. 

But in Newton, where things happen 
perhaps a bit more intensely than in other 
places, it certainly has been long enough to 
bring home some startling observations to 
this Maine-bred, public school product named 
“me."" 

I’m sure I don’t have to tell you this, but my 
town in Maine is a far ery from Newton. 

It borders on New Hampshire, boasts a 
summer air laced with lilacs and sea smells 
and is giving birth to new factory outlets like 
they were going out of style. Some call it 
quaint, others purchase summer homes on its 
shore. Others crave the creek-side lobster 
restaurants and my brother's sporting goods 
store 

But let’s get one thing straight: no one 
comes to town for education. Real estate 
agents talk about ‘‘ocean views,” not the 
recent academic awards bestowed on the 
local high school. Half of the 300-small student 
body looks forward to how many openings 
there are in the nearby shipyard and not the 


amount of college-preparatory courses 
offered in their junior year of high school. 
I thought it was the same way in every town. 


Until I came to Newton. 

The first time I saw Newton North’s ‘Main 
Street,’’ with its modern skylights spreading 
sunlight through new corridors, and a library 
the size of a football field, I half-fondly 
remembered my old high school’s ‘Main’ 
building. It was one of three crumbling 
fixtures which almost lost its vintage 1910 roof 
a couple of times in a bad storm, and did lose 
its accreditation during some recently 
troubled academic weather. 

The principal, who is almost as old as the 
roof, has wielded the strong stick of ancient 
discipline over many an adolescent head, for 
more than 20 years. His main concern, far 
from the latest high school curricula to 
emerge from the halls of academia, is 
whether or not he can trace the bathroom's 
cigarette smoke to the correct pair of lungs. 
“Detention,”’ not “innovation,” is his favorite 
word, 

When a serious-looking hall monitor stopped 
me in the halls of Newton South recently to 
demand my student pass, | was immediately 
14 years old again. The only difference was 
that my clothes were not as chic, my 
textbooks not as sophisticated and my 
confidence not as strong as that of the 
students absorbing advanced placement 
chemistry courses, playwriting seminars, and 
world history overviews down the hall. 

I hadn't run, swam, or thought my way 
through an academic decathlon and a visit to 
Spain wouldn't arrive until my junior year in 
college 

Trips to Russia? Future exchanges with

China? The expense for a field trip to Boston 
was enough to start fiscal tongues clicking in 
my school. 

In third grade, I learned how better to play 
post office, not how to compare foreign 
cultures. Junior high school was where 
algebra I was taught to the smartest, and 
remedial reading to the dumbest. 

Your elementary institutions are the 
gardens where young prodigies grow. Your 
junior high schools are compared to colleges, 
your high schools send young scholars off to 
win nation-wide contests and your essay- 
writers spout knowledge I have yet to learn. 

I'm jealous, 

But I'm also thankful. Because, despite its 
decaying buildings, decrepit principal and 
pitiful budget, my high school had something I 
will never forget: good teachers. 

It was the after-class conversations with my 
English teachers which taught me to 
appreciate the subtle nuances of clouds, 
people and conversation. Creative writing and 
art appreciation first wove their curious 
fibers into my intellect at that high school. 
Fourth grade was where I discovered the 
wonder of musical talent, which regrettably I 
haven't pursued enough since. 

Yes, it’s a long way from Maine to Newton. 
But it's debatable how much modern 
buildings, model curricula and lots of money 
actually produce in the long run. If you look 
hard enough, there are those Special gems 
called good teachers to be found on the sands 
of any town's educational shore

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The war in Vietnam ended 10 years ago. By dawn 
on April 30, 1975, communist forces began moving 
into Saigon following the collapse of the U.S.- 
backed government. It took the largest helicopter 
evacuation on record to remove more than 1,000 
Americans and nearly 6,000 Vietnamese. 

The Vietnam War defies description. 
certainly America’s longest war, lasting from 1945 
to 1975, or counting only the time American combat 
troops were involved, from 1965 to 1973. 

It was the first war America lost, though because 
of superior U.S. 
virtually every battle. 

It was the first war brought into the family living 
room by television. 

For the soldiers, or grunts, who fought it, it was a 
war maddeningly without front lines, against an 
enemy who often wore civilian clothes, and it had 
no clear objective other than the ‘‘body count. 
those cold numbers, it cost the lives of 5 
Americans, $150 billion in U.S. military spending 
and produced 4 million killed or 
Vietnamese on both sides, a 10th of the population of 
North and South Vietnam. 
was also the most divisive conflict for 
Americans since the Civil War and perhaps the 
most misunderstood war in American history. 

The Vietnam War was so frustrating and baffling 
and stirred such embittered passion on all sides in 
the United States, that with the signing of the 
Peace Accords and the withdrawal of the last U.S. 
forces in 1973, Americans went into a trance of 
collective amnesia. 

Even before the final collapse of the Saigon 
government in 1975, Americans somehow resolved 
simply to forget Vietnam. Returning veterans were 
treated as pariahs. Unlike the fall of Nationalist 
China to Mao Tse-tung in 1949, there were no 
postwar recriminations, no blame for who lost 
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But now, a decade later, Vietnam has quietly 
made the transition from controversial public issue 
to history, and gradually a better understanding of 
the war is emerging, based on new scholarship. It is 
now possible to see that the war was more complex, 
more morally ambiguous, than either the doves or 
hawks maintained. 

Indeed, Vietnam was a war nobody won. North 


Words of war, lost language

An “‘incursion”’ into the lexicon 
of the Vietnam War era reveals a 
“credibility gap’’ over one of the 
conflict’s most famous quotes — 
the phrase ‘‘light at the end of the 
tunnel.” 


During America’s involvement 
in its longest war various U.S. 
officials used the ‘‘tunnel’”’ 
description to assess the 
situation. The phrase echoed a 
French general’s earlier 
appraisal — as overly optimistic 
as the American version. 


Gen. Henri Navarre, after 
assuming command of French 
forces the year before their 
disastrous defeat at Dien Bien 
Phu in 1954, proudly declared: 
“A year ago none of us could see 
victory. There wasn’t a prayer. 
Now we can see it clearly — like 
light at the end of a tunnel.”’ 

President John Kennedy 
apparently was the first U.S. 
leader to pick up the theme 
publicly, At a 1962 news 
conference he offered this 
assessment: ‘‘We don’t see the 
end of the tunnel, but I must say I 
don’t think it is darker than it was 
a year ago, and in some ways 
lighter.”’ 

There are a host of words and 
phrases closely associated with 
the Vietnam War, terms that are 
etched in the nation’s memory or 
still on its lips. Here are a few: 

—" Agent Orange,” a chemical 





defoliant used to clear away 
jungle growth. : 
—"Body bags,’ the plastic 
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P.O. Box #341, Newton 
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bags used for the bodies of dead 
Americans being shipped back to 
the United States. 

—’’Body count,’’ a figure that 
supposedly gave the exact enemy 
death toll in a battle or fire fight, 
but usually contained 
exaggerated numbers. 

—"Credibility gap,” referring 
to the public’s lack of trust for its 
leaders. The term sprung up 
after Lyndon Johnson sent a 
“protective’’ mission of 125,000 
troops to Vietnam in 1965, without 
suggesting that many more 
would follow. 

—''Five o’clock follies,’ the 
daily 5 p.m. press briefing given 
to reporters in Saigon by U.S. 
officials. 

—’’Fragging,’’ the murder of a 
U.S. officer or superior with a 
fragmentation grenade. 

—’''Freedom Bird,’’ a 
passenger plane taking troops 
away from Vietnam. 

—"'’Gook,’”’ Viet Cong or all 
Vietnamese — a derogatory term 
used widely by U.S troops in 
Vietnam and earlier wars with 
origins among Americans 
fighting the Filipino insurrection 
of 1899. 

—"Grunts,"’ originally applied 
to Marine riflemen and soon 
broadened to include all infantry 
troops who faced day-to-day 
survival threats in the ‘‘boonies,”’ 
or jungle. 

—"Hearts and minds,” a term 
used to describe the officia: U.S. 
policy of not only seeking a 
military victory, but also winning 
the loyalty of the Vietnamese to 
the American side. 

—’"'Incursion,’’ the U.S, 
description for the massive 
invasions of Cambodia and Laos 
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in 1970-71 in search of enemy 
staging areas. 

—’Jolly Green Giant,” large 
Sikorsky helicopter used to ferry 
equipment and sometimes 
troops. 

—''Medevac,”’ 
evacuation helicopters. 

—’’Peace with honor,’’ a term 
stemming from the 1968 Johnson 
speech in which he withdrew his 
bid for re-election and instead 
vowed to devote the remainder of 
his term to seeking peace. 

—''Search and Destroy,” 
combat units sent to look for 
enemy forces and engage them. 

—"Short,” or ‘‘Shorttimer,”’ 
anyone nearing completion of 
their 12-month tour of duty. 

—’'VC”’ or ‘Charlie,’ the 
enemy. Either the Viet Cong or 
North Vietnamese Army 
regulars. 

—"’Vietnam era veteran,’’ 
according to the Pentagon the 
term applies to anyone in the 
armed forces during the war, 
whether they served in the rice 
paddies of Asia or the marshes of 
New Jersey. 

—”Hanoi Hilton,’’ the prisoner 
of war camp run by North 
Vietnam near Hanoi. 

—"The World,’ any place 
outside Vietnam and most often a 
reference to home.

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Vietnam achieved a military triumph, of course 
But in “‘liberating’’ South Vietnam the communists 
themselves have become at least as corrupt and 
repressive as the regime they overthrew; they have 
impoverished both halves of the country through 
economic mismanagement and they have driven 
hundreds of thousands of their compatriots to flee 
by boat, an exodus unprecedented in Vietnam's 
long tragic history of warfare 

With the benefit of hindsight and the new 
scholarship, some facts about the war now emerge 
more clearly. 

Although most Americans were unaware of it at 
the time, U.S. involvement really began in 1945 at 
the end of World War II with President Truman's 
decision to back France’s reconquest of its former 
colony, Vietnam. 

Bach succeeding president then made a further 
commitment, narrowing the choices for his 
successor. Eisenhower helped empower Ngo Dinh 
Diem as South Vietnam’s first leader after the 1954 
Geneva agreement ended France's rule. Kennedy 
stepped up the number of American advisers 
and, by sanctioning the coup which led to Diem's 
death in 1973, increased America’s sense of 
involvement. Johnson made the fateful decisions in 
1965 to begin bombing North Vietnam and despatch 
U.S. troops to the south 

Paradoxically, none of these presidents had a 
plan to win the war. They were trapped between 
their fear of being blamed for the fall of Vietnam 
and widening the war so much it might bring in 
China or the Soviet Union. 

So each did only the minimum necessary not to 
lose it during his tenure in the White House. The 
nibbled the bullet rather than bit it. 

The strategic initiative was left to Hanoi, which 
calculated that in a war of attrition, America would 
eventually lose patience. 

Much of this might have been avoided if 
Americans had realized Vietnam had a 2,000-year 
history of battling for its independence against 
China, France and Japan and that for many 
Vietnamese, Ho Chi Minh was the legitimate 
inheritor of this tradition. The Saigon government 
never had this appeal to nationalism. 


The critical turning point in the war may have 
been the communists’ Tet Offensive in 1968. We now 
know that Hanoi expected it would cause the 
collapse of Saigon. In fact, the opposite happened. 
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What the Vietnam War did to America 


By finally exposing themselves in open battle, the 
communists suffered over 50,000 killed, a 
disastrous military defeat, as General William C. 
Westmoreland claimed. But the ferocity of the 
communist attack stunned Americans, who had 
been led to believe they were winning, and it 
greatly undermined remaining popular support for 
the war at home. 

In the aftermath of Tet, President Johnson 
announced he would not run for re-election and 
halted further escalation of the war 

Ironically, in the period after Tet the United 
States finally began to make progress in the war. 

Militarily the local Vietcong were largely wiped 
out, while the North Vietmanese who came south to 
replace them were battered. Poitically, the regime 
of President Nguyen Van Thieu proved more stable 
than its predecessors. And economically, American 
spending helped create a new affluence for many 
South Vietnamese. By 1970, 90 percent of the 
countryside was officially ‘‘pacified,’’ compared 
with only 33 percent in 1965, a crude though 
significant index 

But the American public had tired of the war, 
liberals believing it was immoral, conservatives 
that it was unwinnable 

In 1975, Saigon collapsed in panic after a 
communist attack that was intended only to be 
preliminary to a full scale offensive a year later, 

A decade later, the trauma of Vietnam is still 
with us. It has created doubts about U.S. power and 
how and when to use it. 

But the lessons of Vietnam are unclear 
should have been done?

r message is that the United 
nnot go to war without popular support, as 
retired General Frederick C. Weyand, the last 
American commander in Vietnam, once wrote. 


‘There is no such thing as a splendid little war,” 
he said. ‘‘War is death and destruction.... The Army 
must have the price of involvement clear before we 
get involved, so that America can weigh the 
probable cost of involvement against the dangers of 
non-involvement. For there are worse things than 
war.”

New library at Warren 
would cost $5.5 million

NEWTON — The best scheme for creating a 
new main library in the former Warren Junior 
High School involves converting the newer 
additions to the original Warren building at a net 
cost of just over $5.5 million, according to an 
exhaustive study released last week. 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann distributed copies of 
the inch-thick, $35,000 library feasibility study 
conducted on the Warren by A. Anthony Tappe 
and Associates, Inc., of Boston, during his 
weekly press conference. 

Tappe’s report, which detailed the two most 
feasible conversion schemes for the vacant 
Warren buildings, provides the Main Library 
Facility Committee with the final piece needed 
to solve the city’s lingering library puzzle. 

“A report of this magnitude and complexity 
will require extremely careful and detailed 
review. I look forward to the committee’s 
analysis not only of this report, but also of the 
recently released city-wide opinion data and the 
appraisals conducted on various municipal 
buildings,’ Mann said in a prepared statement. 

Tappe, a highly reputable firm that has 
designed dozens of successful library reuses for 
municipalities throughout New England, 
developed three schemes for converting portions 
of the 14-acre Washington Street site into a 
library. 


“Scheme A’ involved reconstructing the 
original Warren building, which was built in 
1926, removing the connecting link between it 
and the additions, and selling the wings as retail 
office space to lower the total net cost of 
conversion to about $5.2 million. 


Another proposal, called ‘Scheme C,” 
suggests the conversion of the first floors in both 
Warren buildings into library space, but was 
disregarded because it would create unusable 
excess space and the least functional library. 


“Scheme B,” which the study characterized as 
representing ‘‘the most workable approach to 
developing the building for library uses,”’ calls 
for the reconstruction of the newer 1959 and 1962 
Warren wings, removal of the link and the 





creation of a new entrance, parking and service 
areas. 

Under this approach, the original three-story 
brick building would be sold for a retail office use 
to defray the cost of the project. 

The study, which evaluated the relative worth 
of Schemes A and B by comparing them to a 
conceptual new building, made it clear that any 
library conversion at the site would require 
reconstruction of some portion of the Warren to 
support floor load requirements. 

The hiring of additional staff to monitor 
library patrons would also be required under 
both proposals. 

“Scheme B is the better of the two from the 
standpoint of departmental relationships and 
has the inherent structural ability to adapt more 
easily to future change and growth,” according 
to the study. 

‘in order to provide for Scheme B, it would 
be necessary to remove the tennis courts as well 
as considerable open space playgrounds,” the 
report added. 

Tappe used a 1-10 scale to rate the desirability 
of all three conversion schemes in terms of 
configuration, functional relationships, interior 
flexibility, future ‘‘expandability” and operating 
efficiency. 

Scheme B, which came in at 33, rated the 
highest, while Scheme A produced a rating of 21 
and Scheme C scored 11. 

On the basis of current construction costs, 
$7,505,191 would be required to accomplish 
Scheme B and $6,739,838 would be needed for the 
conversion proposed in Scheme A. By 
subtracting the return the city would realize 
from the sale of unused Warren property, the net 
cost of Scheme A would come in at $5,179,838 and 
the cost of Scheme B would be reduced to 
$5,505,191. 

“Of Schemes A and B, our preference is for 
Scheme B. The departmental relationships are 
better, and the building’s structural system 
permits greater flexibility for future 
modification and expansion. Imaginative design 
of the new entry can overcome much of the 
disadvantage of its location on the site,” the 
study concluded.

Tappe’s study noted. 

The report also found some flaws in the 
criteria established for a new library by the 
city’s library staff. 


“In general, we feel that Newton’s library 
program is both realistic and conservative. 
It calls for a 76,500 square foot building. 
Although 76,500 square feet is, in our view,

the minimum that is acceptable for a central 
library in Newton, it will provide for an 
initial period of growth. 

“However, it should be anticipated that a 
total of approximately 90,000 gross square 
feet may be required in the decade following 
the opening of the library, depending upon 
city growth and level of financial support,” 
according to the Tappe study. 

Another problem was discovered with the 
parking requirements previously projected 
for a new library. 

“The original building program calls for 
100 parking spaces. A library staff of 
approximately 58 persons is required by the 
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42 for the public. That is an insufficient 
the study said. 


“A guideline for library parking calls for 
one space for every two adult reader seats. 
With a building program that calls for 362 


parking spaces ... We feel that an absolute 
minimum of 150 spaces should be provided 
with provision for future expansion,” the 
Tappe report added.

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Egan, Houghton to receive Human Rights Awards

NEWTON — Two women will share the first 
annual Human Rights Award given by the city’s 
Human Rights Commission. 

Irene Egan and Eloise Houghton, both residents 
of West Newton, have been chosen co-winners of the 
award. 

Commission Chairman Richard Glovsky said the 
award “is designed to recognize an individual 
who... has improved the quality of life, by 
promoting greater understanding and appreciation 
among people regardless of race, color, religious 
creed, national origin, sex, age, handicap, or 
ancestry, or by working to reduce discrimination in 
areas such as housing, employument, or housing.”’ 

The recipient of the award may be a non-resident 
of Newton, provided his or her efforts in Newton are 
the basis for the award. Glovsky said the award is 
for work outside the scope of a person’s paid work. 

He said the commission received nine 
nominations and, after several meetings, narrowed 
the finalists to two. 

“We found they were so outstanding that we 
decided to honor both of them. In fact all nine 
nominations were impressive,’ said Glovsky. He 


said the award will be presented at a Board of number of displaced persons in the city.

Both of the award recipients have long been 
committed to improving civil rights and interracial 
relations. 

Egan said in a telephone interview, ‘‘There are so 
many wonderful people who volunteer.

It’s the 
organizations I have been involved with that have 
provided so much support. The people I have been 
involved with have been the impetus for all this."’

NEWTON — When nine-year- 
old Debra Bohnen and her 12- 
year-old sister Sharon leave their 
home on Maple Street early in 
September for the Solomon 
Schechter Day School, a yellow 
school bus will not be waiting for 
them. 


The Bohnens’ along with 396 
other private school students in 
the city will be stranded, forced 
to arrange transportation on 
their own following a Supreme 
Judicial Court ruling in January. 
Lawsuits filed by Newton and 
Lexington prompted the state 
wide decision which prohibits 
mandating new expenditures 
under Propostion 2% spending 
guidelines. 


‘*...Because the legislature did 
not assume the cost of Chapter 
663 ‘by general law and by 
appropriation’ in the 1983 session, 
the plaintiffs are not obligated to 
meet the additional 
transportation costs,’’ the court 
decision stated. 


While the case is expected to 
save the city $93,820 or the 
equivalent of three buses, it also 
could spell the end of 
transportation for 23,455 
passengers statewide. Public 
schools throughout the state 
could save an estimated 
$4,175,000.

Leonard Gentile said last night, 
noting the savings will be close to 
$100,000. ‘‘If we were reimbursed 
I’m fully sure we would do it.”” 


Gentile termed the state's 
decision not to fund the busing 
“kind of strange. 


“I’m not critical of the state 
often but they are taking a 
position I don’t understand,’’ he 
said, referring to the decision not 
to provide the reimbursement. 


A spokesman for the 
Department of Education 
speculated that a funding scheme 
for private school busing may 
still be in the works.

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Morale questioned by Newton police 


Quinn refutes officers’ claims

NEWTON — There is at least 
one high-ranking, long-time 
veteran of the Police Department 
who vehemently disagrees with 
recent claims that morale among 
law enforcement officers here is 
low. 

His name is William F. Quinn. 

Quinn, a member of the force 
for 30 years and police chief since 
1968, strongly disputed 
statements made by the 
president of the Newton Police 
Association (NPA) and veteran 
rank and file officers — 
statements that paint a less than 
appealling picture of the 
attitudes police take to work each 
day. 

“T think morale here is very 
good,’ Quinn said during a 
Monday afternoon interview. 
“Everybody’s making a good 
week's pay. A lot of people say 
morale is money. If that’s true, 
then everybody here is doing all 
right.” 

According to Quinn, the 
informal talks he has had with 
many of the department’s 
members indicate “no sign of 
any low morale at all."” 

He said spirit reached ‘‘an all- 
time high’’ recently when 
members of the department’s 
Civil Disorders Team, without 
the use of force, successfully 
disarmed a deaf man allegedly 
found brandishing a large caliber 
handgun on a residential street. 

Letters of commendation, 
citations and extra days off are 
some of the incentives offered to 
officers who perform their duties 
in outstanding or notable fashion, 
according to Quinn.

Claiming that ‘Newton is a 
wonderful place to be a police 
officer,” he argued that his men 
have ‘“‘good, safe automobiles” 
that are ‘well-maintained’ and 
also have access to other types of 
high quality equipment. 

Quinn theorized that some 
officers may be sounding off on 
the morale issue because they 
failed to qualify for promotions 
they thought they deserved. 

“Everybody here has the right 
to ask for a transfer if they're not 
happy where they are. If we have 





the openings, we try to 
accommodate them,” he said, 
adding that acsension through 
the ranks is based mainly on 
exam grades. 


Quinn noted that several of the 
budget initiatives recently 
introduced by Mayor Theodore 
D. Mann, including requests for 
new portable police radios, firing 
range accessories and cruisers, 
will go even further toward 
improving the current job 
conditions. 

“Don’t get me wrong, it’s a 
dangerous job. We pay a lot of 
attention to the safety and 
welfare of our officers. No one 
worries more about them getting 
killed or injured than me,’’ he 
said. 

“If I had my choice, I’d pay 
them an awful lot of money.” 


However, Quinn said money 
matters related to collective 
bargaining are “completely out 
of my hands,”’ adding that he is 
“usually not consulted” by the 
administration on such financial 
issues. 

Quinn left little doubt where he 
stands on another contractural 
issue, though, indicating that he 
will probably not agree to the 
NPA’s request that the “‘light 
duty” issue be put back on the 
negotiating table. 

Union officials and Quinn have 
agreed to have the matter 
decided by the State Appellate 
Court, but the NPA bargaining 
team wants to be able to 
renegotiate the issue if the 
court's ruling sides with Quinn’s 
interpretation of the state statute 
regarding disability rights. 

“That’s wanting everything,” 
Quinn said of the NPA’s stand. 


‘Light duty’ issue stalemates talks

NEWTON — The controversial ‘‘light duty” issue 
continues to stalemate contract negotiations 
between the city and representatives of the Newton 
Police Association (NPA), according to the union’s 
leader. 

The NPA bargaining team met with city 
negotiators for four hours Thursday, but a change 
in the city’s position on a contract stipulation 
relating to “‘light,’’ or limited, duty blocked a 
tentative agreement, NPA President Lynda Glenn 
said last weekend, 

“We thought we would be able to wrap things up 
this time around,” Glenn said of the fourth 
bargaining session between the two sides this year. 
Their next meeting is scheduled for April 18. 

The city’s 203 police officers have been working 
without a new two-year pact since last July. The 
contract talks are taking place against a unique 
backdrop — overwhelming residential satisfaction 

with law enforcement services weighed against 
declining morale among rank-and-file members of 
the department. 

According to Glenn, last Thursday’s bargaining 
session broke down when the two sides failed to 
come to an agreement on a “‘re-opener clause” that 
would allow the NPA to negotiate the light duty 
issue if an upcoming State Appellate Court ruling 
sides with the city's position on the matter. 

“We would like to be able to negotiate it one more 
time,"’ she said. 

Police Chief William F. Quinn would like to place 
officers not fully recovered from on-the-job injuries 
on “‘limited duty,’’ meaning clerical tasks or other 
work that does not entail full capacity. The officers 
would have to return to work in limited capacity if

Quinn, after consulting with the city physician, 
believes they are able to do so. 

The NPA argues that leaving the decision up to 
Quinn’s discretion, regardless of the diagnosis 
rendered by an officers’ personal physician, would 
take away the statutory rights given to police and 
other public safety personnel by the State 
Legislature. 

When the light duty issue first blocked a new 
contract between the city and the NPA, both sides 
agreed to bring the dispute to the State Appellate 
Court. 

Because of the issue’s precedential nature, 
however, the state Supreme Judicial Court may 
have to render the final judicial interpretation of 
the statute regarding disability rights. 

According to Glenn, city negotiators had 
previously said it would be possible to include a “‘re- 
opener clause”’ in its contract offer to the NPA, but 
on Thursday told the five-member bargaining team 
that the disputed light duty wording would remain. 

“That puts us in a win or lose situation,” she said. 

Glenn said the city’s ‘‘5-5-1"’ wage hike offer, the 
same one already accepted by six of the city’s 10 
municipal unions, ‘‘may be” acceptable to the 
bargaining team if the city agrees to the benefits 
and language changes sought by the NPA. 

“It depends on the package,”’ according to Glenn. 

If the city does not agree to the re-opener clause 
at the next bargaining session, she said it is likely 
that the city’s current contract offer will be brought 
back to the union’s rank and file for a ratification 
test. 

“Tt’ll be a question of: Do they want to take the 
chance (that the state court’s ruling will be the final 
word on the light duty issue) or do they not want to 
take the chance,’’ Glenn added.

Patrolmen agree: Glenn on target

NEWTON — The city’s police 
officers, who have been working 
without a new contract since last 
July, generally agree with a 
recent statement describing 
morale in their department as 
“not good.” 

A majority of the policemen 
interviewed Monday said Newton 
Police Association (NPA) 
President Lynda Glenn’s recent 
description of declining morale 
among the department’s rank 
and file is right on target. Glenn 
pointed to ‘internal problems” 
as the reason for the less-than- 
perfect attitude. 

Glenn’s responded to the recent 
favorable census results 
concerning police protection by 
saying, “Just because the census 
results are good doesn’t mean 
morale is good. ... Morale is not 
good in the department at this 
point in time.”’ 

Of the 25 men questioned 
during the afternoon shift change 
at police headquarters in West 
Newton, about three-quarters 
said they agreed with Glenn’s 
perception and cited various 
reasons for the problem. All of 
those interviewed requested 
anonymity, saying they feared 
reprisals from their superiors. 

When asked what he thought 
about Glenn’s view of morale, 
one 18-year veteran of the 
department replied, ‘‘Do you 
know what we get paid? Do you 
know what the MDC 
(Metropolitan District 
Commission) police get paid? 
You should make those 
comparisons. Then you should 
compare the equipment that 
Newton has. Then check on what 
we used to get as a rate of pay 10 
or 15 years ago. And there’s your 
answer.” 

Another officer on the force for 
more than 15 years called 
Glenn’s comment ‘“‘fair to say.” 
When asked why morale is low, 
he said, ‘‘There’s a number of 
reasons but, mostly, it’s the staff 
decisions that have been made.” 

He declined to be more 
specific. 

One patrolman voiced his 
perception bluntly, saying, ‘‘The 
job (stinks). Everyone’s trying to 
(shaft) everyone else.’’ 

A veteran Traffic Bureau 
officer described morale in his 
division as ‘‘fine,’’ but added that 
many of his colleagues on patrol 
beats do not feel the same way. 

“From what I hear, it has to do 


with the contract talks dragging! 


on and the fact that they won't 


talk to us about light duty. A lot of’ 


guys are looking for more money 
than what’s being offered,’’ he 
said. 

A veteran with over 20 years in 
the department noted, 


way things are run, you still have 
to do your job.”” 

He said morale among officers 
who work the department’s night 
shift is significantly lower than 
the morale of the day shift men. 
“T can understand it, but we all 
had to start out that way 
(working nights). A lot of the 
guys are mad because the city

increases all the time and the 
younger group wants 
money and benefits.””

Two patrolmen bn the force for 
a number of years turned their 
thumbs downwatd when asked 
the status of morale in the 
department. 

“Down, way down,” they said, 
When asked why, one replied, 
“The man upstairs, (referring to 
Police Chief Williarn F. Quinn),”’ 
and the other said, ‘‘Money.”’ 

Not everyone agreed, however. 

A 26-year veteran said, “I think 
morale’s pretty good. That's my 
personal opinion but I don’t think 
you’ll hear too mariy responses 
like that.” 

One officer from \the Traffic 
Bureau noted that unsatisfied 
employees are easy to find in any 
field. 1 
“It’s like any other job. Guys 
are always going to find 
something to complain about, no 
matter where they work. If they 
don’t like their jobs, maybe they 
should find new ones,”’ he’said. 

One 30-year. veteran, when 
asked if he ‘thought Glenn’s 
description of morale | was 
accurate, replied, ‘‘I don’t really 
think so,’”’ but added'that many of 
his colleagues are not ‘‘really 
happy with their wages.” 

“They never are.'I guess it’s 
because we have to negotiate for 
six months to two years 
sometimes just to get a raise,’’ he 
said.

City ombudsmen 
make a difference 


(The following column is a regular feature compiled by the City 
of Newton's Department of Human Services.) 

Rose Adams lives in a nursing home. Although her physical 
condition has deteriorated to the point where she can no longer 
manage on her own, her mind is alert. One of her new friends is 
John Smith, the Nursing Home Ombudsman. He visits her once a 
week to see if she has a concern about life in the nursing home that 


he can help her resolve. 


Rose has noticed a change in 
the quality of her meals. Her 
food has been cold and not 
very tasty for the past week. 
She mentioned it to the aides, 
but they are so busy they don’t 
have time to listen. She told 
her niece about the problem, 
but her niece works during the 
day and has been unable to 
contact a staff person. 

John, the ombudsman, 
stopped at her door and asked 
if she would like to speak to 
him this week. Rose nodded 
her head and invited him into 
her room. She told him about 
the cold food and asked him if 
he could do something about it. 
John said that he would be 
glad to investigate the 
problem with her permission 
and asked her several 
questions so he could have all 
the facts. 

Rose became curious about 
the ombudsman program and 
asked John to tell her all about 
it. She wanted to know what 
the word ‘‘ombudsman"’ 
means and what you have to 
do to become one. 


John explained that the 
word “ombudsman” is a 
Swedish word that means ‘‘go- 
between” and that it was his 
job to be the impartial ‘‘go- 
between’’ connecting the 
residents, their families and 
the staff. 

He also explained that the 
ombudsman program is a 
federally mandated program 
that is available in all 50 
states. In Massachusetts, the 
program is divided up into 27 
areas and covers every 
licensed nursing and rest 
home in the state. 

The program’s main goals 
are to improve the quality of 
life for residents of long-term 
care facilities by working with 
the residents and staff to 
resolve problems when 
p ‘ble. The program also 

yocorms the general 
couununity about concerns of 
the elderly and provides 
information that pertains to 
their needs. 

The West Suburban Nursing 
Home Outreach program is 
made up of men and women of 
all ages and backgrounds who 
volunteer their time. All 
ombudsmen take a five-day 
training course given by the 
“Massachusetts Department of 
Elder Affairs and includes 
lectures by specialists on 
subjects such as 
‘‘Interviewing and 
Negotiating”’ and ‘‘Aspects of 

Aging.”” They must pass a 
—— 
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written test before being 
certified. 

After John was certified, he 
was assigned to Rose’s 
nursing home. He met with his 
supervisor, the administrator 
and other r ing home staff 
before his first visit with the 
residents. The soci 
was assigned to be his contact 
person, the person with whom 
he would work to resolve any 
problems that might arise. 
John agreed to visit the home 
once a week ata specific time. 

Now, when he makes his 
rounds, he introduces himself 
to the residents, explains his 
role and, if they have 
problems, works with his 
contact person resolve 
them. 

Since Rose’s complaint [: 
about the food, John visited 
the home at noon and observed 
the meals that were being 
served. Several other 
residents on the floor told him 
that their meals were also 
cold. John told his contact 
person about the problem and 
together they visited the 
kitchen and spoke to the chef. 
The chef located the mealcart 
that went to Rose’s floor and 
found that it was not working 
properly. John then went back 
to Rose’s room and told her 
that he had found the source of 
the problem and he would 
return next week to be sure 
that her meals were delivered 
hot. 

When John returned the 
following week, Rose thanked 
him for solving her problem. 

The West Suburban Nursing 
Home Outreach program 
attempts to cover not only the 
15 homes in Newton, but also 
33 homes in Belmont, 
Brookline, Needham, 
Waltham, Watertown, 
Wellesley and Weston. 
Volunteers are chosen because 
they have a desire to work 
with the elderly and they are 
intelligent and have a great 
deal of common sense. 

Volunteers attend monthly 
meetings at which they are 
given the opportunity to learn 











to 








about elderly issues. Nursing 
Home Outreach provides 
volunteers an opportunity to 
serve a portion of the 
community that is often 
forgotten. 

Nursing Home Outreach is 
administered by Jewish 
Family and Children’s Service 
and partially funded through a 
grant from West Suburban 
Elder Services.

The arrests capped a three-week investigation by Newton police 
detectives who were alerted to possible foul play by brothers of the 
victim. According to Newton Sgt. Arthur Fryar, an ambulance was 
called to 45 Clearwater Road around noon on March 15, and medical 
technicians reportedly found Cavanaugh in his room bleeding from 
severe head injuries. 


The victim required brain surgery and was hospitalized in the 
intensive care unit. He was discharged from Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital March 27 and is currently in a Boston area rehabilitation 
program. 

Fryar would not say who called the ambulance, or what might 
have led to the two arrests because the case is still under 
investigation.

Fryar did say, however, that the victim knew both 
suspects, and that a ‘‘lot of physical evidence” was found at the scene 
including blood and a hammer. 


Bail was set at $1,000 cash or $10,000 single surety each for Guzzi 
and Gustowski, and their cases have been continued until May 6 for 
pre-trial conferences.

Unique structure lends itself 
to decades of creative reuse

OAK HILL — It began as a photo studio in 
1908. In the early 1920's, it was converted to 
the New England Peabody Home for Crippl- 
ed Children. A decade ago, it was part of the 
city’s school system. Now, it has been con- 
verted into more than 20 luxury con- 
dominiums, 

The sprawling structure on Oak Hill 
might be the city’s most startling example 
of creative reuse. Through eight decades, 
the unique design has lent itself to a host of 
varied purposes. 

The building stretches across the side of 
the hill, presenting a wall of windows to the 
south and west. It was designed for max- 
imum interior light, and its first owners, the 
Horace K. Turner Company, were so proud 
of their work that they noted in their 
catalogue, ‘‘Even the boiler room is flooded 
with sunshine.’”” 

In 1903 Turner embarked on a campaign 
to bring the vestiges of culture to 
classrooms all across America. His com- 
pany, begun in ‘‘a small room in an office 
building in Boston,’’ reproduced classic 
works of art and circulated them in exhibits 
that raised funds ‘to place them per- 
manently on bare, uninviting school walls.” 


Turner’s campaign to bring ‘‘good art to 
every town, village and city visited” was a 
success from the start. His 1908 catalogue 
lists nearly 500 subjects, with considerable 
emphasis put on American artists. ‘Since 
our architects, sculptors and painters stand 
in the foremost ranks of the world’s artists 
of today, their work should be made 
familiar to the pupils in our schools through 
well executed reproductions,’’ Turner 
wrote, 

In 1908, according to his catalogue, 
“believing that the best work is done in the 
country, where good air, wholesome food 


and healthy recreation may be had, the 
company purchased a large estate contain- 
ing 86 acres of pleasant farmland within 
eight miles of Boston. 

“Here, on the southerly slope of a sightly 
hill, it has built a large, artistic workshop 
where all the workers have offices filled 
with air and sunshine, a large rest-room, 
locker-rooms and all the modern conve- 
niences. 

“In the spring, they watch the wonderful 
unfolding of tree and flower; in the fall, the 
beautiful coloring of the autumn leaves.” 

The philosophy behind Turner's work is 
captured in a quote attributed to Ruskin on 
the frontispiece of his catalogue: ‘‘All the 
lecturings and teachings and prizes and 
principles of art in the world are of no use so 
Jong as you do not surround your men with 
happy influences and beautiful things.” 


Turner offered his clientele a variety of 
brown and gray sepia reproductions of 
classic art works along with a line of ‘‘hand- 
color prints.”’ Prices ranged from $1 for an 
eight-by-ten sepia print to $100 for a 50-by-70 
hand-colored reproduction. His pictures 
eventually became one of the common 
denominators that ran through the nation’s 
schools. 

Included in Turner's catalogue is a hint of 
his company’s successor on Oak Hill. On 
page seven, Henry G. Peabody advertised 
his “free travelling educational lectures. 
Using ‘‘lantern-slides’’ for illustration, 
Peabody offered a number of pre-packaged 
speeches entitled ‘‘The Grand Canyon of 
Arizona, ‘‘‘Around Historic Boston,‘‘*‘In the 
Footsteps of Cortes,‘‘‘A Tour of the White 
Mountains” and ‘The Seashore of New 
England.” 

With the demise of the Turner Company 
in the early 1920's, the building sat idle for a 
few years until it beeame The New England 











Peabody Home tor Crippled Children, Ac- 
cording to Duscha Scott of the Jackson 
Homestead, most of the children at the 
Peabody Home suffered from polio, But, 
besides a good collection of pictures, there 
is little information available on the home. 

Mrs. Gilbert C, Brown, Jr., was the 
home's president, and Mrs. Nellie S. Smith 
held sway as superintendent for years. 
Years ago, the school’s ‘Tea Room,” a 
separate structure, was moved over across 
Dedham Street to the campus of Mt, Ida 
College, where it now serves as the presi- 
dent's home. 

Dr. Jonas Salk’s discovery of a vaccine 
for the prevention of polio in the early 1950's 
seems to have put the Peabody Home in 
limbo. It was still listed on the city’s rolls in 
the 1960's, but Mrs. Scott said she thought it 
was probably vacant by then, It was 
tenanted briefly by the League School 
before that organization moved into the old 
Carr School in Nonantum. 

Local developer Ed Leventhal later 
bought the Peabody Home property for 
$420,000 and, in December, 1979, he applied 
to the Board of Aldermen for a special per- 
mit to turn it into 22 luxury condominiums. 
City records from that time list the 
minimum worth of the project at $1.25 
million. 

The Bigelow home, just up the hill, a fine 
example of the famous architect H. H. 
Richardson's craft, has gone the condo 
route, 

Were he to return to the “‘sightly hill’’ to- 
day, Turner might wonder at the crop of 
Mercedes’ and Cadillacs that have sprung 
up where he planted flower gardens almost 
80 years ago. He might also take a certain 
pride in knowing that the one-of-a-kind 
building he put up that long ago has made it 
through a number of changes and still 
presents a bold facade to the setting sun

Better and brighter flooring

If you ask for linoleum when 
you want to buy new flooring, 
you probably won't get what 
you ask for. 


What your parents, and you, 
commonly called linoleum 
actually is resilient flooring. 
Linoleum is only one type of 
resilient flooring — a ty} pe that 
hasn't even been made in the 
United States since the 1970s. 


Resilient floors these days 
primarily are vinyls of one 
type or another, so the term 
vinyl flooring gradually is 
becoming the accepted 
generic description. 


Vinyls replaced the old- 
fashioned linoleum, a good 
floor in its day, for several 
reasons. The vinyls are easier 
to clean and they can be 
installed anywhere in the 
house from attic to basement. 





And vinyl designs and colors 
are better and brighter. 


Basically, there are only two 
types of vinyl floors — sheet 
materials or tiles. Sheet vinyl 
comes in continuous rolls, 
usually 6- or 12-feet wide. Tiles 
are individual squares, 
usually 12-by-12 inches or 9-by- 
9inches. 

Each type has its good 
points. Sheet vinyl has fewer 
or no seams to match when the 
flooring is installed. However, 
tiles have been preferred by 
do-it-yourselfers for their ease 
of installation. 

Tiles also used to be much 
less expensive, however the 
price differential between 
sheet vinyl and tiles is 
narrowing. 

Most tiles sold today for 
residential use are self- 
sticking with adhesive on the 
back. Dry back tiles (without 
adhesive) are of interest 
mainly to builders. 

Self-sticking tiles still are 
probably the easiest of all 
floors for the do-it-yourselfer 
to install. All you do is remove 


a paper from the back of the 
tile to expose the adhesive. 
Then position the tile on the 
floor and press down. 

Another installation method 
is known as interflex, 
according to spokesmen for 
Armstrong World Industries 
Inc. The advantage of this 
method is that it doesn’t 
require spreading adhesive all 
over the surface to be re- 
floored. Instead, you merely 
fasten down the new floor at 
the sides of the room and at 
seams. 

Also, interflex-installed 
floors can go down over old 
problem floors that otherwise 
would have to be covered with 
plywood underlayment — an 
expensive and tedious extra 
step. 

Other recent advances in 
vinyl] floors: improved no-wax 
tiles and tiles with improved 
designs to faithfully simulate 
the appearance of natural or 


handcrafted materials like 
brick, ceramics and wood. 








Producing a fruitful

Usually I have a question-and- 
answer format for my column, 
but this time virtually everyone 
asked the same question: ‘‘How 
can I have a more successful 
garden this year — one that’s less 
time-consuming and super 
productive?”’ 

Sounds impossible? Not at all. 
Tf you follow my checklist, I know 
you’ll have great results. Here 
are the steps that worked for me: 

1, Plan the garden on paper 
first. Simple planning can save 
lots of time, especially if it’s done 
well before planting weekend. 
You need to determine the size 
and kind of garden you want — 
summer salads only, fresh 
vegetables all summer long, or 
produce to store and share. List 
the vegetables you really like, 
and leave off the ones that go to 
waste, 

2, Start some seeds indoors. It’s 
easy to start seeds in small pots 
and containers. This way you can 
get a head start — cabbage 
family crops to set out when the 
weather is right, that will grow in 
their prime condition before 
summer arrives. Early and crisp 
lettuce does well even in frost. 
Seed-starting also allows you to 
grow a variety of peppers and 
tomatoes that generally are not 
available in local stores. 

3. Prepare the soil for planting. 
Spade your garden deeply, 
breaking the soil into a fine 
seedbed. Work in organic matter, 
such as manure, compost, leaves 
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and vegetable waste. Spread a 
fertilizer, like 10-10-10 or 5-10-10, 
over the garden and work that in. 
Add lime if a soil test indicates a 
need. The more the soil is 
worked, the more weed seeds are 
forced to the surface to die from 
exposure, or be killed by a 
subsequent tilling. This cuts 
down summer weeds. 

4, Plant at the right time. 
Determine when, on average, the 
last frost occurs in your area, and 
plant accordingly — especially 
regarding heat-loving crops like 
beans, tomatoes, peppers and 
eggplants. The vine-family crops 
are tender, also. Keep in mind

Quality furniture 
is worth the cost

Hand-made, one-of-a-kind or 
reproduction furniture is a viable 
— even desirable — alternative 
for people who are looking for the 
very highest quality and willing 
to pay for it. 

Furniture from the shop of a 
fine craftsman is inevitably 
anything but cheap, although it 
will be competitive in price with 
the best commercial furniture 
and considerably less — and 
often better made — than a true 
antique. 

Wendell Castle, one of the 
world's foremost designers and 
craftsmen, broke through a 
barrier of sorts about a year ago 
when he sold a remarkable free- 
standing cabinet of walnut 
veneer and inlaid silver for 
$75,000. But this should not put off 
the potential buyer. 

For instance, a sinuous rocking 
chair in walnut by Sam Maloof, a 
name no less stellar than that of 
Castle, goes for about $5,000. But 
you’ll have to wait a year or so 
for it. 

The difference between $75,000 
and $5,000 is staggering, but 
$5,000 is still mighty high for 
most people. If you can pay those 
prices, you'd be well advised to 
do it, because it will be an 
investment. Pieces by 
woodworkers like Castle, Maloof 
and James Krenov, who makes 
no more than a dozen pieces a 
year, will do nothing but increase 
in value. 

If you can’t stand that sort of 
outlay, don’t give up hope. There 
are hundreds, if not thousands, of 
very fine woodworkers who only 
dream of commanding such 
prices. You just have to find 
them.

that most others are fairly hardy, 
and can go in a little earlier. Do 
not be afraid to gamble. When the 
soil is warm and dry enough to 
plant, put in some corn and 
potatoes, and most of the greens, 
such as chard, mustard, spinach 
and lettuce. 


5. Place some plants and seeds 
in wide rows and up a trellis. A 
smaller garden means less work, 
more pride from better tending, 
less weeding and watering. If you 
try some of the these techniques, 
you should get more harvest 
from less space. Plant peas, 
beans, greens and root crops ina 
wide row — a band of soil the 
width of a rake, about 16 inches. 
Scatter seeds over the entire 
band, but only plant a few feet of 
seedlings in a single row. Train 
the cucumbers up a trellis. Save 
more Respace with pole beans. 
And cut down the width of the 
Walkways. 

6. Thin for maximum growth. 
Thin with a heavy hand. Thin tiny 
carrot seedlings and other small 
ones the proper distance for full 


growth — they all need shoulder | 


room. ‘‘Harvest-thin’’ when 
there’s something large enough 
to eat, and make room for the 
ones coming on. Use a rake for 
thinning wide rows. 

7. Cultivate plants and keep out 
the weeds. Use the hoe often to 
skim over the soil surface and 
destroy grass and weeds just as 
they sprout. Cultivate to allow 
oxygen to get to the roots, Or, put 
down a mulch to smother weeds

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and conserve soil moisture. If 
you keep up this effort, spending 
a few minutes a week, it will pay 
off in a larger harvest. 

8. Protect your plants from 
insects, pests, animals and 
diseases. Take a walk in the 
garden each day. It doesn’t mean 
you have to work each day at all. 
Just look for signs. Hand-pick 
insects, or apply a_ general 
insecticide before a minor 
problem gets out of hand. Try 
Dipel, a non-toxic substance for 
worms. And discard diseased 
plants. 

9. Pick your vegetables as soon 
as they mature so the plant will 
keep producing. Know when to 
harvest for fresh eating, canning, 
freezing, or drying, which is 
usually when plants are young. 

10. Plant succession crops for a 
continuous harvest. Follow early- 
maturing crops such as peas, 
spinach, lettuce and beets with a 
second crop in the same space. 
Keep you garden small but 
working.

The place to start, prosaically 
enough, is the telephone book. 
Look under woodworking first, 
rather than cabinetmaking. Most 
of the shops listed under 
ecabinetmaking will be those 
oriented toward plywood kitchen 
cabinets, and they won't be in 
any position to discuss a one-off 
piece in solid wood. 

If you see work you want in a 
gallery, buy it if the price is right.

Examine carefully samples of 
the shop's work; if you don’t like 
what the craftsman ordinarily 
does, you can’t expect a sudden 
style change just for one

Patriots’ Day 
re-enactments 
vie with marathon

CONCORD (UPI) — Don’t oversleep if you want to catch 
the re-enactment of the ‘‘shot heard ‘round the world.” 

Patriots’ Day is a time for early-risers in Lexington and 
Concord, just as it was 210 years ago when Middlesex 
County farmers gathered before dawn to rebuff the 
Redcoats in skirmishes that bonded the American colonies 
into rebellion against the crown. 

Boston was full of British soldiers in April 1775. The royal 
governor, Gov. Thomas Gage, had no authority outside the 
town. 

In surrounding farming towns, the committee of safety 
collected arms and munitions and drilled militiA — the 
minutemen — for instant action. They were ready to resist 
any effort by the royal government to take over the interior. 

On the night of April 18, Gage sent a detail under the 
command of Maj. John Pitcairn to Concord, a village 20 
miles to the west that was headquarters for provincial 
resistance to the crown. 

The British were intent on seizing or destroying an 
arsenal of powder, cannon and muskets that had been 
smuggled out of Boston and hidden in Concord’s stores, 
houses, and barns. 

Paul Revere and other messengers mounted their steeds 
and galloped into the night, warning the countryside. 
Minutemen were on the march by dawn as far away as New 
Hampshire and Connecticut. 

As Pitcairn and his weary companies of redcoats reached 
Lexington at dawn on the 19th, they found a band of 
minutemen gathered on the village green, parallel to his 
line of march. He ordered: ‘‘Disperse, ye rebels, disperse!"” 

Someody fired a shot. With still no orders given, firing 
became widespread. When the skirmish was over, eight 
Minutemen lay dead. Ten more were wounded. 

The British kept marching toward Concord, where word 
of the Lexington massacre stunned townsfolk. Concord’s 
Minutemen rallied with fresh companies on high ground 
overlooking the Concord River near North Bridge. 

While the British made a largely ineffectual search for 
military stores in private homes and set fire to the town hall 
when burning gun carriages, the colonists thought the whole 
town was on fire. The British fell back across the bridge, 
taking up a few planks, As the provincials came on, the 
soldiers fired shots into the water. As Emerson’s poem put 
it: ... ‘the embattled farmers stood, 

And fired the shot heard round the world.” 

All the way back to Boston, the bewildered British 
marched thrqugh a gauntlet of fire delivered from woods 
and behind stone walls. They suffered 273 casualties to 95 
for the Americans. The first action of the war was a militia 
victory pure and simple against 800 Redcoats on the march. 

Massachusetts has been celebrating Patriots Day as a 
state holiday since 1938, when April 19 was set aside each 
year for festivities marking Paul Revere’s famous ride and 
the battles of Lexington and Concord. In 1974, the holiday 
was moved to the third Monday in April. 

At dawn on Patriots’ Day, modern-day ‘Minutemen” 
gather in the pastures overlooking the Concord River at 
North Bridge for a salute re-enacting the Battle of Concord. 

Militia groups from Sudbury, Concord, Acton, and 
Lexington will participate, along with the Lexington High 
School Band. It will be followed by a pancake breakfast, and 
topped off by a 9 a.m parade through town. 

Joseph Mullaney, executive director of Concord Chamber 
of Commerce, said townsfolk will focus more attention this 
year on Sept. 12 — the town’s 350th birthday — than they 
will on Patriots’ Day. 

“This is not a big year because of our 350th birthday,” 
Mullaney said. ‘‘We do get excellent crowds for the parade, 
about 10,000 or better. All of Concord turns out for the 
parade, and wherever else Minutemen come.” 

The 15-member Middlesex County Volunteers Fife and 
Drum Corps will host a ‘“‘colonial tattoo” on Sunday, April 
14, honoring the dead of both sides, and will march in 
Concord’s parade the next day. 

“The parade seems to diminish every year in terms of 
spectators. More and more people are going to the Boston 
Marathon. The marchers may soon outnumber the 
spectators,’’ said Kathryn Clawford, a local insurance 
underwriter who serves as secretary of the Middlesex 
Volunteers. 

In neighboring Lexington, militia members and townsfolk 
gather on the Green at 6:30 a.m. to re-enact the massacre 
and open that town’s celebration of the opening battles of 
the American Revolution. A parade follows at 2 p.m. 

“The re-enactment is a big crowd event, The common is 
quite full. The event is re-created in authentic-as-possible 
garb, with militiamen carrying muskets and wearing tri- 
corner hats,”’ said Carlos Salabarria, resident manager of 
the Buckman Tavern, 

The tavern, a historical house with Revolution-era 
furnishings now operated by the Lexington Historical 
Society, overlooked the green on that first Patriots’ Day, 210 
years ago. 


Seaports simmer 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn. (UPI) — A feud is heating up 
between two Connecticut seaports that pits the state’s 
Yankee whaling past against a replica British war frigate in 
a battle for tourist dollars. 

Mystic Seaport, a recreated colonial whaling village and 
one of Connecticut’s major tourist attractions, has 
demanded Captain’s Cove in Bridgeport drop the word 
“seaport” from its official title. 

Mystic claims the upstart Bridgeport waterfront project 
infringes on the registered trademark of Mystic Seaport, a 
non-profit museum and research center. 

Mystic also is worried confused tourists will exit the 
Connecticut Turnpike in Bridgeport, about 50 miles from 
New York City, instead of continuing on to Mystic near the 
Rhode Island border in the eastern part of the state. 

Entrepreneur Kaye Williams, the owner of Captain's 
Cove, said seaport is a generic term and challenged Mystic 
to ‘take any action that they deem necessary.” 

“We do not believe the public is that stupid that they will 
get off at Exit 26 (in Bridgeport) instead of Exit 91 (in 
Mystic), believing that they are in Mystic and not in 
Bridgeport,'’ Williams said. 

His response this week was mailed on letterhead 
stationery that read: “H.M.S, Rose Foundation Inc.- 
Captain's Cove Seaport.” 

The new name was adopted after William's rescued the 
Rose, a replica Revolutionary War frigate that was left to 
rot in the Thames River. 

The original Rose blockaded Rhode Island during the 
Revolution and led to the formation of the U.S. Navy. 

Williams and his foundation are trying to restore the 
replica tallship in time to sail past the refurbished Statue of 
Liberty in 1986. 

After that, Williams and Bridgeport officials hope the 
Rose will anchor a major tourist center at the revitalized 
Captain's Cove Marina. 

“It's a shame that when Bridgeport tries to do something 
that will better their image and beautify the waterfront, we 
are challenged,’’ Williams said. “If they’re smart, they'll 
let it die.” 

Lawyers representing Mystic Seaport said the name 
Captain's Cove adequately identifies the site. 

But Williams said Mystic registered its name with the 
state four years after Norwalk Seaport registered its name. 
Bridgeport, therefore, has the same right to use the term 
seaport, Williams claimed.

Mountain of brush 
awaits proper use

WEST NEWTON — The mountain of brush that has been sitting at 
the Rumnford Avenue landfill for nearly a year now will remain there 
for a bit longer while city officials investigate the possibility of 
putting the dead vegetation to good use. 


Faced with a $10,000 
appropriation request to truck 
the brush out of the city, 
members of the aldermanic 
Public Facilities Committee 
have directed Parks & 
Recreation Commissioner 
Russell Halloran to study the 
feasibility of turning the wood 
debris into organic covering 
material or fill, 

The brush backlog is a result of 
the March 29 winter storm that 
swept into the area last year. The 
icy conditions and high winds 
associated with the storm ripped 
down thousands of limbs and 
numerous trees throughout the 
city. 

According to Halloran, it took 
city workers over two months to 
collect about 1,300 truckloads of 
the brush and haul it to the 
Rumford Avenue site in West 
Newton, 

Public Works Commissioner 
James L. Hickey told aldermen 
that a field representative from 
the state Department of 
Environmental Quality 
Engineering (DEQE) advised 
the city late last year to remove 
the brush as soon as possible. 


The DEQE official visited the 
Rumford Avenue landfill while 
he was in the city to check the 
status of underground pollutants 
found at the former Auburndale 
Public Works Yard, according to 
Hickey. 

The city is not under an official 
order to remove the brush 
mountain, he added. 


Hickey said the dead limbs and 
shrubs were brought to the 
landfill because there was ‘no 
place else to put it’ at the time 





The city’s original intent was to 
remove the brush last summer, 
but the task was never 
accomplished, he added.

NEWTON — The city is heading toward a multi-million dollar 


surplus for the current fiscal year 
financial position among other 
according to officials here. 


The Garden City’s surplus 
totalled about $4.1 million with 
three months left in fiscal 1985, 
Comptroller Lawrence H. Marino 
said last week. The financial 
debits and credits underwent 
their annual recalculation on 
March 31. 

As of that date, the city’s ‘‘free 
cash” — the amount of surplus 
funds that are not encumbered 
and can be spent — stood at about 
$3.1 million, according to Marino. 

“We're in a good financial 
position. We should have no 
trouble maintaining our Triple-A 
bond rating,” he said. The AAA 
rating, the highest assigned by 
Moody’s Investor Service of New 
York, allows the city to borrow 
large sums of money at 
exceptionally favorable interest 
rates. 

Newton is the only city in the 
Commonwealth - and one of 20 
cities in the country - that enjoys 
such a rating.

“The March calculation of free 
cash is not nearly as significant 
as the July 1 certification 
because you don’t yet know to 
what extent uncollected taxes 
and other events between now 
and the year’s end will reduce 
this amount,” he said.

NEWTON — President Ronald Reagan 
ought to be honoring the American 
servicemen involved in World War II, not the 
Nazi soldiers who played a major role in 
killing or wounding them, the leaders of 
Garden City veterans’ groups say. 

Local veterans reacted angrily last week 
to Reagan’s planned trip to West Germany in 
early May to lay a wreath at a cemetary 
where German soldiers from both world 
wars are buried and are stunned by the 
president’s steadfast refusal to visit a 
Holocaust death camp. 

Carleton P. Merrill, the city’s veterans’ 
services agent, said, ‘The president ought to 
re-examine the position he has taken. To

Noting that nearly a million Allied 
military personnel were killed or wounded in

Merrill said Reagan should ‘‘center his 
attention on increasing the benefits for all 
servicemen.” The president has proposed 
cuts in the Veterans Administration to help 
fight the spiralling federal deficit. 

“‘T think he should definitely go to the death 
camps. That is what we should never forget 
— inhumanity against humanity,” he added. 
According to recent reports, reactions like 
Merrill's are causing Reagan to have second 
thoughts and his aides say the president may

Local heroes of the Marathon 
Running put him back on the track §

WEST NEWTON — Edward Craig has run 50 
marathons and some 300 road races, but this 
year’s running of the Boston Marathon, his tenth, 
was one he'll remember for the rest of his life. 

Craig did not run as an official entrant. Instead 
he was running alongside 20-year-old John 
Hopkins, his ‘best running buddy,’’ who was 
running only his second marathon and his first 
race in Boston. 

Hopkins is autistic and he became something 
of a star when the Boston Globe published a story 
about him last Thursday. ABC News saw the 
story and decided to make Hopkins the focus of 
its marathon coverage on the evening news 
Monday night. 

But Monday, as the two men ran through 
Framingham, they became separated 


‘I turned around to say something to him and 
he was gone. He was running at about a 3:10 
pace,” said Craig. ‘I must have run about 36 
miles going back and forth looking for him.” 


The two never did find each other. Craig 
finished the race in just under three-and-a-half 
hours and Hopkins dropped out at Heartbreak 
Hill, There he was found by Joseph Leavey, 
executive director of a halfway house program 
mas operates the apartment in which Hopkins 
ives. 


“He just decided he'd had it because of the 
heat. He could have made it. He’d already gone 
through Heartbreak Hill,’’ said Craig. ‘I think 
he was confused because we lost each other, | 
was confused, so I know he was confused.”

Her basic message is that a 
woman looking for a husband 
“has to get off her duff...

After she wrote her paper, she 
decided to accept a part-time 
job teaching what she knew 
about looking for a spouse.

Her courses have run under 
various names. At one time, she 
taught a course called Spouse 
Hunting, but that didn’t go over 
so well because ‘‘the people 
were, in effect, admitting they 
were looking for a spouse and 
weren't having any luck.” The 
course name was changed to the 
current Mating Game, which 
she said is much more popular. 

At first she taught the courses 
“as a hobby, a lark. I wasn’t 
making any money from it, but 
it was kind of a fun, 
extracurricular activity.’ It also 
provided her with a background 
in her current project. 

“One reason I didn't write a 
book before is to me, the whole 
thing (publishing business) was 
clouded in mystery. There are a 
lot of ins and outs. You have to 
be very good at waiting, and I’m 
very bad at waiting.” 

Carpineto said she submitted 
a four-page outline for the book, 
just as she had been told, and 
then didn’t hear anything for 
three of four weeks. She went 
from tremendous excitement to 
anxiety. 

“T thought, ‘Oh, this is 
terrible.’ 

“Luckily I knew a few people 
who had written books for 
popular audiences and they told 
me to get an agent. The agent 
told me the proposal wasn't long 
enough at all. She said, ‘You're 
little four-page outline could 
have been sitting there for a 
year and you might never have 
heard." 

So she wrote a first chapter, 
submitted it and waited some 
more. 

Finally they called up and 
said, ‘We want to make you an 
offer.’

Craig said Hopkins was fine 
health-wise, ‘‘but he’s real 
agitated. He’s upset that he 
didn’t finish. But that’s okay. 
We'll run more marathons. We're 
definitely on for New York.” 

Craig, 40, is a program 
coordinator for Communities for 
People, a private, non-profit 
organization which runs halfway 
houses for mentally retarded 
adults and emotionally disturbed 
adolescents. Hopkins lives at one 
of their staffed apartments in 
West Newton and it was there 
that Craig and Hopkins came to 
know each other. 

“John went to last year’s 
marathon to watch me run and he 
decided right there that he 
wanted to run this year,”’ said the 
soft-spoken Craig. 

He said Hopkins had always 
liked to walk and didn’t need 
much of push into the rigorous 
training required for marathon 
running. “If John came to me 
and said ‘I don’t want to run 
anymore,’ that would be fine.”

Philadelphia public schools. 
“He's lived in institutions for 
most of his life so he never 
exposed himself to a lot of the 
vices that many people do. He’s 
never drank or smoked or done 
any drugs.” 

The two men run about ten 
miles together four or five times 
a week. Craig, who is constantly 
in training, also runs on his own 
and averages 100 miles a week. 

Running is a way for Hopkins, 
who ran his first marathon 
February on Cape Cod, to release 
tension and energy. His verbal 
skills have improved in the three 
years he has lived in the West 
Newton apartment, but Craig 
still has to coax him to speak in 
complete sentences from time to 
time. 

Hopkins stands at an even six 
feet and weighs 163 pounds, down 
from his pre-running weight of 
190, 


“When John first came here, 
he was pretty uncontrollable. He 
was real assertive and 
aggressive. Since he started 
running, his whole personality 
has changed. I know he feels 
better about himself,” said 
Craig.

hopes to find out when she goes 
to Manhattan to meet her editor 
in a couple weeks.

Village study estimated over $200,000 


NEWTON — Seven local firms have entered bids for the right to 
create the planning blueprint expected to guide residential and 
commercial development here into the 21st century, city planners 
say. 

According to Planning Director Barry Canner and Economic 
Development Director Alison Cohen, a preliminary review of the 
bids indicates the heralded ‘‘village study” will bear a total cost of 
more than $200,000 and take about 18 months to complete. 

With those broad parameters in mind, the aldermanic 
Administation & Planning Committee has suggested that Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann appropriate $135,000 to cover the estimated cost 
of the city-wide effort — setting the stage for a revival of the 
debate that erupted one year ago when the study idea was first 
proposed to the full board. 

The committee’s members unanimously recommended that the 
additional funding be included in the city’s proposed fiscal 1986 
budget, a document the Board of Aldermen must act on by May 15.

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Sociologist gives hardline on software

NEWTON If people around you have 
started “debugging” or ‘clearing their 
buffers,’’ don’t panic, they’re merely 
experiencing a different kind of relationship 
— with computers. 

Computers are offering more than a quick 
way to process data. They are influencing 
the way we speak, think and feel, according 
to psychologist and sociologist Sherry 
Turkle, author of ‘The Second Self: 
Computers and the Human Spirit.”” 

Turkle, who spoke at a meeting of The 
Sunday Brunch Club, believes the computer 
is a psychological machine that ‘provokes’ 
people to develop a new way of speaking and 
anew way of thinking about themselves. 

“Whether we use them or not, the 
computer culture is touching all of our 
lives,’ Turkle said. ‘‘There’s been a shift 
from looking at the meaning of things to 
looking at the mechanism.” 

An associate professor in the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology's 
Program in Science, Technology and 
Society, Turkle spent six years interviewing 
children, personal computer owners, 
“‘hackers’’ and computer scientists in order 
to fulfill her own facination about the

Residents to foot bill 
for school endowment

NEWTON — Despite the recent ratification of a $44 million school 
budget, residents will be called upon to pump additional financial 
resources into an endowment to enhance public education. 


Next fall, an 
residents will 
aggressive fundraising 
campaign to rejuvenate the 
wavering Newton Schools 
Foundation. Currently, the 
foundation’s bylaws are 
undergoing an overhaul to shift 
its leadership from the School 
Committee to an independent 
corporation. 

A move to alter the fund’s 
status was a joint effort between 
the Community Advisory 
Committee on Long Range 
Financial Planning and Newton 
South High School teacher 
Phyllis Monderer. Monderer's 
research on educational 
foundations was passed on to the 
community board who was 
looking for alternative sources of 
funds for schools. 

Money raised by the foundation 
will be used to offset the cost of 
programs or to provide special 
opportunities for students and 
faculty. 

“The funds will go to support 
programs that cannot be 
provided with the Proposition 24% 
spending guidelines,’’ Supt. John 
Strand said, noting that he 
expects several hundred 
thousand dollars will be raised by 
the group each year. ‘But this 
will not make up for the deep cuts 
under 2%.” 

Strand said suggestions will be 
taken from faculty and students 
for use of the raised revenues.

Strand’s plan calls for 
restructuring the foundation's

members. If approved, Strand 
would recommend one member 
from each of the city wards to the 
foundation subject to committee 
approval. 

“If you combine members of 
each ward with a_ budgeting 
director not from the school 
system, it makes the foundation 
that’s much more independent,” 
he said. 


Strand has suggested the 
tenure of the first set of 
representatives be arbitrarily 
staggered to insure that all terms 
for members do not expire 
simultaneously. 


Representatives from Wards 1, 
4 and 8 would be appointed for 
terms of three years. Members 
from Wards 2, 6 and 7 would be 
called upon to serve two year 
terms and representatives from 
Wards 3 and 5 for one year.

Police, firefighters 
merit more respect 


One more startling discrepancy in the 
Garden City: police and firefighters 
received some of the highest marks 
possible in the recent citywide opinion 
survey in which residents rated the 
delivery of city services. 

Yet, while most other city unions have 
settled, police and firefighters are stuck 
without contracts and without the leverage 
other unions enjoy. They can not, for 
instance, ‘‘work-to-rule,” the way the 
city’s teachers did when they were 
unsatisfied with the contract offered by the 
city. 

It was highly touted, during the impasse 
in contract talks between the city and its 
teachers, that ‘‘the quality of education” 
in the city is largely responsible for the 
regular, healthy increase in property 
values here. 

We think that argument was overblown 
and overrated, the product of a coalition of 
teachers’ reps and real estate agents 
whose perception of the situation might 
possibly have been distorted by their own 
interests. 

Who would argue that there is any 
substitute for capable police and 
firefighters when the need arises? 
Priorities change fast when a situation 
that merits the attention of the Police or 
Fire Departments develops. When your 
kid is missing, you could care less what 
college he is going to get into. When your 
house is on fire, the annual rate of increase 
in the city’s property values is not one of 
your concerns. 

Morale is low in the Fire Department as 
a result of the impasse in contract talks. 
Union reps who are demanding their due 
are reportedly feeling the heat from their 
superiors in the department. 

Morale is even lower in the Police 
Department, although that fact has never 
been suggested by the devotion to duty that 
runs through the department. 

Members of each department deserve 
praise for their attention to the public 
safety needs of the city. But that praise is 
meaningless if it does not mean good faith 
and a real appreciation of their efforts will 
show up at the bargaining table. 

Negotiators who have been dallying with 
the police and fire bargaining units should 
take a tip from the citywide opinion 
questionnaire and treat our caretakers of 
public safety with the respect they 
deserve.

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Teddy shifts his gears

Teddy Kennedy confronts a cruel paradox - 
his dream of one day sitting as president in 
the White House face to face with the 
reality that he is this nation’s prime 
symbol of ideas most voters have 
demonstrated they do not want their 
president to have. 


Now Massachusetts’ senior senator has 
undergone a political heart transplant - in 
effect announcing his conversion to 
common sense in politics. What a 
metamorphosis from the Ted Kennedy 
whose liberal blood and thunder speech 
electrified the Democratic national 
convention last July. 


In recent speeches at Hofstra University, 
and a meeting of Democratic senators in 
Sheperdstown, West Virginia, Kennedy 
publically acknowledged that the 
traditional, tired Democratic strategies of 
the 70's won’t work in the 80’s and that 
Democrats must embrace new ideas if they 
want to remain the majority party. 


Predictably, questions arose 
immediately. Not whether Teddy still 
harbors presidential ambitions; rather 
whether the senator’s changing viewpoint 
may be attributed to opportunism rather 
than true conversion. Maybe, even, that 
Ted's heralded warm relationship with 
Jerry Falwell has indeed wrought a 
political miracle. 


One reality is undeniable. Senator 
Kennedy recognizes the need to be 
perceived as seeing the need for change. 
Other realities are that Teddy referred 
openly to his presidential ambition as the

“Jeast well-kept secret in public life,”’ and 
his readiness now to put behind him family 
considerations that had twice previously 
kept his candidacy on the sidelines. Now, 
seemingly, a knight of Camelot seeks his 
own destiny. 


Ironically, the views expressed bty 
Kennedy in the two speeches, while new to 
him, aren’t new to those in the high stakes 
politcal arena - Ronald Reagan sucessfully 
piggy-backed them, and some others, into 
the White House in 1980. 


They aren’t new to ex-Senator Paul 
Tsongas or Senator Gary Hart of Colorado 
who have been urging such ideas since this 
decade began. Hart pushed these ideas 
again in the primaries last year and floated 
them anew in Cambridge short weeks ago. 


In calling for Democrats to pursue a 
more moderate course than they, or he, 
have advocated in recent years, Kennedy 
has embarked upon a course that should 
and will have enormous potential impact on 
the Democratic party and the nation. After 
all, who better than Kennedy is the symbol 
of the old ideas that guaranteed Reagan’s 
election in 1980 and reelection in 1984? If 
Ted can shift gears, so can his party. 


Senator Kennedy’s change of heart was 
expressed bluntly: 


“As Democrats, we must understand that 
there is a difference between being a party 
that cares about labor, and being a labor 
party. There is a difference between being 
a party that cares about women and being 
the women’s party. And we can and must 
be a party that cares about minorities 


without becoming a minority party. We are 


citizens first and constituencies second.”” 


“We may quarrel with the cold 
unfairness of a program which means that 
so many Americans will be left out or left 
behind,’’ Kennedy continued. ‘‘We may 
argue the content and the long-term 
consequences of the Republican approach. 
We should, and I have and I will. But we 
cannot deny the vote of 1984, which I also 
believe will be the verdic of history, that 
whatever the wisdom of his policy, Ronald 
Reagan has restored the presidency as a 
vigorous, purposeful instrument of national 
leadership.” 


This from the Ted Kennedy who so 
excoriated President Reagan and his 
administration in last fall’s election? This 
is a message that shows that at least one 
Democrat, a giant in his party, has learned 
from the debacle of the Mondale-Ferraro 
campaign which was so out of step with a 
majority of Americans. 


Kennedy, noted champion of big 
spending, big government in the past, now 
says, “‘We cannot move forward by 
constantly running to the right - or to the 
left. Sometimes we need less government, 
and sometimes we need more.” 


Paul Tsongas was a man ahead of his 
time, and ahead of his party. The 
traditional Democratic liberalism is dead. 
And, just in case you didn’t notice it, Ted 
Kennedy is the leading pallbearer at its in 
interment. Can the rest of the party be far 
behind?

In the early 1980s, a struggling 
Washington organization dedicated 
to providing assistance to battered 
women was rebuffed when it 
sought financial assistance from 
the local United Way campaign. 

That rejection was hardly 
surprising because aiding women 
who had been beaten by their 
husbands or boyfriends wasn't an 
especially ‘‘respectable’’ 
charitable endeavor at the time 
particularly among the 
traditionalists who control United 
Way funds in communities 
throughout the country. 

Today, however, helping 
battered women has become more 
reputable — and My Sister's Place, 
the pioneering group snubbed 
earlier now has an opportunity to 
become a United Way beneficiary. 

The example typifies the 
nationwide behavior of the United 
Way an organization that has 
been reluctant to adjust its 
traditional philosophy, policies and 
priorities at a time when social and 
cultural values are changing 
rapidly 


Critics offer convincing evidence 
of an organization that, on 
occasion, can be patronizing at 
best and arrogant at worst when 
dealing with creative and 
innovative yet unconventional and 
risky philanthropic initiatives, 


The United Way, they argue, 
perpetuates the very conditions it 
claims to be relieving by devoting 
its resources to palliative remedies 
rather than working to empower 
the impoverished and 
disadvantaged to control their own 
lives, 


In Oregon, the City Club of 
Portland commissioned a study 
that concluded that the United Way 
was ‘‘overly cautious and 
protective of the status quo’’ as 
well as a “prisoner” of the old-line 
agencies that receive much of its 
money, 

In New York, a former United 
Way executive concluded that it 
“allows its agencies to deal only 
with the effects of problems, never 
their causes, and thus it can 
become a force for conservation of 
the status quo rather than 
change.” 

Those characteristics are, in 


great measure, a function of the 
United Way's unique structure. Its 
2,200 independent local 
organizations long have 
concentrated upon soliciting 
contributions from individuals at 
their work places, often relying 
upon payroll deductions from 
employees’ salaries, 


That alliance with the business 
community also is manifested in 
the composition of the local United 
Way leadership in most cities and 
towns, where corporate executives 
dominate the organization's board 
of directors, 


In California, a Sacramento 
newspaper found a United Way 
board representing ‘‘an inventory 
of the area’s power structure.’ A 
Boston newspaper reported that 
“United Way's board of directors 
reads like a who's who of the 
(city’s) business world,’” 


Those executives are generous 
but cautious. “Quite simply,” says 
the former New York charity 
official, ‘the United Way is afraid 
to offend the corporate leaders who 
provide its money and sit on its 
board of directors." 

The result: Approximately half 


of the money raised annually 
(more than $2.1 billion last year) 
goes to about a dozen ‘‘safe’’ 
organizations such as the 
American Red Cross, YMCA, Boys 
Clubs of America, Boy Scouts and 
Salvation Army. 

Even traditional organizations 
serving females — the YWCA, Girl 
Scouts and Girls Clubs of America 
— receive significantly less 
Support than their male 
counterparts, while newer groups 
such as rape crisis centers and 
shelters for battered women often 
are shunned entirely. 

Ethnic and racial minorities also 
have suffered in the allocation of 
funds. The Black United Fund was 
founded largely in protest against 
the perceived racial discrimination 
of the United Way. A Hispanic 
Leadership Development Program 
was initiated by the United Way 
only two years ago. 

The United Way has moved 
slowly in recent years to remedy 
those shortcomings, but in many 
respects its slogan — *‘One Gift for 
All” — remains a deceptive claim.

Recently, President Reagan 
proved himself to be the most 
articulate proponent of the new 
logic when he declared Congress’ 
decision to release funds to build

show ‘‘strength”’ to the Russians 
at the Geneva arms negotiation 
talks. It would seem that, 
according to the president, to 
pursue at the same time policies 
of armament and disarmament 
is not contradictory. 


Or at 
least President Reagan could 
stand accused of ‘‘making the 
weaker argument appear to be 
the stronger.’”’ 


Meanwhile, in the prevailing 
climate of uneasiness, with the 
growing realization that huge 
stockpiles of nuclear weapons not 
only do not deter a nuclear strike 
but may well invite one, many of

So, when the 
full force of the two most 
powerful societies and all their 
propoganda are devoted to 
putting this idea across, who are 
we to disbelieve? 


In this grave crisis, the future 
of the human race hay hinge on 
those of us who remain aware 
that there may still be a matter of 
choice for us when confronting 
the possibility of nuclear war and 
that this choice depends on the 
moral quality of our decision- 
making. The ‘cold war’? has 
played on our prejudices and 
fears while arousing the dread of 
iminent disaster for over 30 
years. It has awakened deep 
hatreds and indeed it has 
revealed the profoundest 
tendencies toward violence and 
despair. But the greatest danger 
of what has been termed ‘‘cold 
war religion’’ is that it makes 
nuclear war look like ‘spiritual 
heroism.” It justifies global 
suicide as a sacrifice in the name 
of democracy and freedom.

Thomas Merton declared, ‘‘We 
assume that western society and 
Christendom are identical and 
that Communism equals 
Antichirst.'"’ We are ready to 
declare without hesitation that 
“no price is too high’’ to pay for 
our liberty. The cliche sounds 
noble to those who are not 
shocked by its sinister intent. For 
now, when we say ‘‘no price is too 
high’’ we are counting not only 
the ‘‘megacorpses’’ on the enemy 
side but also possibly our own. In 
our sacrificial ardor, we will not 
hesitate to sacrifice their 
children and our children while 
risking ‘the contamination of 
future generations, not to 
mention the neutral, whom we 
have not even consulted. 


Even if it were established 
beyond doubt that we were 
defending freedom, this claim, at 
such a cost, would still be 
immoral. But are we so sure that 
when we speak of defending our 
liberty, our rights, our personal 
integrity, we are not purely and 
simply talking about self- 
interest, good times and a 
comfortable life? It is time for us 
to ask ourselves what we are 
defending - the freedom of the 
human race or our own 
affluence? 


While admittedly it is difficult 
to reach a common denominator 
on which to face discussions with 
the Soviet Union, still the Soviets, 
like all people across the earth 
share with us a common emotion 
- the love of parents for their 
children. They know total war 
means total destruction of 
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civilization as we know it. They 
know it means that we shall leave 
to any children who survive us a 
legacy of ruin, disease, poverty 
and despair. From this, we 
recoil. So do they. On this 
emotion and on this knowlege 
must be built the hope of peace 
through law in our time. 


“Reconstruction of the peace 
through law is the greatest 
challenge of our generation - the 
substitution of the force of law for 
the law of force. Peace of the 
world through law,”’ is the call of 
Pope John Paul II. 


The paradox is, only in this way 
can we chart our course of action 
- not in isolation, only in relation. 
“We will become ourself to the 
extent that we go out of ourself,’’ 
a wise man once advised. This 
openess to people and ideas is 
part of the challenge of our time 
for building the peace is the most 
important job in the world today. 
It can’t be built with arms or 
“Star Wars’’ technology that 
serves to escalate hostilities 
rather than pacify them. Only 
with law and dialogue can we 
build solid foundations, for 
“peace is the tranquility of 
order; and without law, there can 
be no order.”’

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Runners question Marathon’s future

NEWTON As far as the 
media bigwhigs and race 
commentators are concerned, 
the Boston Marathon as a 
world-renowned sporting event, 
as a spectacle of public partying 
and as a_ seemingly annual 
opportunity to criticize the 
Boston Athletic Association's 
(BAA) management of the race 
— has been put to bed for another 
year. 

Early in 1986, the debate 
undoubtedly will rage again: Has 
the BAA done enough to attract 
the “big name” runners? Should 
prize money be offered? What 
can be done to make the 
Marathon competitive without 


eroding the “tradition factor? 


Interviews conducted recently 
show that amateur Garden City 
runners — typical marathoners 
who never expected to have a 
laurel wreath on their heads at 
the end of the annual contest 
have as many opinions about 
which direction the Marathon 
should take as there are miles in 
the course. 

“I think the majority of people 
who run do it as a hobby or a way 
to keep fit. It’s really a nice thing 
to be in. Once you've done it, you 
always have that 
accomplishment to take with 
you. If you’re into the sport and 
you live in Boston, you want to 
participate,’ says Mary M. 
Scherr, of 194 Church St., one of 
the 5,546 entries who ran through 
the city Monday. 

This year’s run was the fourth 
Boston Marathon since 1978 for 
the 41-year-old Scherr, who said 
she had troubie finding the time 
to properly train this year. 

“Tran the New York Marathon 
last year with a lot of so-called 
world class runners and it didn’t 
have half the quality and 
excitement that Boston has,’’ she 
said, adding that she finds the 
running elite’s persistent 
criticism of the race “rude.” 

“It’s been such a soap opera 
over the past couple years. With 
the budget it has, the BAA has 
made a lot of improvements. The 
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race is very well organized this 
year. I think Boston is going to 
continue to be the premier event 
after all this hullabaloo about 
money for the legitimate world 
class runners dies down,’’ 
according to Scherr. 


Harold Gabriel, of Van Wart 
Pathway in Oak Hill, who ran his 
23rd Marathon Monday, has the 
exact opposite perspective 


“The big name runners, in my 
opinon, are what make the race. 
For the middle-of-the-packers 
like myself, it makes no 
difference one way or another. 
But, the reality of life today 
No money, no top flight runnet 
says the 43-year-old Gabriel, who 
believes private or commercial 
sponsorship of marathoners 
should become part of the Hub 
tradition. 


“The prestige of the race has 
gone downhill tremendously and 
will continue to do so until some 
of the popular theories about the 
Marathon change. I think it’s 
time for a new group to come in 
and put all these old-timers (on 
the BAA) to sleep and get the 
race into the 20th century. I think 
it can be done without losing any 
of the Marathon’s traditional 
qualities,’ he says, adding that 
he participates to make “a 
statement” about his level of 
physical fitness. 

John G. Turpin, 27, of Grove 
Street, was a youngster in 
Worcester when the name Bill 











Rodgers became synonymous 
with success in the Boston

“The reason I’m running is 
that it’s just something I grew up 
watching. I try to test my body 
and see what it's capable of 
doing, but I think I'd like to see

running crop. 

“One thing that’s great about 
the Boston Marathon is the way 
the community turns out and 
supports it. People come from all 
over the world to run in it. If 
community or international 
interest were to diminish because 
there's no rewards for the top 
runners, that would be bad. 
There’s no question about it. It 
would be a negative development 
and it could very well happen,” 
says Bowden.

Tax cap bars budget battles

NEWTON — If you're looking for a budget battle 
ripe with political intrigue, intensive lobbying and 
emotional consticuencies, you better head down 
Commonwealth Avenue to Boston City Hall. 

“There's little or no room for manuevering here. 
I don’t foresee any battles,’ aldermanic Finance 
Committee Chairman Paul Coletti said last week, 
gesturing toward his copy of the city’s proposed 
fiscal 1986 budget document. 

After nearly two weeks of budget sessions, the 
numerous aldermanic committees reviewing the 
city’s suggested fiscal blueprint have 
recommended only one substantial change — a 
$135,000 funding increase to pay for the ‘‘village 
study.”’ 

The School Department’s budget, which makes 
up nearly half the total spending called for, appears 
to be headed for an unscathed approval from the 
full board, as does the proposed spending package 
for two other sizable components, the Police and 
Public Works departments. 

Overall, the suggested budget for the year 
beginning July 1 features a 3 percent spending 
increase, which is mainly due to topics negotiated 
in collective bargaining agreements with the city’s 
municipal labor groups. 

The budget probably would have seen an increase 
of only 2% percent if it were not for the city’s one- 
time decision to finance the initial charges for the 
clean up of Boston Harbor from within the property 
tax levy. 

Coletti said he believes the scarcity of budget 
debate can be attributed to the fact that financial 
officials and aldermen have worked to address and 
correct potential problems during previous budget 
sessions. 


However, the most credit for the apparent 
aldermanic satisfaction with the budget package 
should go to Proposition 2%, according to Coletti. 

“By capping the growth of the budget, 
Proposition 2% has effectively stopped us from 
having department heads come in with wish lists,” 
he said. 

The tax-cap legislation has forced city officials to 
divert their attention from overall spending 
increases to specific appropriations for special 
priority projects, allowing aldermen to get a line- 
by-line picture of each department's budget, Coletti 
added. 

Because the spending proposed in the fiscal 1986 
budget is so carefully documented and so tightly 
constrained by Prop. 2%, the city’s free cash now 
commands center stage in fight for funds, he noted. 

Coletti said he expects the real battles to take 
place once it is known how much expendable 
surplus monies the city will have on June 31 at the 
end of fiscal 1985. 

Once a portion of the surplus is set aside for 
contigencies and turnbacks, Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann uses the remainder to fund a supplemental 
appropration package that usually consists of 
capital improvement projects. 

Since aldermen must find the funding for any 
additions they would like to make to the fiscal 1986 
budget — a process that usually involves cutting 
money from one department to give to another — 
the mayor’s supplemental budget request affords 
local legislators a rare opportunity to decide the 
fate of funds that are basically uncommitted, 
Coletti noted. 

If his observation is correct, the place to go for 
budget fights in the election-year tradition will be 
city hall in the late summer and fall.

Bigelow to retain staff 


NEWTON Administrators at 
Bigelow Junior High School are 
warding off attempts to shrink 
the school's staff and programs 
during the ‘lame duck" period 
that will end with it’s being 
closed. 

Despite cries that the single 
grade institution will have a ‘‘top 
heavy administration,'’ the 
School Committee last week 
voted 7 to 1 to approve rehiring 
Joan Yasse as an assistant 
principal teaching one class. 

Member Katherine Jones, who 
unsuccessfully attempted to alter 
the administrative appointment 
to a teaching position, voted 
against the measure. 

“With only 145 students, its 
seems more appropriate that the 
assistant principal assume more 
of a teaching position in view of 
the fact we have a full-time 
administrator,’’ Jones said. 

A plan to operate Bigelow for 
eighth graders during the 1985- 
1986 school year was adopted last 
month in conjunction with the 
closing and pupil redistricting 
dictum. Included in the school 
plan are guidelines for staffing, 
programming, special needs 
students, extra and co-curricular 
activities.

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NTA: Edbill insults public education

NEWTON — Local and state teacher unions will 
join forces in an attempt to derail the legislature's 
latest compromise in the two-year-old effort to 
revamp Massachusetts public schools. 

Hammered out by the Joint Legislative 
Committee on Education earlier this month, House 
bill 5900 contains a $521 million package of testing, 
standards and incentives. But teacher unions 
throughout the state charge the bill is “unfocused”’ 
lacking the equal opportunity provisions of earlier 
initiatives. 

“This bill has shifted from a better focused bill 
aimed at addressing the basic needs of school 
systems, students and teachers, to an out of focus 
bill with new proposals that seek to reward only the 
few ...,"° Massachusetts Teachers Association 
President Nancy Finkelstein stated recently. 

The legisaltion, which includes new ‘‘dramatic”’ 
programs is expected to land on the House floor this 
week. The bill is currently being considered by the 
Ways and Means Committee. 

The measure calls for spending $84.1 million in 
fiscal year 1986, $171.6 million in 1987 and $265 
million the final year. Last year’s school reform bill 
died at the close of the legislative session. 

Incentives provided to teachers in the proposal 
include raising teachers salaries and additional 
Horace Mann grants. Unique to this bill is an 
“Academic Improvement Megatournament"’ to 
provide incentives to students for excellence, a 
“Teacher Learning Corps’ to train prospective 
teachers and school improvement councils that will 


education related facilities. 

“By comparison to its predecessors, this latest 
bill is an insult to public education in the 
Commonwealth,”’ Newton Teachers Association 
President Tony Croce said last week. “It is the 
legislature’s answer for a quick fix, a cheap fix. To 
call it education reform is a tragedy.” 

In response to teacher union requests, the 
governor’s first initiative mandated the state 
subsidize a minimum $18,000 teacher salary. The 
latest committee bill would permit local School 
Committees to set the $18,000 minimum and provide 
state funds to bring them up to that level. Pay hikes 
would give teachers an average raise of $170 for the 
next two years and $400 in the third year. 

“It’s ludicrous to think that such an inadequate 
gesture would attract new teachers or inspire 
current teachers to stay,’’ Finkelstein stated. 

At a March 28 press conference, Senate 
Education Committee chairman Gerard D’Amico 
termed the bill ‘‘a very child-centered bill.” 

Union officials dispute this assertion as 
“rhetoric calling House 5900 a ‘‘throwback, 
proposing a number of 1960’s-style social 
experiments.’” 

Specifically, the bill’s opponents denounce an 
“Academic Improvement Megatournament,” a 
super bowl for schools that rewards six 
communities each year with $8 million based on 
test results. 

“The time for social experimentation in our 
schools has passed,”’ Finkelstein stated in response 
to the bill. ‘‘The basic needs of students — for 
adequate supplies, textbooks, the best teachers and

He also added that as a 
chairman of a committee, he prefers to support the 
wishes of another chairman. 

“I think teachers should be paid equal to their 
responsibility,’’ he said. ‘‘No other profession has a 
greater responsibility.” 

Union officials also admonished a stipulation in 
the bill that proposes to send $40 million in grants to 
school improvement councils over the next three 
years. Council expenditures will be independent of 
the School Committee and provide the same 
amount per pupil to wealthy and poor communities. 

School Committee Chairman Leonard Gentile 
rejected this argument saying ‘‘money is money.” 

“The idea is to get more money for education,” 
he said. “I have good faith in the people of 
Newton.”

NEWTON — Members of the citizens’ group 
formed three years ago to suggest a fate for the 
former Warren Junior High School property will 
be invited to comment on their original 
recommendations in light of new information 
involving the Washington Street site.

Irwin suggested the 14-member Warren JPAG 
be invited to comment ‘‘at least as a courtesy if 
no other reason’ because of the recently 
completed study of the site’s possible conversion 
into a library and because of a_ recent 
independent appraisal of the Warren’s value 
under a variety of reuse schemes. 

He argued that the new data, including the 
option of a mixed use for the site, might influence 
the JPAG’s original reuse suggestion and said 
the input would be helpful once aldermen re-open 
discussion on the matter.

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Police get video gear

: NEWTON — Police Chief William F. Quinn had a relatively easy 
time last week receiving clearance from the aldermanic Public 
Safety and Transportation Committee to buy video equipment for 


his department. 


It was Quinn’s fourth trip 
before the board in an effort to 
have money approved for the 
equipment purchase. The first 
two times ended in stalemates 
and verbal entanglements 
between Quinn and some of the 
aldermen, most notably 
Richard J. McGrath, who said 
he felt the committee wasn’t 
being given enough 
information to make a proper 
decision. 

Several weeks ago, Quinn 
returned to City Hall for the 
third time and was given the 
option by the committee of 
having the appropriation 
approved or looking more 
carefully at different ranges of 
equipment that might suit the 
department’s needs better. 

Quinn took the second option 
and, with the help of Paul 
Roberts, president of 
Newtonville Camera, was able 
pick to more and better 
equipment for approximately 
the same $10,000 price as his 
original proposal. 

Before the committee 
unanimously approved the 
purchase, McGrath said, ‘I 
don’t see how the delay of 
three or four weeks hurt the 
program. We end up with at 
least 25 percent more 
equipment... everybody has 
benefitted by this committee’s 
deliberation and reluctance to 
take at face value the 
information that was 
originally put before it. 

This is a concrete example 
of an aldermanic committee 
doing its review in a positive

manner.” 

Quinn responded by saying, 
“‘T had the opportunity to take 
the money and run the last 
time, but I took the advice of 
the committee and 
regrouped... I chose to 
cooperate further and I think 
we all learned something. 
Thank you very much.” 

The city will now purchase 
four video cameras instead of 
three. Other items on the new 
purchase list that weren't on 
the original list are two wide 
angle lenses and a telephoto 
lens for recording evidence, 
three tripods with dolleys, and 
two extended use batteries for 
field work. 

In addition, the new 
cameras being bought will be 
capable of automatically 
recording the time and date a 
segment for tape was 
recorded, thereby complying 
with what the Supreme 
Judicial Court has determined 
is admissable for videotape as 
evidence. 

The department will also 


buy three lightweight, 
portable video recorders, 70 
videotapes, two color 


monitors, and six carrying 
cases. 

Roberts, who has helped 
advise the State Police in 
buying video products, said 
the new equipment ‘“‘will give 
the department everything it 
needs for the next three or four 
years, absent it getting 


destroyed. The department's 
needs are completely covered 





and intelligently covered.”” 


Police budget sails

NEWTON — All but one section 
of the Police Department budget 
was recommended for approval 
by an aldermanic committee last 
week, but not before Alderman 
Richard J. McGrath and Police 
Chief William F. Quinn resumed 
one of their continuing 
arguments: whether or not the 
city needs policemen on 
motorcycles. 

The section of the budget held 
for further review dealt with the 
department's contract with 
Motorola for service of police 
walkie-talkies, which has 
steadily raised over the last 
couple years. 

Several committee members 
wanted to explore the possibility 
of switching to another service 
company or going back to an in- 
house radio service operation, 
which was abolished by the city 
several years ago. 

Near the end of Quinn’s four- 
hour meeting with the Public 
Safety and Transportation 
Committee, the police chief 
passed out a list of the older 
police cruisers he would like to 
replace with 14 new, top-of-the- 
line Ford LTD Crown Victorias. 

At this point, McGrath asked, 
“You're not buying anymore 
motorcycles, are you,’’ even 
though Quinn was not requesting 
any money for new bikes in the 
coming year. 

McGrath, who has always 
opposed having motorcycles on 
the force, said that when the 
Board of Aldermen voted to 
approve them, one of the selling 
points was that they were year- 
round vehicles. 

The department's motorcycle 
force has been grounded since 
winter when Patrolman Joseph 
Sturniolo was hit and injured by a 
drunk driver. 


Mahoney, Bergantino ‘retire’ 


(The following report has been 
culled from information sent to 
the Graphic by Lt. Charles E. 
Feeley (Ret.) who served the 
Newton Police Department and 
the entire city for more than 40 
years.) 


A little more than a month ago, 
the Newton Retirement Board 
placed the name of Det. William 
P. Mahoney on the “retired 
employee”’ list and notified the 
city treasurer to issue pension 
checks and mail them to his 
home. 

Both the Retirement Board and 
the city treasurer believe 
Mahoney has retired from active 
service. However, Chief William 
f. Quinn does not believe it; nor 
does Bill’s commanding officer, 
Capt. Walter Drew; nor does his 
partner, Frank DeVito, or even 
his brother Capt. Robert 
Mahoney. 

According to these men, 
Mahoney will not be considered 
‘active,’ but, without a doubt, 
will continue to be one of 
Newton’s finest — and ‘‘active” 
whenever his eyes are open. 

From the earliest memory of 
his contemporaries, Bill 
Mahoney has been a cop — at 
least since he was ten years old. 
In the immediate vicinity of his 
childhood home, there lived 
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seven policemen, including then- 
Chief Michael T. Hughes. 

Naturally, he had to wait until 
he was 21 to take the entrance 
examination, so he turned to 
other interests. As a boy, he 
started working for the Hinckley 
Bicycle and Locksmith Shop in 
Watertown. Later, he bought the 
business and ran it successfully 
until it was time to go off to World 
War II. When he returned after 
four years, he joined the Newton 
Police Department in 1946. 

During the late forties and 
early fifties, bookies in the area 
became rather arrogant and 
noticeable, and Mahoney was 
assigned, with the late Sgt. Tom 
McCormick and Officer Frank 
Turner, to alleviate the situation. 
In a short time, the names 
McCormick, Turner and 
Mahoney were well known and 
feared by the brotherhood of 
bookies, most of whom were put 
out of business or moved out of 
town. 

Mahoney was later assigned to 
the detective bureau, where he 
served for 18 years. 

As to his remaining ‘‘active”’ 
after his retirement — in the 
past, even when travelling out-of- 
town, off duty, he would notice 
something wrong and take a 
police officer's interest in the 
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activity. He was responsible for 
the arrest of burglars and 
housebreakers in parts of Boston, 
Watertown and Waltham. If he is 
around and something is wrong, 
he will let the authorities 
responsible know ‘‘what is going 
down.” 

Also retiring but remaining 
active in the community is James 
Bergantino, who, on loan to the 
Police Department from the 
city’s Streets Department sorted 
out a backlog of tens of thousands 
of parking tickets and collected 
more than $294,000 in fines. 


Speaking of Bergantino’s 
ambitious fundraising activities 
over the years, Murdock Fraser, 
president of City Hall Associates, 
stated, “If all the people who 
bought tickets from Bergie stood 
shoulder-to-shoulder, they would 
form a line from here to 


Tanglewood .... Well, Springfield 
anyway.” 

A dinner honoring Bergantino 
is being planned for the evening 
of April 26 at American Legion 
Post 440.

“Twelve months a year was 
ludicrous,’’ said McGrath. 
“They're not out on the road 
today because of the (Sturniolo) 
injury. Who cares whether he got 
hit or it was his fault? The point is 
that motorcycles increase 
injuries. The police chief in 
Somerville has abandoned them 
because he felt that safety of his 
officers was more important than 
the macho image.” 

Quinn: “Did I ever say they 
weren't dangerous?” 

McGrath; At one time you 
accused me of wishing harm on 
the men... When I give a 
policeman a gun, I increase his 
safety hazard automatically. But 
I don't see the value of the 
tradeoff of putting men on 
motorcycles in the city of 
Newton. They're of no more 
value than horses in the city of 
Newton.” 

Quinn: “There have been very 
few accidents. This kid 
(Sturniolo) got wiped out by a 
drunk driver. A couple of officers 
stopped short in good weather.”’ 


McGrath: ‘tHow many 
accidents have there been all 
together?”

We took them off on 
icy nights. The orders were to 
take them off the streets when it 
got slippery... I'm not hiding 
anything. I was pretty upset 
when the officer got hurt.””

Wife beating occurs every 18 seconds, ac- 
cording to F.B.I. statistics. The fact that those 
beatings are horrifying to endure is generally 
an accepted fact. What’s tougher for men and 
women to understand are the reasons why bat- 
tered women continue to stay with abusive 
partners, And how to stop this rampant in- 
cidence of battering. 

Over 100 mental health professionals 
attended a conference on Battering recently in 
Newton to explore those issues. Sponsored by 
Boston metropolitan area battered women’s 
programs including the Waltham Battered 
Women Support Committee, Inc., the 
conference was the first of its kind in 
Massachusetts. 


The highlight of the day-long event was an 
address by Dr. Lenore Walker of Denver, Col- 
orado, a psychologist who now fights domestic 
violence in the courts, Walker, who is president 
a Colorado law firm, founder of The Domestic 
Violence Institute in Colorado and author of 
two books on the subject, said courts are finally 
changing their perception of battered women 
who kill, noting that increasing numbers of bat- 
tered women who kill their husbands or lovers 
are being acquitted on murder charges in the 
name of self defense. 

Walker said society is finally acknowledging 
that battering exists and starting to take action 
to fight domestic violence. ‘‘Prior to the seven- 
ties, we always thought battering happened to 
a small percentage of people,’ she told the 
predominantly female audience. ‘We thought it 
happened to other families, that we were safe if 
we locked our doors 

“But now we're realizing that women and 
children are likely to be harmed from the same 
members of their family who love them and 
that such acts take place in over half the 
families in the U.S,"" 

Standing before a sign that read, ‘You Can't 
Beat a Woman,” Walker said, ‘We're finally 
standing up for our rights. We're saying to men 

because it's mostly men who batter women 

and to the courts that we will not continue to 
be battered," 

The only way to stop battering, she said, is to 
make the punishment high enough of a deter- 
rent, ‘Men must learn they will lose contact 
with their children or suffer a financial} loss.

Maybe then, we'll finally stop men who have no 
reason to stop, Until we make this clear to 
society, we'll continue to raise generations of 
societies that batter 

“We must say to men, ‘You have caused a 
psychological injury and it has a dollar figure 
for this woman and you must pay that,'’’ she 
emphasized, ‘We haven't quite gotten there 
yet, but I think we will.” 

One strategy for reaching that point, she 
said, is to foster a different societal attitude 
toward victims. ‘The attitude toward these 
women is unkind,” she claimed. ‘‘We see them 
as either meek, provocative, masochistic or 
promiscuous 

“But even if a woman did provoke his anger, 
it's the man’s responsibility not to react to his 
angry feeling with abusive behavior,” she 
stressed. ‘He can be angry, but it’s not 
justification for violence, except in self defense. 
That should be the bottom line." 

In addition to bleeding, black and blue marks

and scars, battering inflicts psychological pain 
That damage may be part of the reason why 
women sometimes don't leave their abusive 
situations as the psychological injuries often 
distort the woman's perception of reality 

“The process of living with someone who 
could unpredictably harm her keeps her off 
balance,” Walker explained, ‘She no longer 
knows whether her own behavior will keep her 
safe.” 

That uncertainty, according to Walker, leads 
to hypersensitivity to further violence. But the 
women don't protect themselves because they 
go through a mental process of denial, of 
minimizing their danger. 


“She's right when she says, ‘I can’t leave 
because he'll find me and hurt me worse,’ 
Walker said. ‘Studies indicate that when 
women leave, that’s the time they’re hurt the 
worse — unless they have a shelter to go to.” 

But Walker says debates over why victims

stay are beside the point. ‘‘The real question is 
why don't the men let them leave,” she said. 

At Emerge, a men’s counseling service on 
domestic violence, therapist David Adams 
tackles that issue. Adams s batterers have 
different ways of justifying th abusive 
behavior. ‘‘They claim they lose control,” he 
said, adding his response to that excuse is to 
ask the men why they didn’t kill the women, in 
an attempt to make the men realize they have 
more control than they think, that they're being 
selective about their actions 

Another common behavior is to blame the 
victim, saying, ‘‘She drove me to it,"’ Adams 
noted. In that situation, the therap id he 
tries to make the batterer see a connection bet- 
ween the woman’s action and his response. 
“The point is to show how self-defeating batter- 
ing behavior is to men,”’ Adams explained. “It 
causes a lack of closeness, a fear that she'll 
leave him, guilt.’ 

Adams noted it’s not easy to get batterers to 
seek help. “It usually has to come down to a 
crisis, when the woman leaves or the court in- 
tervenes,”’ he said, “Often, they’re very resis- 
tent to help. We have to get them to take 
responsibility for their situations. 

“It never occurs to them that they're break- 
ing the law,’ he added. ‘They look at it as 
their privilege. It's something others don't have 
the right to inquire about."” 

Walker called battering a natural outgrowth 
of a culture that considers women and children 
an extention of a man’s property, allowing both 
to be beaten ‘‘for their own good,”' to build 
their character. ‘Men were socially and legally 
responsible for women, therefo: sponsible 
for controlling their misbehavior he said, 
also blaming literature that depicts women as 
provoking violence and thereby liking it. 

“I've never men one woman who said she lik- 
ed it,’’ Walker said. 

Quoting the old adage that violence begets 
violence, Walker said the high incidence of bat- 
tering should not be surprising, considering 
television and other obvious vilence in our 
culture, The American culture also socializes 
women to be passive and men to be aggressive, 
she added 

Experts also claim men beat women to gain 
the power to which they feel entitled to in a 
patriarchial society, Walker said, adding she 
even blames religious influences which teach 
women to pray for men’s salvation, thereby 
fostering wife abuse 

“An analysis of the dominant cultural values 
says we're a society that tolerates violence, 
especially toward children," she said. ‘Few 
parents believe a child should not be spanked," 


Adams noted that the goals of the feminist 
movement are also helping to battered women 
escape their situations, ‘Women need alter 
natives, so they will not be economically depen 
dent on their husbands,”’ he said, ‘Women 
must be more valued, Whenever there is a 
group that is devalued by society, they're more 
abused,”’

Seniors’ Corner 


Bus offers chance 
for easy shopping 


(The following column is a regular feature compiled by the city’s 
Department of Human Services. ) 


Mr. Charles H. is a 73-year-old man living alone in his home in 
Newton Centre. He is unable to drive because of deteriorated 
eyesight. There is no supermarket close enough for him to walk to 
so he was taking a cab once a week to get his shopping done. 


In the February issue of the 
Golden Times senior citizen 
newsletter, he saw an article 
describing the Newton Senior 
Citizens Shoppers’ Bus. The 
article said that there was a 
bus that transported seniors to 
supermarket shopping areas 
on Tuesdays, Wednesdays and 
Thursdays for a $1 round trip 
fee. The article indicated that 
by contacting the Department 
of Human Services at City Hall 
(552-7170) he could get more 
information. 


He called the next morning 
and spoke to Dorothy Little. 
She told him that there was a 
bus trip going to the Chestnut 
Hill Star Market in his area on 
Thursdays — an earlier bus 
starting just after 9 a.m. anda 
later bus just before 10. 


Dorothy told Mr. H. that the 
bus could provide him with 
door-to-door service and that 
the driver would help him 
carry his bundles into the 
house. Mr. H. decided to give 
the bus a try. He signed up for 
the Thursday bus and was told 
he would be picked up at about 
9:15 a.m. 


The bus arrived on time and 
picked up several other 
shoppers before it headed to 
the market. Mr. H. was told by 
May Macmillan, the bus 
monitor, that the bus would

leave promptly at 11, which 
would give him enough time to 
shop at the supermarket and 
stop in at one or two of the 
other stores nearby. 


By 11, Mr. H. had gone to the 
bank, purchased a birthday 
card at the pharmacy for his 
grandaughter and completed 
his shopping at the market. 
Volunteer coordinators 
Susanne Spatz and Doris 
Lelchook informed him that 
the bus service provides eight 
separate trips covering eight 
different areas of Newton per 
week. 


The money to keep the bus 
going and growing comes from 
the riders’ donations, financial 
support from West Suburban 
Elder Services and donations 
from businesses. The 
Department of Human 
Services provides overall 
coordination. They also said 
that volunteer help is always 
needed and appreciated. New 
riders are always being sought 
and the service can be 
expanded in the future.

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Mail order weapons worry martial arts experts

NEWTON Martial arts experts and 
Newton police warn that a dangerous fad is 
developing among Boston area teenagers: 
mail order purchase of martial arts weapons 
which are illegal to carry in Massachusetts. 


Though police and school administrators 
say few children have actually been seen 
cartying or practicing with these weapons, 
martial arts experts say the fad is definitely 
growing not only among young adults taking 
martial arts classes but filtering down to 
elementary school children, some of whom 
have reportedly begun to fashion the items 
themselves 


The weapons which date back to feudal 
Asia have become popular in the past year 
as movies such as ‘Enter the Ninja” and 
“Revenge of the Ninja’ have glamorized 
their use, said Larry Kelley, New England 
karate champion and owner of a large 
karate studio in Amherst. 


One favorite instrument is nunchaku, a 
pair of long wooden dowels or metal bars 
connected by chain or rope. The user holds 
the two sticks together, then lets one handle 
go with enough force to smash bone. Another 
common collectible is shuriken or Chinese 
star, a thin metal star-shaped object three 
inches in diameter, the points curving 
inward are frequently sharpened. When 
thrown the Chinese star’s points stick like a 
knife into a target. 


“We have heard from our youth officers in 
the schools that nunchakus and shurikens 
have become popular, particularly among 
those in the fifth and sixth grade,” said 
Newton Police Chief William Quinn, “We 


haven't actually had many incidents, but we 
want to warn people about it before it gets 
out of hand.” 

“T’ve seen kids in their early teens playing 
with them on the street but not with 
malicious intent, said Countryside 
Elementary School Principal Vincent 
Simone. ‘Fortunately they have not made 
their way into the school.” 

About a month ago a Newton parent 
removed Chinese throwing stars from an 
elementary school child at a bus stop, said 
Newton juvenile officer Paul Golden. 
Waltham and Watertown detectives who 
specialize in handling juvenile cases say 
there have been rare incidents of children 
seen throwing Chinese stars, but the officers 
say there is no wide-spread problem. 


Although malicious use may be rare, there 
is a great potential danger, says Officer 
Golden. “I consider these things more 
dangerous than knives because they are 
easily concealable, particuarly Chinese 
stars. You can stick them in your pocket.” 


Under Massachusetts law nunchaku, 
butterfly knives and Chinese stars are in 
same category of dangerous weapons as 
double-edged knives and switchblades. 
Although it is legal to possess them at home 
or business, it is illegal to carry them in 
pocket or car, and a conviction is punishable 
by up to two and one-half years in prison. 


The weapons have achieved great 
popularity through martial arts classes. ‘I 
know of at least 20 kids who carry nunchakus 
in their cars. All are taking martial arts 
classes,"’ said Newton police veteran 
Richard Toli. ‘Most never use them. Just 
keep them in their cars.” 


“I wonder how one can teach them legally. 
It's like teaching switchblade use,"’ said 
Golden. 

The law does not prohibit teaching of such 
weapons. And nunchakus are taught at self 
defense academys such as Fred Villari's 
according to one instructor at Vaillari’s 
Waltham studio. Karate expert Rocky Di 
Rico refuses to teach the weapons in his 
Watertown studio. He says, however, kids 
are getting an education in martial arts 
weaponry elsewhere. 


“Unfortunately kids are learning how to 
use these things in an illegal fashion in 
garages or basements. I hear of elementary 
kids making throwing stars out of coffee can 
tops, cutting the edges with snips.”” 


New England karate expert Larry Kelley 
says he has heard the same thing from his 
students, heard enough to make him act. 


“State law says you can’t manufacture or 
carry these dangerous weapons but a seven- 
year-old can have one delivered to his home 
via the post office,’ said Kelley who is 
pushing for federal legislation that would 
ban the sale of martial arts weaponry by 
mail. 


“Anytime you're dealing with mail there is 
no control,"’ he said. As an indication of the 
mail order demand, Kelley said that a 
popular karate magazine, ‘‘Black Belt’, 
carried advertisements from 42 martial arts 
weapons dealers. In 1980, he said, there were 
only six. 

“It's a craze that’s gone beserk,”’ he said. 
“Any school administrator or police chief 
who doesn’t speak up about it is only adding 
to this.”

Grow a bath sponge in your garden

Q. I’m about to order my seeds. 
Do you have any advice on 
getting crops to harvest sooner? 

S.P., Mansfield, Ohio. 

A. First off, look for ‘‘days to 
maturity’’ in the catalogs, or on 
seed rackets themselves. Count 
the days between final spring 
frost and first fall frost for your 
area, so you’ll be able to grow the 
faster-growing varieties. Also 


selec’ cold-tolerant varieties, 
whe at feature is specified, if 
you ¥ got a short growing 
season. 


In many areas it’s short but hot 
and dry, so heat-tolerant is 
helpful, too. You can start seeds 
indoors in small flats to get a real 
jump on spring. I transplant most 
vegetables at least twice, to 
encourage the strongest possible 
root system. This will anchor my 
young plants quicker, and bring 
them sooner to the fruiting stage. 

Concentrate on spinach, onion 
sets, kale, lettuces, the crops that 
do real well even in cold and wet 
conditions of spring. You can of 
course buy your already-started 
plants to set out in your garden. 
The cabbage family plants — 
broccoli, cauliflower, Brussels 
sprouts, etc. — will do real well in 
cold spring weather, so they can 
goinearly.

Q. I’m getting tired of the same 
old vegetables. How about some 
fun things to grow? 

F.B., New Windsor, Md. 

A. Have you heard of the bath 
sponge that grows in the garden? 
It’s called the Luffa Sponge 
Squash. It grows just like 
summer squash, only when it’s 
mature you peel off the skin — 
which has grown into a thin but 
brittle outside shell — and then 
shake out the seeds. The 
membrane inside is a very 
flexible and smooth sponge, used 
over the ages as a scrubber for 
dishes but fine enough for the 
skin. 

I get a big kick out of growing 
some cukes in bottles, pickling 

them when grown full-sized and 
up to limits of the bottle, and 
giving them to friends. I just slip 
a bottle with about a one-inch 
neck over a tiny developing 
cucumber. The cuke will grow 
big right inside, but you must 
pick it before it squashes itself up 
against the bottle. Folks can 
never figure out how that big dill 
pickle got inside! You just slice it 
into chunks with a knife and 
spear to remove them. 

Kohlrabi is fun to grow, and not 
too many gardeners do. I call 
them the “sputniks’ of the 
garden, with their branches and

leaves flying out from the above- 
ground bulb in all directions. I 
eat them raw like apples. The 
taste is close to a cabbage (to 
which they are related) but 
sweeter. They’re good fresh- 
grated into slaws and salads, or 
sliced thin and served with dips. 

Also, don’t forget to autograph 
your pumpkins! If you have 
youngsters around, this is a 
must. Just take a ‘ballpoint pen 
and inscribe a name on a 
pumpkin when it’s softball-sized. 
Break the skin as you do so. At 
maturity, the letters will have 
reached a few inches high and be 
very legible. 

Who says gardening can’t be

Now’s the time for lawn care

The end of winter and the first 
spring thaw tell you it’s time to 
begin the care program that will 
make your lawn a success this 
year. 

“Thorough planning and 
proper and steady maintenance 
are the keys to a healthy, green 
lawn,”’ explains agronomist 
Bernard P. Bross of Spectrum 
Home and Garden Products, a 
leading maker of insecticides and 
weed killers, 

Start by assessing the damage 
winter has done to your yard, 
says Bross. Rid the lawn of all 
thatch and debris that can impair 
new growth. Aerate the soil to 
provide roots with more water 
and air. 

Fertilizer should be applied 
once in early spring and again in 
early summer. An extra 
application of fertilizer may also 
be necessary in late spring in 
areas where heavy spring rains 
have washed nutrients away. 

Lawns with bare patches can 
be thickened and revived by 
early spring spot-seeding. Larger

bare areas may require sodding 
which can be done anytime 
during the growing season. 

Bross also emphasizes the 
importance of early insect and 
weed control in any lawn care 
program. 

Spring, when weeds are just 
beginning to emerge, is the 
optimum time to apply weed 
killer to prevent newly planted 
and already established growth 
from being choked and robbed of 
essential water and nutrients. 

For successful weed control, 
Bross suggests early and 
repeated application of a 
multipurpose weed killer which 
contains a formula that is 
effective against most types of 
spring and later-season weeds. A 
product that is effective against 
many different weeds is handy 
for most home owners who may 
not be able to identify specific 
weeds troubling their lawns. 

When applying weed killer, 
avoid spray drift to other nearby 
vegetation. Newly planted grass 
should be treated with weed 
killer only after seeds are well 
established.

Q. I don’t have land to garden 
but have had some success 
growing in containers. Will the 
vegetables really reach full size? 

H.M., Chicago. 

A. Not only do vegetables grow 
to full size in containers, but you 
can grow ‘em all — cherry 
tomatoes to beefsteak! In one 
windowbox garden I had this last 
year that was only 10 feet long — 
and the standard 1 foot wide — I 
raised 15-some vegetables. I 
grew an eggplant, cabbage, 


spong-like filler or inert 
material, like vermiculite. This 
will help moisture retention.

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Lawn mowing not

Mowing the lawn doesn’t 
have to be a chore — at least, it 
doesn’t have to be as big a 
chore as most of us make it, 
according to spokesmen at 
The O.M. Scott & Sons Co. 

The spokesmen offer the 
following tips to help make 
mowing a lawn more pleasant 
and beneficial. 

Mower maintenance. Keep 
the blade sharp, because it not 
only takes more muscle power 
to operate a mower with a dull 
blade, it also uses up more 
gasoline or electricity. In 
addition, a dull mower blade 
chops off grass leaves rather 
than slicing them cleanly. In 
just a few days, your lawn can 
end up looking dry and brown. 

Mowing direction. The 
direction you use a mower can 
make the job either more or 
less difficult. For example, 
pushing a mower uphill or 
letting it pull you down 
requires more energy than 
mowing across a_ slope. 


Curved lawn edges rather than 
sharp angles eliminate starts 
and stops. 





If your landscape design 
causes many stops and starts, 
you may consider improving it 
with curved planting beds and 
circular areas of mulch or 
ground cover around trees. 

Alternating patterns. Once 
you've determined the right 
directions to mow, you'll 
benefit by alternating the 
pattern. This will help 





eliminate wheel tracks in your 
lawn. 

Mowing frequency. Start 
mowing once every week in 
the spring and continue 
mowing once a week 
throughout the growing 
season. When the grass growth 
slows down, you can cut back 
on mowing frequency. You 
should continue mowing, 


however, as long as the grass 
is growing, which often is until 
late fall. 

Mowing height. The seasons 
dictate how high or low you 
should mow. During the heat 
of summer, raise the cutting 
height as much as an inch. 
Never mow too low in hope of 
prolonging the time between 
mowings. This practice will 
weaken the grass and 
encourage weeds. 

Also, never cut off more 
than one-third of the length of 
the grass in a single mowing. 
If you miss a mowing, raise 
the cutting height slightly the 
next time. Then, bring the 
height back down when you 
mow again. Cutting off too 
much grass at once can 
“shock"’ the grass plants and 
cause them to turn brown. 

Lawn clippings. Some lawn 
owners like to leave clippings 
in the belief that they add 
nutrients to the lawn. But an 
excess of clippings can cause 
the turf to turn yellow or 
brown. A leaf sweeper or lawn 
vacuum will pick up clipping: 
So will a mower with a grass 
catcher attached. 














Choosing the best gas grill to suit your needs

In the market for a gas grill for 
outdoor cooking? 
Arkla Industries, a

Following are some excerpted 
tips: 

Lighting. An automatic ignitor 
will make it easier to ignite a gas 
grill. 

Burner. An H-shaped burner 
delivers the most even heat 
distribution over the entire 
cooking area. 

Briquettes. The best cooking 
“rock”’ is natural porous lava. It 
provides good transmission of 
heat and collects juices for 
burning and smoking. Barbecue 
flavor comes from smoke and 
flames generated by juices 
dripping on hot briquettes. 

Controls. In order to make 
lighting and temperature 
adjustments without stooping, 
look for up-front controls. 
Controls also should have a 
“push-in-to-start” safety lock to 
prevent accidental use by 
children. 

Dual burners are economical 
because just one side can be used 
for smaller cooking needs. Such 
grills also are ideal for cooking at 
different temperatures at the 
same time. 

Cooking grids. Whether you 
choose a wide cast-iron grid or a 
smaller wire grid, be sure it has a 
porcelain coating for better 
cooking and easier cleaning. 

Lid. The lid should be light 
enough to raise and lower easily 
and should be high enough so that 
a large fowl or ham can fit 
comfortably with the lid closed. 

Handle, It should be located on 
the side of the lid and insulated to 
prevent heat transfer from the

Cart and base should be made 
of metal. Plastic bases can be 
subject to temperature 
variations, causing expansion 
and contraction damage.

The 
tank should be easy to remove 
and connect. Tank-to-hose

Consumer Reports 
Test your smoke alarm 


By the Editors 
of Consumer Reports 


Smoke detectors can save 
lives, but only if they’re kept in 
good working order. If you have 
smoke detectors in your home 
and you should it’s important 
that you test them regularly to 
make sure they are working. 

All of the smoke detectors 
tested by Consumer Reports’ 
engineers have a test button that 
lets you check to see if they are 
working. For detectors made 
after November 1979, pushing the 
button provides a complete check 
of the unit. 

For instance, a push will 
indicate whether the battery is 
live and the smunding device is 
working. The test will also 
simulate a fixed amount of 
smoke to check the unit’s smoke- 
sensing capabilities. 

However, pushing a test button 
won't tell you if the detector has 
clogged air slots that are 
preventing real smoke from 
entering. 

To overcome that problem, the 
engineers suggest a more 
reliable test subjecting the 
detector to real smoke. 

You can do that by holding a 
burning wooden match about 6 
inches away from the unit. The 
smoke from the burning match 
should trigger the alarm for any 
ionization type of smoke detector 
within about 3¢ seconds. (For 
older photoelectric models, blow 
out the match and let the smoke 


drift into the detector. ) 

Another way to test smoke 
detectors is with a new product 
called Safe Smoke — a colorless, 
non-toxic aerosol that, when 
sprayed, is intended to set off a 
smoke detector from as much as 
8 feet away. A container is 
available from Home Safeguard 
Industries, P.O. Box 4073, 
Malibu, CA, 90265, for $4 plus 
shipping. 

Consumer Reports’ engineers 
tested Safe Smoke on several 
different types of smoke 
detectors. At short range, the 
engineers found that a one- 
s spray was enough to 
both photoelectric and 
ion smoke detectors. The 
simulated smoke cleared 
quickly, allowing the alarm to cut 
off within 10 to 30 seconds. At 6 
feet, a one-second burst would set 
off a photoelectric detector 

But it took a two- or three- 
second burst to get the same 
consistency of response from an 
ionization detector. From 8 feet 
below, the spray couldn't be 
counted on to activate an 
ionization detector, although it 
would still trigger a 
photoelectric. 








The engineers think that Safe 
Smoke is a worthwhile substitute 
for matches or candles when 
testing detectors with real 
smoke. Safe Smoke could be even 
more appropriate in houses or 
apartments that have more than 
one smoke detector.

Having the two best basketball teams in 
the state both in the Suburban League didn’t 
leave much room on the All-Star team for 
anyone who wasn't from Brockton or 
Cambridge Rindge and Latin, but Waltham 
still managed to put Jamie Bourque on the 
first team. Bourque and Quincy's Bill 
Shaughnessy were the only two players on 
the squad who didn’t play for either the 
Boxers or Cantabs. 

That left four other spots for the two 
powerhouses, who split them down the 
middle. Brockton’s Pat Boen was named the 
circuit’s Most Valuable Player, and 
teammate Mike Shelby also made the squad. 

Cambridge had forward John Evans and 
guard Rumeal Robinson among the elite. 

Newton North wasn’t represented on the 
first team, but did place Greg Lee on the 
second. He was joined there by Waltham’s 
Steve Donnelly. North Quincy and Brookline 
were the other two clubs not to have a player 
in the top six. Brookline did place a couple of 
players on the third team, while North 
Quincy was not represented in the three 
teams that were chosen. 

North was also represented on the third 
team, in the personage of Gregg Weltz. 

Brockton’s Boen was perhaps the biggest 
factor in the Boxers’ first state 
championship ever. The guard finished 
second in the league in scoring, at over 18 
points a game, by using a variety of moves. 
He can score from inside and outside. The 
hoop All-Scholastic also plays baseball for 
Brockton in the spring. 

Teammate Shelby was also an All- 
Scholastic. A 6-5 power forward, he was right 
behind Boen in the scoring parade and was 
among the best rebounders in the league. 

All-Scholastic number three on the six- 
man All-Star squad is Cambridge's 


Robinson. Only a junior, Robinson might be 
the most recruited player in the state since 
Pat Ewing. The guard is lightning quick and 
led the Cantabs to the Eastern Mass. final 
(where they lost to Brockton). During the 
season he averaged over 17 points a game 
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Newton North center Greg Lee 


while running the show from his point guard 
slot. 

Evans had to play in Robinson’s shadow 
all season, but he’s a legitimate All-Star in 
his own right. He possesses a variety of skills 
up front. 

Shaughnessy was a football All-Star last 
fall, and made the transition to the hardwood 
rather nicely. He's an outstanding shooter. 

Brockton’s starting five all made the All- 
Star team in one form or another. Curtis 
Jackson and Odell Wilson were on the second

team, while Dan Anglin was voted to the 
third squad. 

Cambridge only missed by one, as the 
Cantabs put Bob Francis on the second team 
and Troy Smoot on the third.

Jamie Bourque — Capable of playing 
either guard slot, Bourque’s scoring average 
was probably hurt by his ballhandling 
responsibilities this winter. He still managed 
to score about 15 points a game, even though 
opposing teams knew that he and Donnelly 
were virtually the Hawks’ entire offense. 

“He’s absolutely one of the leaders of the 
team," said Cacciatore of the 6-1 senior. ‘‘He 
works at the game 12 months out of the year. 
He improved himself by attending summer 
basketball camps.” 

Like Donnelly, Bourque will probably be 
attending prep school next year. Eventually, 
Cacciatore feels that he will wind up as a 
point guard at a Division II or III school.

Two Newton doctors 
Pioneer surgery saves leg 


NEWTON — A breakthrough 
microsurgical procedure 
implemented at St. Elizabeth's 
Hospital for the first time 
recently offers a Waltham man a 
chance of remaining intact. 
Severe trauma made amputation 
of his leg a strong possibility but 
thanks to the latest 
microvascular surgery, 
performed by Newton 
physicians, Dr. Mark R. Belsky 
and Dr. Paul Feldon, the 30-year- 
old cyclist is on the mend. 

A friend rushed the young man 
to St. Elizabeth’s Emergency 
Treatment Center minutes after 
his motorcycle accident. The 
companion feared he would bleed 
to death. The cyclist’s leg had 
suffered massive damage, half 
the circumference between the 
knee and ankle was totally open, 
muscle and tendons destroyed 
and the bone broken into three 
pieces. 

On hand at the hospital was St. 
Elizabeth's orthopedic surgeon, 
Dr. Lester Sheehan, and a full 
support staff. Dr. Sheehan's 
initial evaluation and treatment 
led to the major effort to save the 
leg. The patient was rushed to the 
operating room where his 
wounds were cleansed and the 
leg temporarily splinted. Dr. 
Sheehan determined that 
essential nerves and blood 
vessels were in place and the foot 
viable. 

What began then was a 
complicated surgical therapy 
evolving over several months 
and involving a number of 
operative procedures. To Dr. 
Sheehan fell responsibility for the 
bone work including a bone graft 
to reinforce the shattered leg and 
encourage regrowth. That in 
itself was innovative technique. 

But a major problem 
remained, covering the gaping 
flesh wound. It is difficult, if not 
impossible, for conventional skin 
grafts to take on exposed bone, 
explains Dr. John G. Sullivan, 
chairman of surgery at St. 
Elizabeth’s. There must be living 
tissue to support the surface. 
Doctors had grappled with this 
problem over the years, Dr. 
Sullivan notes. Up until recently 
replacement techniques were far 
from ideal, requiring plastic 
surgery, long hospitalization and 
no promise of successful healing. 

When presented with the 
options the patient determined 
upon the breakthrough muscle 
transplant performed by 
microvascular specialists, Dr. 


Mark R. Belsky, and Dr. Paul 
Feldon, chief of hand surgery at 
St. Elizabeth’s. The procedure 
which overcame many of the 
medical difficulties took muscle 
and blood vessels from the thigh 
and transferred them to the 
injured leg with the aid of an 
operating microscope. The 
microscope enabled the surgeons 
to reattach even the tiniest 
vessels providing a good blood 
supply. 


The blood supply to the 
transferred muscle was 
interrupted for less than 60 
minutes, but two surgical teams 
labored for six hours to begin and 
complete the intricate process. 
One surgical group was 
responsible for detaching the 
viable tissue, the other for 
preparing the leg to receive the 
new tissue. The result was a 
perfectly revascularized area to 
cover the fractured bones and 
support a conventional skin 
graft. 


The Newton physicians have 
perfected their technique over 


the past several years. Muscle 
implantation is particularly 
effective in treating massive 
trauma and chronic open wounds 
such as those common to 
osteomyelitis. ‘It’s the kind of 
service that belongs at St. 
EBlizabeth’s,’’ Dr. Belsky 
emphasizes. 

Dr. Sullivan concurs. He 
stresses the importance of the 
team approach with different 
surgical specialites combining 
skills to give total care. “It 
shortens the hospital stay with 
much less discomfort and 
disfigurement for the patient, 
and there’s ease of access for the 
community,”’ he comments. 

Waltham resident Fred 
LoPresti celebrated his 30th 
birthday on December 31. A 
telephone technician, he has 
hopes of returning to work. 
Considering the severity of the 
injuries, he knows he is lucky to 
have progressed thus far. The 
bone is healing and the patient is 
now in a _ below-the-knee 
functional cast which allows both 
knee and ankle exercise.

HARTFORD, Conn. (UPI) — “Get 
Out Alive!”’ is the name and the point 
of a package designed by The 
Hartford Insurance Group to help 
travelers survive hotel fires. 

The advisory booklet in the package 
provides safety tips, including these: 

—Upon arrival at the hotel, check 
emergency exits, fire extinguisher 
locations and whether or not doors to 
stairwells allow re—entry.

DETROIT (UPI) — Have you looked 
at the top of your engine oil can lately? It 
may read something like this: API 
Service SF, SE, CC, SAE 10W-30, Energy 
Conserving. 

Canging the engine oil is probably the 
routine most commonly handled by do- 
it-yourself motorists. Yet few are able to 
translate the alphabet soup inscriptions 
atop each can. 

Three associations are responsible for 
the conglomeration of letters and 
numbers, all meant to save the 
consumer from himself. Since 1983 the 
American Petroleum Institute has been 
licensing oil companies to use the API 
service classifications. API has no 
testing facilities, so the oils are tested by 
ASTM, a Philadelphia company that 
develops test methods. 

Since 191l@he Society of Automotive 
Engineers, ofSAE, has been grading 
motor oils according to viscosity, or 
thickness, and that designation appears 
in the center of the can’s top. 

What follows is a deciphering of those 
letters and numbers. 

FirsD the numbers. Basically, the 
higher the number, the thicker the oil. 
Most oils now have multi-viscosity 
ratings such as 10W-30, which cover a 
wide temperature range. The W means 
the oil has been appoved for winter use, 
and is fine for all other seasons as well. 

Automakers agree that lower viscosity 
oil provides better fuel economy because 
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its thinner substance causes less 
friction. They also agree, however, that 
higher viscosity oils may be necessary 
for proper lubrication during high 
temperatures, when an oil tends to break 
down and thin out. 

General Motors recommends using 
the lowest grade possible for the 
expected temperature range. Beginning 
with 1986 models, GM suggests a 5W-30 
oil, recommended for use between 
minus 20 degrees to 100 degrees F. 

GM is pushing 5W-30 because its better 
fuel economy raises the automaker's 
government-mandated fleet fuel 
average, or CAFE numbers, API said. 

Thicker oils, such as 10W-30 or 15W-40 
grades, are recommended by 
carmakers for higher temperature 
ranges. Single grade oils like a 30W have 
the smailest temperature range. 

Thick engine oil in very cold weather 
could congeal in the crankcase and not 
get up into critical areas when the 
engine is first started. 

High mileage engines, however, may 
benefit from heavier oils like a 10W~40 or 
10W-50 grade because they coat internal 
surfaces with a thick film, compensate 
for larger clearances caused by excess 
wear, and improve engine compression 
by providing a better seal between 
cylinders and piston rings. 

Owners who have their oil changed at 
service stations should specify the 
oilgrade recommended in their owners 
manuals. 

Now the letters. 

An API service rating of “‘SF’’ means 
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Reading your motor oil 


the oil meets all new car warranty 
requirements for 1981 and newer 
models. ‘‘SE"' means the oil is usable in 
all 1972-1980 vehicles. ‘‘SD’’ means the 
oil is good for all 1968-1971 cars. ‘‘SC”’ is 
adequate for all 1964-1967 models. An 
“SB” rating means the oil affords only 
minimal protection, and “SA” is pure 
mineral oil that should be avoided. 

Today’s new cars, obviously, require 
engine oils with an “SF” designation, 
either alone or with a lower rating such 
as an “SE.” Any oil without an “SF” 
could cause engine damage and void the 
warranty 

Diesel engine owners should look for 
the “CC” or “CD” rating as well. 

The can also may specify whether it is 
an energy conserving product. 
Automakers recommend oils that say 
things like “Energy Conserving” or 
“Friction Reducing,’’ as long as they 
also meet the right quality and viscosity. 

The best way to prolong engine life is 
to change the oil and filter every 3,000 
miles or so — regardless of the 7,500 oil 
change intervals recommended by 
manufacturers. 

Not changing the oil filter means the 
dirty oil inside it has already 
contaminated clean oil, and all five 
quarts or so are passing through an old 
filter. 

Speaking of filters, stick to a reputable 
name brand. Don't forget to coat the 
filter’s rubber ring with fresh oil before 
installing. It provides a good seal and 
makes the filter a lot easier to remove 
the next time around. 


London's ‘sin section’ cleans up

LONDON (UPI) — Wicked old Soho, 
central London’s ‘‘square mile of sin,”’ is 
cleaning up its act. 

“In a way we are so respectable and 
ordinary,”’ said Brian Burrough of the 
Soho Society, a group representing 
residents. ‘‘I mean, we are positively 
boring.” 

Boring? Soho? Come on. 

The district, an irregular 
parallelogram bounded by Regent 
street, Oxford street, Charing Cross 
road and Shaftesbury avenue, earned 
fame as home to giants of the art world 
— poet William Blake, essayist William 
Hazlitt, Venetian painter Canaletto. 

Today, its real reputation is as the 
British capital’s greatest concentration 
of restaurants of every nationality, 
specialty food shops — and sex for sale. 

“Girlies, my boy!’’ cries a hawker 
outside a strip joint. ‘‘Real beauties! 
Naked baby, naked.”’ 

“Peep show,’’ say the signs. ‘‘Nude 
girls live on stage! Dry sauna and 
massage.’’ 

The storefront sex trade mushroomed 
after World War II, when most of Soho’s 
small buildings, some dating from the 
17th century, were in such disrepair that 
residents thought the only alternative

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was demolition. 

“It (the sex trade) really got a grip on 
Soho because it was anticipated that 
most of Soho was going to be 
demolished,’’ Burrough said. ‘‘So most 
of the owners would only give short 
leases."’ 

In recent years, the sleaze threatened 
to overwhelm Soho’s artesans — makers 
of gold lace, of cabinets, veneer workers, 
violin and cello makers, clock restorers, 
tailors, theatrical costumers and film 
makers. 

But backed by a _ special police 
division, new legislation and the support 
of Soho’s 4,000 residents, a campaign to 
clean up Soho has been dramatically 
successful. 

“Whereas 18 months ago about 185 
buildings were being used by the vice in 
Soho for sex-related activities, we are 
now down to 80,”’ Burrough said. 

A 1983 licensing law cut the number of 
Soho sex shops from ‘‘over 60 to a mere 


six,’’ said Peter Hartley, chairman of 
the Westminster Environmental 
committee. 


“The climate has changed,’’ said Chief 
Supt. Norman Brown of new police unit 
assigned to Soho. ‘‘Vice is diminishing. 

Most striking, Brown said, is the 
elimination of streetwalkers. He said 
less than 20 remain.

that ‘there are very few prostitutes in 
Soho. Probably less than there have ever 
been.” 

But although the number of hard-core 
sex shops and striptease joints is down, 
some of their vacated premises ‘‘have 
gone over to the nude encounter parlor, 
the peep shows or the near-beer bars,’’ 
said Hartley. Burrough is undaunted. 

“They are only a symptom of the 





change, actually,’’ the citizens’ 
representative said. New legislation 
promises to ‘‘subject those activities to 


control as well,’’ Burrough said. 


Hartley concedes there will 
undoubtedly continue to be a sex trade in 
Soho. But he wants it within the rule of 
the law. 

“It should be a small, well-run, with 
professional operators, with no 
criminals, no mafia, no fronts, by 
respectable business people who offer 
their services at fair prices’ Hartley 
said. 

Even he does not see a complete end to 
the sex trade. 

“There is no question that whatever 
we do, no matter how stringent, however 
much our clean-up campaign is 
successful, prostitution is here to stay,” 
he said. “It is, after all, the oldest 
industry.’”’

Asked to comment on the 
validity of the reports, 
Cornelius said Cameron 
confirmed that inspections 
have not been completed 
since 1983.

entrances, exits, emergency 
signs, fire alarm systems, 
restrooms, stairwells and 
public gathering areas. 
According to Cameron, each 
building inspection will take 
an official two hours to 
complete. 

Dinezio cited Section A4 of 
the State Building Code that 
also requires assembly halls 
and schools in which 10 or 
more students gather to be 
inspected annually prior to the 
issuance of certification. He 
noted that the maximum time 
a certificate of inspection will 
last is one year. 

Dinezio said the decision to 
close a building would be 
based on whether existing 
violations are ‘‘severe’” or 
“non-severe.’’ He said if 
construction has not occurred 
in an existing building that’s 
been inspected before, the 
“chances are’’ it can get by 
without inspection.

to the management of that 
department. I hope that, 
before the budget session is 
over, the (Public Facilities) 
committee reviews the 
performance of that 
department.’’ 

Aldermen Louis Irwin and 
George Mansfield also said 
they were ‘‘bothered” by the 
city’s failure to annually 
inspect school buildings.

First zoning report in years issued 
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burgeoning zoning problems. 
According to Cameron’s 
report, the Building 
Department received 22 
written zoning-related 
complaints from the beginning 
of January to the end of 
March, down significantly 
from the 75 complaints 
received for the same period 
last year and the 72 filed for 
the first three months of 1983. 
Eight of the 1985 complaints 
involved illegal apartments, 
borders or rooming houses, six 
pertained to the parking of 
commercial vehicles in 
residential zones, two involved 
businesses operating in 
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Congregation Mishkan Tefila 
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residential zones, five 
regarded structural work 
being done without permits 
and one was listed as 
“miscellaneous,” according to 
the report. 

About six of the complaints 
were determined to be 
“valid,” meaning that they 
were ‘‘sufficiently well- 
founded to merit further 
investigation,’’ Cameron 
wrote. 

In addition to providing 
Statistical data regarding 
written complaints, Cameron 
also complied with the 
ordinance’s call for a report on 
specific zoning problems and 
possible corrective actions. 
The two main problems 
cited involved the definition of 
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“family’’ and home/office 
uses in residentially zoned 
neighborhoods. 

Cameron called the 
defintion wrangle ‘‘perhaps 
the most complex problem 
with the current’’ ordinances, 
adding that a solution required 
“precise and studied action.” 

“The immediate problem 
with the zoning ordinances is 
that, although certain districts 
in the city are zoned for use for 
dwellings containing ‘not more 
than one family,’ the term 
family is not defined...,’’ he 
wrote, noting that attempts to 
define the term as a group 
“related by blood, adoption or 
marriage...have failed to 
survive tests in court.’’ 
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A tale of trials, tragedy

WEST NEWTON — Ken Houle never thought he would ever live to 
talk about a boating accident in Hingham Bay Monday that resulted 
in the drowning of his friend and apartment mate, 27-year-old Robert 


Love of West Newton. 


It’s a miracle that Houle, 20, 
and the other person on the boat, 
Jeff Ledger, 20, of Waltham, are 
alive after spending about 1% 
hours in the choppy, chilling 
waters of the bay, which was 
reportedly 42 degrees Monday. 

“At first you didn’t even feel 
it,”’ said Houle referring to the 
water temperature. ‘‘But after 
the first half hour, I just turned 
red. I couldn’t even feel my arms 
or legs.” 

Houle was able to swim to 
Bumpkin Island and summon 
help after their 14-foot speedboat 
was swamped by waves and 
flipped over. 

Asked if he ever thought he 
wouldn't make it through the 
ordeal, Houle answered, ‘‘The 
whole damn time.” 

Ledger clung to the overturned 
boat and waited for rescuers, but 
by the time they arrived, Love 
had drowned. 

Houle and Ledger were taken 
to South Shore Hospital, 
Weymouth, and treated for 
hypothermia. Both were released 
later that day. 

Houle said the three of them set 
out from Hull between just before 
9 a.m. Monday to fish for 
flounder. The V-hull boat they 
were in had been purchased 
jointly and refurbished by Houle 
and Love during the winter and 
this was their first fishing trip in 
it. 

He said the water was very 
smooth until they got out near 
Bumpkin Island. Then the seas 
started picking up. 

“Once we got to the other side 
of the island, the waves were 
huge. I couldn’t believe it. The 
waves were too big for the boat to 
handle that day. It was like being 
in the open ocean,’’ he said. 

They dropped anchor from the 
stern of the boat and were set to 
fish. The boat handled the first 
few waves okay, then they were 
hit by a big wave from the rear 
and the boat was swamped. 
Houle said they tried to start the 
engine and leave, but were 
quickly hit by another big wave. 
He said the front end of the boat 
flipped up into the air and they all 
dove away from the boat to avoid 
being hit by it. 

Ledger held onto the floating 
boat while Houle and Love tried 
to swim toward Bumpkin Island. 
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“I was with him (Love) for 
about half-an-hour in the water. 
We started going toward the 
island. At first he was ahead of 
me. Then I caught up with him 
and passed him,”’ said Houle. 

They hadn’t gone very far 
when Love decided he couldn’t 
make it to the island and headed 
back toward the boat. 

“I was the last one to talk to 
him. I never saw him after that,” 
said Houle. ‘I figured he was 
headed for the boat but I really 
couldn’t see the boat. The waves 
were about two feet high.” 

He said Love was wearing 
waist-high wading boots, making 
it very hard for him to swim. 
“I’ve got a feeling that’s what 
pulled him down.” 

Houle was able to strip off all 
his clothes except his pants by 
the time he reached the island. 
He said he alternated floating 
and swimming on his way into 
the island to conserve energy. 

But Houle said the accident 
won’t curtail his passion for 
fishing. 

“T’ll still be fishing, but I don’t 
think I’ll ever go out in a boat that 
small, even though I’ve seen 
hundreds of boats like that.”” 

Funeral services for Love were 
held at St. John’s Episcopal 
Church, Newton. 

Born in Cambridge, Love grew 
up in Burlington and later moved 
to Newton, where he graduated 
from Newton North High School. 


He attended Northeastern 
University before accepting a 
position at Tufts-New England 
Medical as an assistant for 
computer operations. He later 
worked for Waltham Grinding 
Wheel as a quality control 
inspector before taking a job with 
Raytheon’s equipment division in 
Waltham, where he worked for 
the last two years. 

His sister, Wendy Lynne, said 
he loved to play his Stratocaster 
guitar and listen to blues 
guitarist Roy Buchanan. 

But his biggest passion was 
fishing.

Callahan’s owner heads for jail 


BOSTON — One of the owners of Callahan’s restuarant on 
Needham Street pleaded guilty this past week to state tax fraud 
charges and was sentenced by a Superior Court judge to six 
months in jail, the longest term ever imposed for such a crime. 

John F. Callahan, 41, of Wayland, admitted in Suffolk Superior 
Court that he and three defendant corporations failed to file and 
pay meals and withholding taxes in 1982 amounting to $400,000, 
‘including interest and penalty payments. 

A total of 204 tax evasion charges were included in indictments 
against Callahan, and the corporations — Callahan’s Inc. of 
Wayland; P & I Inc., which operates Callahan’s of Newton, and 
Lausean’s Inc., operators of Diamond Jim’s of Northboro. 

The Garden City eatery is a lunch hour favorite of workers along 
the Needham Street manufacturing strip because of its varied 
steak dishes and extra large drink offerings. 

Two years ago, the Massachusetts Department of Revenue 
seized the three restaurants for non-payment of taxes, but the co- 
owners paid the department $200,000 under a_ bankruptcy 
reorganization plan and were allowed to reopen their businesses. 


West Newton teacher vies for space 


Holly Carroll, a private school teacher at Clearway High School 
in West Newton, is among eight Massachusetts teachers who are 
still in the running to go in a space shuttle launch as part of NASA’s 
“Teacher in Space’’ project, the state Department of Education 
announced Monday. 

The eight were chosen from among 250 applicants from public 
and private schools throughout the state. The eight include one 
private and seven public school teachers. 

A final selection, to be sent to the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration, will be made later this week, said John H. 
Lawson, state education commissioner. 


Teacher sues over maternity leave 


CAMBRIDGE — A Newton school teacher and the Newton 
Teachers Association are suing the school committee, the 
superintendent of schools, and the City of Newton over payment of 
teachers insurance premiums. 

According to a lawsuit filed in Middlesex Superior Court, 
Virginia Ghattas took an approved maternity leave from her 
teaching position twice, from February 1981 to the end of the 1980- 
81 school year and from March 1984 to the end of the 1983-84 school 
year. The school committee, according to the suit, refused to 
contribute to her health maintenance plan during the summer 
months following her respective leaves because it has a policy of 
considering a teacher whose leave expires at the end of the school 
year not actively employed until the beginning of the next school 
year. 

The plaintiffs argue that Ghattas became actively employed at 

the actual expiration dates of her leaves and thus was entitled to 
contributions to her health plan as are all actively employed 
teachers under Massachusetts law. 
Dr. John Strand, superintendent of schools, acknowledged that the 
plaintiffs correctly stated the schools policy on maternity leaves. 
He also stated that he believes the suit ‘‘doesn’t have a strong 
claim legally.’’ 

The plaintiffs are asking the court to award Ghattas $821 plus 
interest. They are also asking the court to declare that the 
defendants violated Massachusetts law and to issue a permanent 
injuction that would prevent the school committee from continuing 
to refuse to pay insurance premiums to teachers whose long-term 
leaves expire at the end of the school year. 


Thumbs down on maintenance study

Not only are many of 
participating parents 
professional in the fields covered 
by the committee, but others 
offer much of their time, help and 
baked goods to keep the program 
going. 

The 75 or so members of the 
committee who have children in 
the city’s 20 schools and Solomon 
Schechter Day School have at 
least one thing in common: “We 
all share the fact that we're 
parents and we want what the 
kids will like and what will help 
them,’’ Zarchan said. 

Allocated $450 of the Garden 
City’s budget each year, Creative 
Arts and Sciences depends 
heavily on the volunteer efforts of 
its members and organizers. 
That volunteering includes 
everything from Zarchan’s using 
her own Purity Supreme coupons 
to buy mineral water for one 
troupe of performers to providing

Building moratorium slows down

NEWTON — The movement to 
impose a city-wide moratorium 
on commercial and multi-family 
housing development suffered a 
setback this past Monday night 
when the aldermanic Land Use 
Committee voted to recommend 
denial of the building ban. 

The committee voted 6-0 
against the petition to amend the 
zoning ordinances. The 
amendment would have 
prohibited construction of 
commercial or multi-family 
residential buildings for 18 
months. 

Instead, the committee decided 
to form a 15-member special 
committee to study current 
zoning laws and recommend 
changes. 

The moratorium will now be 
voted on by the full board at its 
May 6 meeting. 

The petition was submitted by 
the Newton Centre Neighborhood 
Association (NCNA) and was 
supported by a number of other 
city residents, many of whom 
attended Monday night’s meeting 
and were upset by the 
proceedings. 

Thomas Paulini, president of 
the NCNA, said, ‘‘They didn’t get 
enough pressure from us, 
They're intimidated by all the 
developers,., Despite what you 
saw here tonight, people all over 
the city want this moratorium 
and I think it’s going to go to a 
referendum,” 

Immediately after the vote, 
Paulini was in the hallway 
outside the meeting room 
collecting the 10 signatures 
needed to submit a new petition 
for the moratorium. 

Susan Mirsky, president of the 
Newton Highlands Neighborhood 
Council, was ‘‘very 
disappointed” after the meeting. 

“I found this meeting to be a 
farce, I felt there was very little 
discussion of the issues of the 
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moratorium. There was more 
discussion on the make-up of the 
special committee. Tonight we 
were patronized,’’ said Mirsky. 

Polly Bryson, president of the 
Auburndale Community 
Association, said, ‘‘I don’t know 
when I’ve been more 
disappointed. I feel this was a 
whitewash.” 

Ward 6 Alderman-at-Large 
Rodney Barker, who abstained 
from voting on the matter, 
suggested during discussion that 
the committee shorten the 
moratorium to one year and 
recommend approval, but he 
received no support from the rest 
of the committee. 

After the vote, Barker said, ‘I 
think there’s a real fear on the 
committee that stopping 
development for a year will drive 
the developers away from 
Newton forever, I don’t think it’s 
founded.” 

Most of the committee’s 
discussion centered on a proposal 
by Ward 4 Alderman-at-Large 


Richard J. McGrath to form a 
special sub-committee, later 
approved by the committee, to 
study current zoning ordinances. 

Board of Aldermen President 
Carol Ann Shea, who voted 
against the moratorium but in 
favor of the sub-committee, said, 
“By bringing the moratorium 
forward, we have been able to 
focus on the thing we really need 
to focus on.”’ 

Committee Chairman Cynthia 
Creem said, ‘‘I would hope we 
would not just vote denial as if we 
did not hear the needs of the 
citizens."" 

Creem said the sub-committee 
would consist of eight aldermen 
and seven private citizens. She 
also said a_ professional 
consultant may be brought in to 
assist with the zoning study. 

Creem said citizens interested 
in serving on the committee 
should submit resumes to Land 
Use Committee by May 15. No 
timetable has been set yet for the 
sub-committee’s report.

‘Future shock’ and 
the air-rights spine 


The revelation of a new development 
plan involving the Garden City has us 
reeling as if we are being propelled into the 
future at a disconcerting speed. 

The first glimpse into a_ possible 
futuristic scenario came with the 
announcement by the city’s Urban Design 
and Beautification Commission that it has 
commenced work on the Turnpike 
Corridor Urban Design Study. ‘The 
purpose of the study,’”’ according to the 
commission, ‘‘is to develop urban design 
guidelines for any future development 
over the Massachusetts Turnpike Air- 
Rights Spine that stretches nearly five 
miles through Newton from the Boston line 
to the Weston line.” 

The ‘‘air-rights spine,’’ a phrase that 
should be up toward the top in any list of 
city planners’ top ten euphemisms, refers 
to that area above the pike that could lend 
itself to profitable development. A couple 
of incipient vertabrae can already be 
found in Newton Corner and Newtonville. 

Members of the commission are already 
pointing out the advantages in developing 
properties above the turnpike, but they are 
way ahead of the residents who will be 
affected by such development. Please 
excuse the residents, but the whole idea of 
permanently parking properties on the 
Pike is a bit vast to digest in one bite. They 
need a little time to react. 

One reactionary vision suggests the 
ultimate possibility of westward bound 
Pike travelers losing sight of the sun at 
Newton Corner, ‘“‘The Gateway to the 
Garden City,’’ only to regain it at the 
Weston line after spending ten minutes ina 
tunnel. 

For many residents, the announcement 
of the air-rights plans are quintessential 
“future shock.’? City officials have 
thoroughly documented their contention 
that there has been little or no 
enchroachment on the residential areas of 
the city. But many residents get a nagging 
feeling that more things are changing at a 
greater rate, and that changes can be 
expected to come in a_ geometric 
progression in the future rather than an 
arithmetic one. For them, the first task is 
to try to catch up with the pace of such 
major development proposals as the “‘air- 
rights spine” that would run through the 
city. 

Once they have hit the same stride as 
city officials like Glenn Morris, of the 
city’s Planning Department, they might be 
able to react to the Pike plan with the same 
rationale and pragmatism he did when he 
told a Graphic reporter, ‘‘We have to ask 
ourselves, ‘What do we want in return 
from somebody in order to let them do 
something more.’ We have to decide on 
what we want or we’re going to get it done 

Ous.”” 

No doubt, in the upper ethers of city 
planning, Morris’ approach is the only one 
to take. When a sword is thrown to you, you 
can either catch it by the blade or the hilt.

The perils of popularity

It is doubtful that many — if any — of our 
readers remain unaware of the collective 
effort America’s popular music artists have 
made on behalf of the starving millions in 
Africa. 

“We Are the World,’ this week’s chart 
topper, was produced at a recording session 
that saw the ‘‘Who’s Who”’ of popular music 
gather to petition the affluent of the world to 
look at dying Africans in an ‘‘ourselves-as- 
others” perspective. The song asks that its 
listeners make a positive choice to help those 
in desperate need, and the profits from it, to 
be donated to African relief, represent the 
artists’ commitment to their effort. 

A couple of weeks ago, when some 5,000 
radio stations all over the country played the 
song at the same time, 9:50 a.m. on a 
weekday, it created a wave of ‘‘goosebumps”’ 
that washed over millions of listeners. In the 
offices of at least one computer firm on Route 
128, female workers openly wept in response 
to the sense of unity, harmony and charity 
suggested by the unprecedented media event. 

For all concerned with the effort, including 
the lizards who have been selling pirated 
copies of the record that send zero dollars to 
African relief, it has been a productive, 
rewarding experience. Estimates have it that 
the real effects of the project — food and 
medical supplies for starving, sick Africans — 
will be felt in a month or so. 

But, it should be pointed out, there is a very 
real danger in taking such a tragedy and 
turning into a popular media event. The 
danger lies hidden in the fact that fads and 
fancies have a way of passing very quickly. 
Popularity is fleeting. If the famine in Africa, 
which has been eating away at the people’s 
spirit for decades, is too closely tied to a piece 
of popular music, there is a danger that, when 
the song fades from the public eye (ear,) the 
deplorable situation that prompted its 
creation might also disappear. 

In a year, ‘‘We Are the World” could come 
on a car radio and its occupants could turn it 
off as they have turned off their attention to 
the crisis in Africa. ‘‘That’s old. We’ve heard 
all that a hundred times,” they might 
complain. 

The phenomenon has occurred before. The 
high ideals of peace, love and brotherhood 
that characterized the beginnings of the 
“‘hippy’’ movement in the late ‘60’s held all the 
meaning of name brands by the time popular 
musicians had worked and reworked them 
well into the ‘70’s.

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When our favorite singing artists made the Ethiopian famine relief effort a popular 
cause, they might have put the whole problem on a treadmill to oblivion. 


The carefully orchestrated, overproduced 
pleas for peace and harmony got to be 
hackneyed; and, for all their truth, their 
triteness soon rendered them a place in 
history next to the hoola hoop. 

Reggae music, the import from Jamaica 
that just won recognition in the form of an 
Emmy award category, is another example of 
the phenomenon. The unique rythymns of the 
genre that have won it worldwide acclaim 
have their roots in the ceremonial music of a 
radical millenerian cult of ex-slaves that 
insisted, early in this century, that the time 
had come for Africans to slip their bonds and 
regain the stature they deserved. 

It was a music based on the old African 
“mento,” a drumbeat resembling a heartbeat 
that laid the groundwork for all their 
transcendentalist fantasies and aspirations. 
The roots of the now-popular version, reggae, 
lay in the shrieks and moans of an enslaved 
people who hoped for an end to 400 years of 
brutal captivity. 

The fruit of those roots is a new “musical 
trend,” a fad which, for all its apparent 
durability, is doomed to go the way of all 


popular music ... on a treadmill to obscurity. 
The devoted, idealistic spirit that gave it birth 
has been co-opted — supplanted with shabby 
little ditties aimed at making a buck before 
the bottom drops out of the market. 
Regarding ‘‘We Are the World,” it’s nice 
that a bunch of popular stars took time out 
from their busy schedules to contribute their 
talents to an extremely worthy cause. It’s nice 
that they made millions of listeners aware, 
deep in their hearts, of the responsibility they 
have to care for unfortunate “fellow 
travellers” half way across the world. 


But, if the fickle finger of fad and fancy 
dictates that this famine relief effort is also 
doomed to obscurity in the near future, I, for 
one, am going to be very disappointed. Even 
worse, I, for one, will be a little more cynical 
the next time someone tries to tug at my heart 
for help. 


By the way, how are things in Bangla Desh 
this year?

And if those silent greedy powers 
behind the scenes decide that 
money makes runners run, let 
them take a second look at the 
thousands who split guts and tore 
feet open so that they could say in 
triumph: “‘I did it! I finished the 
Boston Marathon!”” 


One could suspect that most of 
the cheers along the tortuous way 
were primarily for the common 
guy and girl who thought they’d 
“give it a shot.” 


If the media insists on 
blindwashing us into believing that 
money will make us great, perhaps 
those who still love old things and 
who refuse to be commercialized, 
Professionalized, and 
merchandized can say: ‘Right on, 
baby, but not through our town and 
our hills; we prefer the Marathon 
as it was and is,” 


Even the blindwashed can, if 
bullied, stand up and see.

Seat belts could save us all money

What would the taxpayers of the 
Commonwealth be willing to invest to save 165 
lives and prevent 13,000 injuries every year? 
$1 million? $10 million? Any amount? 

Suppose someone offered to do just that, 
but, instead of costing the taxpayers millions 
of dollars, it would put $70 million back into 
their pockets every year and save the 
Massachusetts economy many millions 
more? Massachusetts now has the chance to 
do just that with the mandatory seat belt law 
proposed by Governor Dukakis. 

Opponents of the law say that government 
has no business intruding on the “‘right’’ of 
private citizens to buckle up or not. The issue 
of government intrusion is deeply felt and 
understandable. We all treasure our right to 
make choices for ourselves. 


To some degree, though, all laws narrow 
our range of persona! choices, to protect the 
rights of others or to promote the well-being of 
everyone. To personalize this point, 1 would 
like you to consider the case of Veronica 
Quinn, 


Three years ago, Veronica was in a car 
accident that literally changed her life. 
Veronica, who always wore seat belts, was not 
wearing one because the car was not equipped 
with them. Veronica was in the car for only 
four minutes when the accident took place. As 
a result of the accident, Veronica is a 
quadriplegic and requires round-the-clock 
care. 


Veronica spent the next year and a half 
after the accident in hospitals — first in the 
intensive care unit and then the spinal cord 
unit. Medicaid and Medicare have paid for her 


medical costs. Social Security now pays her 
monthly allowance for living expenses, 


Independent Living has granted Veronica 
annual funding so that she can live at home 
instead of the more expensive alternative of 
institutionalization. The Massachusetts 
Rehabilitation Commission contributed $8,000 
for her specially equipped van, Veronica's 
parents have also contributed toward living 
szponses and the cost of her “puff” 
wheelchair. She receives f s 
lives in subsidized housing. eed stamps and 


Veronica estimates that it has cost the state 
$700,000 to care for her so far. She is only 33 
years old.

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‘Irrevocable horror | Reagan's trip a tragedy of errors

Asa fighting man, ‘Buffalo Bill” Quinn knew well the ravages of 
war, but he was changed irrevocably by the horror he saw at the 
liberation of the Nazi death camp at Dachau. 


Lt. Gen. William W. Quinn, 
then a colonel and now retired, 
who 40 years ago helped 
liberate the survivors of the 
camp near Munich, said, 
“Naked bodies of men, women 
and children were spilling 
from 25 to 30 railroad cars. 

“They had been packed into 
the box cars standing up,” the 
general said quietly, as if still 
stunned by what he had seen a 
few hours after American 
forces liberated Dachau on 
April 29, 1945. 

The facility built in 1933 was 
the first and one of the most 
notorious of the Nazi camps 
operated by Adolf Hitler’s SS 
storm troopers. 

“They had left wherever 
they came from alive, but 
when the train got to Dachau 
they were all dead,” said 
Quinn, who was then the top 
intelligence officer for the U.S. 
7th Army. 

“We found thousands of 
bodies in an open pit in the 
camp,”’ he said. 

Quinn, 77, is an articulate 
man, but words failed him as 
he recalled the horror he 
witnessed. 

“The atrocities ..."" he said, 
searching for words to convey 
the magnitude of the cruelty. 
“They were just too horrible to 
describe.” 

Then, musing, the generai 
said, “I believe it was Anatole 
France who said human 
language is too gross a vehicle 
for the exchange of human 
thought.”’ 

Still, Quinn knew then that 
he must somehow try to 
preserve for posterity the 
horror that he had seen. To do 
that, he decided to use army 
photographers, as well as the 
human language. 

“I was incensed with this 
genocide,” he said. “I knew 
this had to be documented.” 

So Quinn summoned 
intelligence teams who 
compiled in words and 
photographs a U.S. Army 
document dealing with the 
horrors of Dachau. 

He believes most copies of 
that publication have been lost 
over the years, but the general 
plans to see that one of his own 

is presented to the U.S. 
Holocaust Memorial Council. 

“TI still feel very deeply 
about it,” the old soldier said 
in an interview in his 
apartment near downtown 
Washington. ‘‘I’m not 
carrying placards in front of 
the White House but I’ll never 
forget it. I was determined to 
perpetuate what I had seen — 
to see that it was never lost.”” 

Quinn said the 7th Army had 
collected no intelligence 
indicating the extent of the 
horror the liberators. of 
Dachau would find there. 

“We had no appreciation of 
the fantastic circumstances 
under which the camp was 
operated,” he said. ‘‘The first 
reports just said Dachau was 
seized and liberated and that 
the atrocities were so 
staggering it was just 
impossibe to report them.”” 

So, while some of the camp 
guards still were holding out 
against the liberators, Quinn 

went to the camp to see for 
himself scenes still horribly 
vivid in his mind after four 
decades, 

What he saw there included 
a crematorium and liberated 
inmates so physically wasted 
by starvation they resembled 
skeletons. 

Despite their condition, 
Quinn said, some of the freed 
men “actually killed some 
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guards with their bare hands.” 

He also recalls “happiness 
and exhilaration’ as the 
liberators passed out food. 

“Our medical people went in 
to make sure they didn’t kill 
themselves eating,’ Quinn 
said. 

The general said his 
intelligence officers found that 
Germans living in the town of 
Dachau knew of the atrocities 
at the nearby camp “but they 
didn’t offer any objections. A 
lot of them said, ‘Yes, we knew 
but what could we do?’”’ 

Records disclose that at 
least 206,200 people passed 
under the sign on Dachau's 
main gate that proclaimed in 
German, ‘‘Work makes you 
free.” 

The first inmates in 1933 
were Communists, socialists 
and other ‘enemies of the 
state.” Large numbers of 
German Jews began arriving 
in November 1938. 

After the annexation of 
Austria and the conquest of 
Czechoslovakia, citizens of 
those countries were the next 
victims. Polish prisoners 
became the largest group in 
1940. 

Of the 30,442 Dachau 
inmates liberated by 
American forces, about 5,000 
were women. Another 37,223 
prisoners were freed from 





branch camps near Dachau. 

Dachau had a shower room 
rigged as a gas chamber but it 
is believed the facility was not 
put to use, although thousands 
of inmates were executed in 
the camp by gunfire and 
hanging. Many others were 
transported to their deaths in 
gas chambers elsewhere. 

The first known general 
execution at Dachau took 
place on Nov. 11, 1940, when 55 
Poles, including former 
senators and diplomats, were 
shot. In the fall of 1941, several 
weeks after the beginning of 
the war with Russia, mass 
liquidations took place daily. 
Well over 6,000 were executed 
but their names were not 
recorded. 

In the last months before 
liberation, an outbreak of 
typhoid claimed hundreds of 
lives daily. 

In one prisoners’ block 
designed to accommodate 180 
inmates, liberators found 1,800 
of the camp’s most grievously 
ill prisoners. 

Heinrich Himmler, who 
commanded the SS, ordered 
Dachau shelled and burned in 
the closing days of the war. 
His orders were not carried 
out, but inmates were 
randomly murdered right up 
until the main gate was forced 
open by American soldiers. 

Four decades later, ina very 
different time and place, 
“Buffalo Bill’ Quinn, in an 
apartment filled with the 
memorabilia of a 
distinguished military career, 
talked about soldiering and 
men who bear arms in war. 

Some day, the general 
believes, children such as his 
grandson and namesake, 3- 
year-old Quinn Bradlee, son of 
his daughter, writer Sally 
Quinn, and Benjamin C. 
Bradlee, executive editor of 
The Washington Post, must 
know and understand what he 
saw at Dachau. 

Of President Reagan’s plan 
to visit a German military 
cemetery that contains some 
graves of Hitler’s storm 
troopers, the old soldier said, 
“It's a stupid idea,”

It says something about the 
public’s idea of Ronald Reagan 
that many people immediately 
blamed his staff for the tragedy 
of errors that has marked 
preparations for the coming visit 
to West Germany. To be sure, 
White House officials bear a part 
of the blame. 

But most of the onus falls on the 
two principals, President Reagan 
and Chancellor Helmut Kohl. 
Cheerful, shallow men, they 
reached beyond their capacities 
and now pay the price. But when 
the second guessing is over, the 
virtue of their motives may yet 
shine through. 

Sloppiness, no doubt, 
characterized the preparations 
for the German trip. The advance 
team, headed by Michael 
Deaver, should have been paying 
attention to the graves in the 
Bitburg cemetery President 
Reagan had been asked to visit. 
Snow on the ground is a weak 
excuse. 

My own sense is that Mr. 
Deaver has not been himself for 
some time now. His imminent 
departure from the Reagan staff, 
after 20 years of service, has 
weighed heavily upon him and 
affected his health and judgment. 


The new White House staff, 
including its chief, Donald 
Regan, and its director of 
communications, Patrick 
Buchanan, also has egg on its 
face. For over the past few weeks 
President Reagan has frequently 
said silly things about the 
German visit, including the 
observation that most Germans 
didn’t remember World War II. 


Moreover, it is not as though 
Reagan made offensive 
comparisons between the Waffen 
SS and the concentration camp 
victims only once. In fact he did it 
on the evening of April 17 at a 
state dinner for the Algerian 
leader Chedli Bendjedid and the 
next day in a talk to regional 
editors. Alert staff would 
certainly have prevented the 
replay, which did the most 
damage. 


What Reagan actually said of 
the Waffen SS was the following: 
“Those young men are victims of 
Nazism also, even though they 
were fighting in the German 
uniform, drafted into service to 
carry out the hateful wishes of 
the Nazis. They were victims, 
just as surely as the victims in 
the concentration camps."” 


So-called conservatives have 
defended the president’s 
comments as almost right, only 
wrong in tone. But that is sheer 
rubbish. Everybody who fought 
in World War II was a victim of 
Nazism — the East Europeans 
and Russians; the French, 
, Dutch, Belgians, Norwegians, 
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To equate soldiers with concentration 
camp victims takes a special 
shallowness, a lack of historical 
feeling, an immunity from the tragic 


spirit. 





Danes and dozens of others. Not 
to mention millions of 
Americans. But to equate 
soldiers with concentration camp 
victims takes a special 
shal,owness, a lack of historical 
feeling, an immunity from the 
tragic spirt. 

Those of us who have long 
imputed moral flabbiness to 
President Reagan cannot fairly 
claim to be outraged. He is what 
he is, and there is a touch of 
insincerity, even hypocrisy, in 
the constant lament that he is not 
something much better. 

The same applies to the one 
person who could have put things 
right. Chancellor Kohl, after all, 
was the main actor. He insisted 
that the Bonn economic summit 
be joined with ceremonies of 
reconciliation between the allies 
and the Germans. He proposed 
the visit to the Bitburg cemetery. 
He proposed — or at least said he 
proposed, for the evidence seems 
far from clear — that President 
Reagan visit Dachau. He 
accepted, or said he accepted, a 
turndown of that suggestion by 
the president. 

In other words,

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affair, has been doing a big favor 
for Herr Kohl. Kohl could easily 
have saved Reagan from his lack 
of seriousness. There is no reason 
the Germans could not have 
arranged for the memorial 
service to be in St. Paul’s Church 
in Frankfurt, which President 
Kennedy visited in 1962, and 
where anti-Nazi Germans are 
honored. 

But Kohl lacks that kind of 
imagination. He himself is a 
decent German, free of the taint 
of Nazism. He himself did 
homage to the concentration 
camp victims by visiting Bergen- 
Belsen on Sunday. But he is a 
provincial — a pure product of 
Rhineland Pfalz, the Palatinate, 
as it was called through most of 
history. He lacks the experience 
and vision to be a statesman of 
world class. 

On top of that he is not very 
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bright. His great quality is his 
great weakness mindless 
optimism. So he did not see that 
the visit, and its chosen motif of 
reconciliation, was running into 
trouble. He simply plunged 
forward 

In retrospect, it is clear that 
two well-meaning, but shallow 
leaders bit off more than they 
could manage. Their motives 
were good and their aim was 
high. They sought to promote a 
symbolic reconciliation of World 
War II enemies that has actually 
been largely translated into fact. 

But they rushed in blithely 
without s ing the difficulty of 
the task. Even if preparations 
had been better, it would not have 
changed matters. There were 
ghosts to be la’ nd demons to 
be exorcised. That is not the work 
of advance men 

Second-guessing in this sad 
business comes easily enough. 
The important thing is to 
concentrate on the high motives 
which animated the project. The 
two leaders were not up to their 
aspirations. But they are lucky 
men, and, with a little public 
understanding, the German visit 
can still be a success.

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Police radio flap yields change in bidding

NEWTON — Ward 4 Alderman-at- 
Large Richard J. McGrath charged 
Monday night that Police Chief William F. 
Quinn may soon be violating an 
agreement with the Federal 
Communications Commission (FCC) that 
allowed him to gain control over 20 special 
police radio frequencies last year. 


The charges were made at a meeting ot 
the aldermanic Public Safety and 
Transportation Committee, which was 
reviewing the police budget for fiscal year 
1986. 

Quinn, acting as chairman of the 
Greater Boston Police Council (GBPC), 
which represents police departments in 
Newton and 49 other cities and towns, 
applied to the FCC for the 20 channels on 
March 29, 1984. The channels would be 
used in conjunction with a 
communications system that would put 


cruisers. 

Usually the FCC grants radio 
frequencies with the condition they must 
be put into use within eight months of 
authorization. In this case, the FCC 
granted an extension on the 
implementation of the frequencies, 
recognizing that local governments often 
cannot act as quickly as private entities. 


In his letter of application, Quinn 
outlined a three-year implementation 
plan. 

In the first year, hearings before the 50 
city and town councils involved were to 
take place, in order to have funding for 
the system appropriated. The second year 
would be used for engineering and 
procurement of the equipment and the 
third year would be used for construction 
of the system. 

Noting that the first steps of 
implementation have not yet begun and 
that there is no money budgeted for the 


McGrath said that Quinn’s three-year 
implementation plan was “‘inaccurate.. 
and it wasn’t accurate when you put it in 
the application. You got control of this 
system in a manner that stretches the 
truth. 

“T interpret that letter (of application) 
as a misstatement of fact to the FCC. 
There is no effort to procure the 
equipment. We’re discussing the second 
year of this plan and it isn’t even in the 
budget,” said McGrath. 

Quinn admitted that implementation of 
the system was not near completion, 
saying, ‘“‘I wasn’t aware that we were 
anywhere near procurement.” He said 
mobile data terminals were “‘kind of a pie- 
in-the sky idea’’ right now. 

“T have no intention of asking right now 
for any money. But I have no idea what 
T’ll be doing in a year,” he said. 

Quinn later added, ‘‘Aren’t you glad we 
had the foresight to get the channels and 
get the ball rolling?” 


the GBPC and Quinn’s administrative 
assistant in the Police Department until 
this year, said: the implementaton 
timetable was “‘not cast in concrete.” 

“These are estimated times and the 
FCC understands that. If you don’t 
convince the FCC, they won’t extend the 
license.”’ 

The committee also passed a resolution 
Monday night to require that police 
systems’ specifications for future 
equipment bids be written to allow at least 
two bidders. 

McGrath said the specifications for the 
current communications system used by 
Newton and other greater Boston police 
departments are written so that only one 
radio manufacturer, Motorola, complies 
with the specifications. 

The city’s police budget calls for the 
purchase of 20 new portable Motorola 
radios at a price of $2,600 each, bringing 
the total to $52,000. 

McGrath said he thought similar radios

NEWTON — An Auburndale woman currently 
embroiled in a zoning dispute in Cambridge District 
Court says she is planning to launch two lawsuits 
against the city and another against Ward 4 
Alderman-at-Large Richard J. McGrath. 

Shirley Jaffe, 42, of 29 Holman Road, said last 
week she intends to sue the city for unequal 
enforcement of zoning laws and health codes and 
for using her as “a guinea pig’ to test its 
interpretation of the city ordinance regarding 
allowable uses in single family residence zones. 

Jaffe also said that ‘‘sometime in the very near 
future” she will file a suit charging McGrath with 
defamation of character because of published 
comments attributed to him last October that she 
claims ‘‘really did a number” on her young son. 

City Solicitor Daniel Funk noted that the city is 
currently involved in litigation against Jaffe and 
her husband, Leon, and said that any comment on 
her threatened suits would be “inappropriate.” 

McGrath issued a statement in response to 
Jaffe’s allegation. 

“Mr. and Mrs. Jaffe certainly have a right to 
pursue any avenue they feel appropriate to address 
what they perceive as an improper statement by 
me. 

“However, they should be reminded that all 
comments made by this alderman reflect exactly 
the statements the Jaffes’ made during several 
public meetings they spoke at while they were 
seeking neighborhood and aldermanic approval for 
their housing development in Aubrundale,” 
McGrath said. 

“My visible and successful opposition to their 
proposed development was based on the facts and 
merits of their proposal. Unfortunately, the Jaffes’ 
tend to convert legitimate opposition to their 
actions into some type of personal retaliation that 
leaves them very bitter people,” he concluded. 

The city’s legal dispute with Jaffes centers on a 
home the couple owns at 58 Winthrop St., West 
Newton. City lawyers and building officials claim 
that the Jaffes are criminally violating zoning laws 
by renting the dwelling to seven unrelated singles 
— a use they say does not conform to provisions 
stipulating that such a residence can be used to 
house ‘‘not more than one family.” 

The Jaffes, through Waltham-based attorney 
Gerald Cournoyer, argue that the city’s 
interpretation of the ordinance discriminates 
against singles and say the city applies the law 


unequally by only acting on alleged violations after 
neighbors lodge complaints. 

Since the court case began several months ago, 
Shirley Jaffe has cross-matched Assessing 
Department records, Building Department files 
and real estate advertisements to support her claim 
that thousands of illegal situations involving the 
same general parameters of her case exist 
throughout the city. 

Jaffe said last week that whether she files suit 
charging the city with selective zoning enforcement 
‘is dependent on the city’s actions. Are they going 
to enforce the laws fairly or are they not?” 

She said Cournoyer is currently researching the 
legal grounds for her threatened suit charging the 
city with “using me as a guinea pig, using a person 
to test a law out on.” 

Because it is difficult to define the word ‘‘family” 
as it relates to zoning issues, the city uses the 
design and use of a structure to determine whether 
a zoning violation exists. City laywers have said 
that a Cambridge District Court ruling in favor of 
the Jaffes could lead to a rewrite of some portions 
of the city’s zoning ordinances. 

“T believe everyone has the same rights. I don’t 
think its fair that the laws are defined equally but 
are applied unequally and on a basis that amounts 
to whimsy. If this city is going to grow, the 
corruption that’s going on has to stop,” according to 
Jaffe. 

The planned suit against McGrath is ‘‘definite,”” 
she added. 

According to Jaffe, McGrath “‘has gone to great 
lengths” to portray her and her husband as 
“slumlords,” a characterization that caused her 9 
year-old son to become the subject of insulting 
taunts from his classmates at school. 

She claims the verbal abuse he endured caused 
him to undergo a serious setback in speech therapy 
classes. ‘“‘He has suffered to a great degree,” 
according to Jaffe. 

Jaffe believes that even if she wins her court 
battle with the city, she will still be the subject of 
“harassment” from neighbors, other residents and 
her colleagues in the real estate field. 

“I've been made the laughing stock of the city,” 
she said. 

Because her tenants at 58 Winthrop St. and 172 
Park St. have been unable ‘‘to live in peace”’ since 
the legal dispute with the city began, according to 
Jaffe, ‘‘The city may see an awful lot of lawsuits in 
the future no matter what the outcome” of the court 
case.

Ward 1 Alderman Ronald A. Marini, whose 
district includes Newton Corner, also opposed 
turnpike development. “I don’t like it. I don’t want 
it. And at this time I won’t support it. 

“What real benefits, other than tax dollars, would 
it have for the city? Tax dollars are not the bottom 
line for quality of life in this city,” said Marini. 

But Board of Aldermen President Carol Ann Shea 
said tax revenue generated by development could 
be “important.” 

She said she ‘‘wouldn’t be surprised that there 
will be more development, but I think we will have 
to be careful where it is. It’s an interesting concept 
and I think it has merit.” 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann apparently is also 
interested in the tax revenues. At the Wednesday 
meeting, Morris said, ‘The mayor’s position is for 
expanding the base within limits. He would like to 
improve the base without adverse effects.” 

Earlier Wednesday, Mann said any turnpike 
development ‘would have to be creative and 
imaginative and would have to meet neighborhood 
criteria... Before you can consider a turnpike 
usage, there are so many steps that have to take 
place. It makes it extremely difficult.” 

But he added he is “pleased when the planning 
department goes out to neighborhoods and makes 
itself available... It’s all worthwhile.” 

Bryson, however, was not pleased. She said she 


didn’t know of the Wednesday meeting until last 
Saturday and didn’t think anybody else knew about 
it, which would explain the sparce attendance. She 
also criticized Mann and other city officials for not 
making a firm stand on turnpike development. 

“He (Mann) has already ruffled our feathers. I’d 
like to see the city officials take a stand and I don’t 
want it to happen after the fact. We have to know 
where our city officials are coming from and I'd 
like to have some clear answers one way or 
another,” said Bryson. 

Morris said the commission is ‘‘actively seeking 
input and involvement by neighborhood 
organizations, business groups and residents.”” 

The neighborhoods most affected would be 
Auburndale, West Newton, Newtonville and 
Newton Corner, the latter two having already seen 
development over the turnpike with the Star 
Market and Gateway Center. 

“What we are looking for is a wish list of what 
some people would like to see over the pike or not 
over the pike,”’ said Morris. He said the purpose of 
the study ‘‘is not to say yes or no to development,”” 
which he said was inevitable, “it is simply to 
suggest guidelines and controls.” 

The air rights of the turnpike are owned and 
controlled solely by the Massachusetts Turnpike 
Authority, which Morris said is actively soliciting 
bids for development. Turnpike Authority officials 
could not be reached for comment yesterday. 

But he said municipalities bordering the road can 
have some say on how it is developed through 
zoning ordinances.

Singer hits

is a passionate fling, 
from conception to consumation to completion. 
Come love with me.” 

Offstage, dining on chicken cordon bleu with 
her manager and guitarist, Ron Murray, 
Parris’ personality reaches out with the same 
magnetism that must have inspired the poem. 

She’s loud and boisterous, savvy and 
sanguine, pensive and playful. One minute, the 
singer rests her head in her hands, staring 
back into time as she recalls her Newton 
childhood. Seconds later, she roars with 
laughter, poking fun of her outlandish clothing 
tastes. Before her laughter even dies, Parris 
lights another Winston 100 cigarette and her 
eyes blaze with determination as she vows to 
quit the habit — someday. 

She's always on. This evening, the blonde, 
blue-eyed performer is dressed in shocking 
pink and sipping glasses of Dubonnet before it’s 
time to take the stage. She's six feet tall 
without heels and carries herself with the 
confidence of a star who knows she’s on top. 

“T’'ve been the theatrical type since I was in 
the crib,” says Parris, who grew up on Allerton 
Road as Rebecca MacCloskey. ‘‘I started 
singing professionally when I was six years old. 

“T never had stage fright.” 

On stage, what she is, is what the audience 
gets. And there’s no telling what that will be. 
“If I’m happy, you’ll get it, and if I’m sad 
you'll get that too,”’ she says. ‘One song may 
be sung 89 different times in 89 different ways 
— Ican communicate where I am to you. 

She takes a forkful of salad and chews 
thoughtfully. ‘I’m moody but I use my 
moods,” she concludes, adding, ‘‘It’s good that 
I’m moody. It gives me more of a range to play 
in.” 

These days, Parris stays in the happier 
range. The phone rings off the hook with club 
managers seeking engagements. Virtually 
every night for months is booked: Last 
weekend, she sang at Symphony Hall; on April 
28, she’ll sing at Ryles in Cambridge; on April 
19th, she’ll sing at Copley Plaza for a WBUR 
radio benefit; and on April 30, she’ll do a live 
recording at Chan’s in Woonsocket. Her second 
album will be out shortly. Business is so good 
that she recently hired her guitarist as her 
manager so she could have time to sing. 

“T can literally make the rent by doing what 
T love to do,” the 33-year-old singer boasts, 
pointing out she’s never had to wait tables. 
“My fun is my gig. It’s wonderful.” 

But she worked hard to get there. For years, 
Parris strained her voice with every style of 
music including rock and roll, singing long 
hours month after month, building up her 
name. She worked her voice so hard, she had to 
learn to sing with a cough drop in her cheek 
and she has a huge filling to prove it. 


“Without connections, it’s a long, arduous process and there is 
a lot of truth to that old statement that it’s not what you are but 
who you know,” says Parris, who also coaches aspiring singers. 
“With so many musicians trying to make it, the only unique 
thing you can bring to the stage is your individuality and that 
should be enough.” 

It seems to have been enough for Parris, who was born with 
show biz genes, but no commercial connections. When her father 
wasn’t teaching English and French, he worked as a part-time 
actor and church organist. Her mother, a nursery school 
teacher, was a concert organ pianist. Her grandmother was a 
singer and an organist. And her uncle, David Blair MacCloskey, 
coached politicians to speak properly. 

By the age of 8, she was studying voice, full-time, with her 
uncle and starring in summer stock and school productions. 
“Every production in school — I was in.” she recalls. 
“(Classmate) Carol Shapiro and I fought for all the leads.” 

When she was in Newton South High School, Parris formed a

band with a group of musicians, The Blue Ice. ‘‘That’s when I 
got my first case of laryngitis,” she recalls, laughing loudly. 

After high school, the aspiring performer attended the Boston 
Conservatory, but she quickly became bored and left. ‘I had 
already gone through all that in real life,’ Parris explains. ‘‘My 
father had taught me the ropes before I could get out of bed.” 

Yearning for the big time, the 18-year-old headed for New 
York. A year later, she returned to Newton, vowing never to 
sing again. A variety show part she had thought would be hers 
was given to someone Parris claims had less talent and more 
connections. ‘I was such a naive kid, I didn’t believe what a 
cutthroat business I was in,”’ she explains. She took a job as a 
cosmetologist in Jordan Marsh. 

Parris glances at her watch and notes she’s scheduled to 
perform in minutes. She and Murray race toward the lounge 
with Parris buckling the hot pink punk shoes she purchased in 
New York City last weekend for $10 and complaining that the 
buckles keep opening. ‘‘You get what you pay for,”” Murray

But every star has a “lucky break’’ story and 
Parris’ took place one night while she and her 
friends were ‘‘hanging out” in a club in Park 
Square. A trio from Berkely School of Music 
was auditioning and Parris’ friends ‘‘forced”’ 
her to sing with them. ‘I was so embarrased,” 
Parris in: “They (musicians) wouldn’t let 
me off thi ye. The club said the group could 
only get the gig if I stayed. 

That was in the spring of 1971 and Parris 
spent the next eight years singing a variety of 
music in top New England hotels. ‘‘I was 
singing six nights a week, doing five shows a 
night and on my day off, I wanted to die,’ she 
Ss. “IT had no vacation for three years. 

y throat was turning into a piece of raw 
meat.” 

That was when she decided to risk the 
security of working with bands and go solo. 
And that’s when her life really got crazy. ‘‘I 
was walking in at 5 in the morning from last 
night’s gig and by 9, the phone was ringing,” 
she complains, lighting another cigarette. ‘All 
I wanted to do is sing and now that I’ve hired a 
manager, I can. And I can sleep in the 
mornings.” 

She’s also making more money — enough to 
afford her Duxbury home, where she lives with 
her pet Schnauzer. And she’s even finding time 
to watch soap operas once in awhile. 

“ABC (TV) soaps are my passion,"’ she 
confides, adding she also loves horseback 
riding, driving to Cape Cod and taking foliage 
trips during days off. She’s also writing a book. 



















But her music is her primary release. “‘If I 
didn’t have this to do, I wouldn’t have made it 
through a lot of the devastating things in my 
life (such as her father’s death),”’ she says. “It 
has literally saved my life on more than one 
occasion. 

“Some days, when I’m really pooped, I say, 
‘Oh God, I wish I didn’t have to go to work,”’ 
she admits. ‘‘But when I get there, I’m always 
glad I’m there. And I’m always fine because 
that’s where I want to be. 

“T’ll probably die at the age of 80 doing a 
high note.”

She starts singing and the atmosphere freezes. Instantly, she 
transforms herself and the audience into the mood of the song.

BOSTON — Robert Munafo of Medford had a 
dream. He wanted to bring the Big Band Era back 
into the City of Boston be reviving the old Totem 
Pole Ballroom, located on the river in Auburndale 
until it burned in the late ‘50s. 

He spent months organizing this effort. He 
arranged for the use of the Bradford Ballroom, 
downtown on Tremont Street, and he obtained the 
musical services of Marty Lane and his 14-piece 
orchestra. He appeared on a few local radio talk 
shows to publicize the “new’’ Totem Pole and he 
had several family members and friends lend a 
hand to his effort. 

Last Saturday night was opening night. Munafo 
may have made it into the neighborhood, but he 
never quite made it to ‘‘the Street of Dreams.” 

The whole evening may have been a comedy of 
errors, or it simply may have been a case of 
expectations exceeding reality, but, to put it 
succinctly, the event was a bust. 

Opening night was also closing night. 

Munafo, 41, says he remembers going to the old 
Totem Pole as a youth. He remembers the bar 
selling cold drinks for a nickel and he remembers 
the girls dressed up in their finest frills; but, most 
of all, he remembers ‘‘all those live instruments 
blowing at you.” It was the essence of that 
atmosphere that he wanted to recapture in the 
“new” Totem Pole. 

Munafo said he was hoping that the curiosity 
factor would draw in a lot of people. Folks in their 
20s and 30s who were not alive during the Big Band 
Era would have the chance to see and hear’ the 
music and the dancing that were a way of life for 
their parents’ generation. 

Unfortunately, the ‘‘new”’ Totem Pole’s opening 
night audience was made up of people in their 40s 
and 50s who did not need the education because they 
grew up with the Big Band sound. Whereas the old 
Totem Pole was a haven for singles, Munafo now 





believes that support for a new swing club will have 
to come from middle-aged couples. 

He was hoping to attract a young, chic crowd that 
was tired of punk, funk and disco clubs. He was 
shooting for an opening night crowd of 1,000. 
Instead, he got a couple of hundred ‘‘grown ups” 
who were just as happy dancing to swing music in 
the 40s as they were last week. 

Munafo says that going to the old Totem Pole was 
like going to ‘a big family wedding’’ every 
weekend. Elements of that kind of nostalgia were 
definitely absent from the scene at the Bradford 
Ballroom. 

Although the Bradford is an historical old 
structure, it was not the proper setting for the 
rebirth of the Totem Pole. The carpeting has frayed 
badly, and the long, brass railing leading to the 
ballroom needs about a month’s worth of spit and 
polish to return it to its original golden splendor. 

The bar was selling five-and-dime booze, and the 
sound system was marginal at best. It was, in fact, 
that sound system that was over-modulating a 
Frank Sinatra tape when I walked into the 
ballroom. The song playing was ‘‘On the Street of 
Dreams.” 

I understand that ‘‘Old Blue Eyes”’ did, indeed, 
play at the Bradford many moons ago when swing 
music was in its heyday; but I think he would have 
been a might disappointed if he had visited the 
“new’’ Totem Pole last week. He may have been 
able to draw on his Hoboken humor to laugh away 
this kind of an opening — where everything goes 
wrong — but, for those of us who had to sit through 
it, it was a tedious exercise in trying to recapture 
the past. 

I knew I was heading for trouble when I first 
entered the hotel. I asked the bellboy in the lobby if 
he knew where the Totem Pole was located. He 
started to smirk and told me that he had never 
heard IT called that before, but the room I was 
looking for was around the corner and marked 
“Ladies” on the door. When I informed him I was 
looking for a nightclub and not a rest room, he 
promptly sent me up the stairs. 

Munafo says he will try to work out the bugs and 
reopen the Totem Pole in another location. Next 
time, he plans to target an older, mostly couples 
audience. He wants to start small, opening the club 
on a once-a-month basis, and he wants to sell tickets 
in advance. 

Who knows? With a little time and some extra 
planning, the Totem Pole of the past may yet 
become the hot spot of the present. 

After all, dreams were made to come true.

Q. How do I go about replacing 
the door gasket on my Admiral 
duplex refrigerator, model No. 
ND2566-BM6352B, serial No. 
5684258? 

A. First, take off the door by 
removing the three screws in the 
top door hinge. Then lift the door 
up and off the lower hinge and lay 
it on a flat surface, such as the 
floor or saw horses. Use an old 
blanket to pad the door and 
protect it from scratching or 
other damage. 

Next, take out all the inner 
panel mounting screws that are 
under the inner lip of the door 
gasket. These screws hold the 
door gasket and the door liner to 
the outer door panel. After 
removing the old gasket, lay the 
new gasket in place and reinstall 
the screws finger-tight. You may 
have to adjust the gasket fit after 
replacing the door, so leave these 
screws tight enough to hold the 
panel in place but loose enough so 
you can shift the gasket a bit if 
you have to, Lift the door and 
place it on the bottom hinge, then 
reinstall the top hinge. 

Adjust the door hinges so that 
you have an equal distance 
between the top and bottom when 
the door is open& Close the door 
and make sure there is a good 
gasket seal all around. If the door 
sticks out too far at the bottom, 
hold the top in position so it 
cannot shift and push it in at the 
bottom until the door lines up 
with the cabinet. Now, open the 
door and fully tighten all the 
inner panel mounting screws.

been on the market for many 
years. This increases the 
likelihood that the same style will 
be available when pieces are 
added in the future. 

Quality. Since casual furniture 
is expensive if even the least 
expensive line is chosen, quality 
must be assessed from 
viewpoints other than price. The 
prospective buyer must ask how 
long the furniture is expected to 
last, under what conditions and 
how much maintenance it 
requires. Since a higher price 
doesn’t necessarily indicate a 
better quality, it’s also important 
for buyers to be able to recognize 
good construction and intelligent 
design. 

To help buyers evaluate casual 
outdoor furniture, Harry Jaquiss, 
president of Tropitone Furniture 
Co., a Florida- and California- 
based manufacturer of casual 
furniture, gives these insights 
into key factors of quality 
construction. 

The most widely used casual 
furniture is made of aluminum 
tubing. It’s light, can be easily 
moved, won't rot or rust and 
takes punishment fairly well. 

Indications of quality in 
aluminum frame furniture are 
thick tubing and tubing that is 


button provides a complete check 
of the unit. 

For instance, a push will 
indicate whether the battery is 
live and the smunding device is 
working. The test will also 
simulate a fixed amount of 
smoke to check the unit’s smoke- 
sensing capabilities. 

However, pushing a test button 
won't tell you if the detector has 
clogged air slots that are 
preventing real smoke from 
entering.

round rather than square in cross 
section. Frames should be 
welded instead of riveted. Rivets 
may work out of joints when 
furniture is folded and 
repositioned. 

Strapping must be examined 
for durability. Vinyl should be 
treated with mildew inhibitors 
and ultraviolet stabilizers to help 
prevent color fading. Strapping 
also should have good recovery. 

“Good quality vinyl straps 
should return to their original 
shape even after the chaise or 
chair has been sat in for a long 
time,” Jaquiss says. 

Frame finishes are an essential 
factor in durability and lasting 
satisfaction of outdoor furniture. 
Coated metal is better than bare 
metal — bare steel rusts and 
uncoated aluminum oxidizes. 

Another popular type of casual 
furniture is cast aluminum. Cast 
aluminum is sturdier and wears 
better than wood or rattan. The 
major consideration when 
choosing cast aluminum 
furniture is that the furniture is 
all-solid cast aluminum.

Q. Would she speak to my 
son or daughter about this? 
They are very concerned for 
me. 

A. Yes, she often speaks to 
concerned children of older 
people. She can advise and 
direct them so that they can 
help you in a more informed 
way. 

Q. How can I get in touch 
with her? 

A. You can call Diana at 552- 
7170 in the Department of 
Human Services at City Hall, 
Monday through Friday, 8:30 
to 5:00. 

In the past year, Diana has 
worked with older people with 
concerns such as: housing, 

financial assistance, 
counseling, advocacy with 
state and federal agencies, 
crisis situations, homecare 
needs, transportation, and 
information and referral on 
many other issues of concern. 

In dollars and cents, in the 
past year, she has been able to 
help older people to obtain 
$80,000 in benefits to which 
they were entitled but not 
receiving.

There isn’t a Dana Barros or 
a Pat Ewing in the area this year. 
No house in Waltham or Newton 
was being bombarded with 
letters and phone calls from 
every major college in the 
country. Letter-of-intent day 
passed quietly in February, 
without scouts sweating their 
jobs over whether they'd 
convinced a top prospect to 
attend Enormous State 
University. 

Still, many local athletes from 
all sports intend to continue their 
competitive careers next fall. 
Few will receive any scholarship 
awards for their efforts. Most 
will be playing at Division II or 
III schools. But perhaps, those 
kinds of athletes are whom 
college athletics was intended for 
in the first place. 

Many of the area student- 
athletes, including some of the 
best, still haven’t decided upon a 
school yet, though most have the 
choices down to two or three. 
Though the ones who have the 
recruiters waiting with bated 
breath receive the lion’s share of 
the publicity, they make up only 
a tiny percentage of the high 
school senior athletes. For every 
one of them, there are probably 
50 seniors nervously awaiting the 
arrival of an envelope telling 
them they've been accepted at 
the school of their choice. 


With that in mind, here is a 
rundown of the likely 
destinations of some of the area’s 
senior athletes: 


Newton North 

It was a lean year for the 
Tigers in football last fall. Most 
of the seniors will go on to 
college, but won’t be playing 
football.

NEWTON — Bargainers for the Newton Firefighters Association 
(NFA) yesterday ended their first negotiation session with the city 
since a failed March ratification effort by placing new contract 
demands on the bargaining table, according to a city official. 

Chief Administrative Officer Richard Kelleher said last week that 
about three hours of talks with the union’s bargaining team failed to 
result in a new tentative agreement between the two sides. 

“They concluded the session by placing some new items on the 
table that hadn’t been formally part of the package we've been 
talking about for the past couple months,” according to Kelleher. 

He would not discuss the specifics of the new proposals, except to 
say that negotiations toward a new two-year pact for the city’s 230 


firefighters will continue. 


NFA President Kevin McArdle could not be reached for comment 
on the substance of the new proposals, The NFA’s membership has 
been working without a contract since July 1, 1984. 

Kelleher said the city’s negotiating team took the union’s offers 
under advisement. The next collective bargaining session between 
the two sides is scheduled for May 3, he added. 

During a mid-March ratification vote, rank-and-file members of 
the NFA soundedly rejected a contract offer that included the city’s 
5-5-1” wage hike formula, That salary package, which has already 
been accepted by six of the city’s 10 municipal labor groups, would 
provide a 5 percent wage increase retroactive to last July, another 5 
percent hike this July and a possible one-time bonus of up to 1 percent 


on base wages. 


Only the bonus remains in question, according to Mayor Theodore 


D, Mann, 


Although Mann said yesterday there is a “good” possibility that the 
funding needed to support the bonus will materialize, he stopped 
short of guaranteeing the one-time compensation. 

The city is banking on an increased reimbursement from 
Middlesex County to pay for the bonus, but the financial windfall will 
not be assured until the Commonwealth issues its official Cherry 
Sheet in July, according to Kelleher.

Philosophy tract 
irks school officials

NEWTON — Despite protests 
by the School Committee, a 
statement from the faculty 
condemning the current state of 
education in the city and the 
country will appear in the 1985- 
1986 Newton North High School 
course guide. 

Reacting in ‘‘shock,” School 
Committee members Monday 
night scolded High School 
Principal Marya Levenson for 
publishing a statement of 
philosophy and addendum 
without committee approval. 
Levenson, joined by faculty 
members Anne Serafin and 
Edward Rossiter, reacted to the 
committee outrage by 
apoligizing for the 
misunderstanding. 


The revised philosophy and 
addendum were prepared by 
North faculty last November 
amidst tense negotiations 
between the committee and the 
union, In addition to appearing in 
the catalogue, the statement will 
also appear in a report to an 
accreditation team from the New 
England Association of Schools 
and Colleges. 

“The Philosophy Committee 
realizes that our attempts to 
fulfill lofty goals and ideals 
presented in this statement are 
circumscribed by the current 
fiscal and political constraints on 
education,’’ the addendum 
states, 

Complaining about ‘‘long 
contract disputes over pay and 
working conditions,’ “‘large 
classes (in which) valuable 
individual attention to students is 
ruled out,’’ ‘time-consuming 
paperwork and supervisory 
assignments,’”’ the committee 
said faculty ‘‘were not,free to 
teach in a way that will allow us 
to achieve our ambitions for this 
school.” 

Five committee members 
spoke out against the placement 
of the statement in the course 
guide. One member, Angela 
Neilsen, supported the teacher's 
right to express their feelings in 
print. 

“T feel it's an expression of the 
philosophy of conditions under 


which they work,”’ Neilsen said. 

Other members criticized 
Levenson’s negligence in 
allowing it to appear in the 
student course guide. 

“Marya, I’m_ surprised at 
you,”” member James Mnookin 
said. ‘I think everyone is in 
agreement except Angela. It is 
inappropriate at best for 
something like this to be 
published.” 

“To say that the evaluation 
would be jeopardized is false,” 
Mnookin added. ‘‘The way this 
was handled is insulting to all of 
us and is not conducive to us 
working together to achieve the 
philosophy stated.”’ 

Despite the condemnation of 
the addendum, members agreed 
unanimously that the body of the 
statement of school philosophy 
was appropriate. 

Levenson said the committee 
felt the ten-year-old philosophy 
appearing in the 1984-1985 course 
guide was out-of-date, making 
the updated version necessary 
for the literature. A printing 
deadline forced the book to go to 
press without the consent of the 
School Committee. 

Later in the discussion, 
Levenson apoligized to the 
committee, terming the decision 
to include the statement a ‘‘mess 
up.” 

“It was not intended to offend 
you,’’ she said. 

Member Lynn Sullivan 
acknowledged the faculty 
committee’s right to draft the 
statement but criticized the 
group’s timing. 

“There is a time and a place for 
everything. This was not the 
right time or place,”’ he said. ‘‘It 
came from a situation when we 
all were having a rough time.” 

Member Nancy Mann also 
spoke out against the statement. 

“I have never been so 
disappointed, so discouraged by 
anything like I have seen in this 
addendum,’ she said. 

Member Suasan Silbey warned 
of the implications the statement 
may have on the school’s 
accreditation. 

“As it stands it is such a ... 
hostile statement it sends out a 
message to a visiting committee. 
It is a red flag,"’ she said.
